SHANGHAI, SATURDAY, JUNE 13, 187: 


We print, to-day, a full account of a 
trial that has lately taken place at 
Chefoo, arising out of an anti-mission- 
ary riot in tho*district of Che-meh. In 
September 1874, an American mission- 
ary, the Rev. H. Corbett, started on a 
preaching expedition to the district of 
Che-meb, and after spending two months 
in different villages, decided to settle 
down for the winter in the village of 
Kwo-pu, where he rented a house for 
his family. He appears to have met 
with no opposition in his tour, but the 
prospect of his permanent residence 
was disliked. On the 80th November, 
stones wore thrown as he rode through 
the market town of Hiwa-yen, and the 
assault was repeated with more severity 
onhis return. Mr. Corbett complained 
to the magistrate of Che-meh, who pro- 
mised to issue a proclamation; and did 
cause one to be drawn up, but seems 
not to have had it posted. Mr. Corbett 
again complained of the omission, but 
it was not till his pressing enquiry at 
‘Hwa-yen why the notice had not been 
posted, that afew were put up. They 
had however no effect, for on his again 
riding into Hwa-yen a fortnight later, 
accompanied by two native preachers, 





he was again attacked, and had to take 
refuge ina temple; from thence he was 
eventually extricated by some friendly 
hands, the mob however following and 
stoning him to the outskirts of the 
town. ‘The affair created somo excito- 
ment in the neighborhood, and threats 
were conveyed to Mr. Corbett that if 
the rioters were punished their friends 
would retaliate on him and his children. 
Under the circumstances he thought it 
well to remove his family to Chefoo, 
leaving his house and effects in the 
care of native Christians. So soon as 
he had gone, the poople broke open his 
house and ransacked his property, also 
assaulting and annoying some of the 
native Christians in the district. 

The matter was laid before tho 
Taotai, who deputed an officer to en- 
quire into it, but was informed that 
the whole tale was untrue; Mr. Corbott 
had not been stoned ; his proporty had 
not been stolen ; the people were well- 
disposed, and the disturbance had 
arisen from an attempt on tho part.of 
the native Christians to kidnap chil- 
dren. Tho Taotai requested therefore 
that Mr. Corbett would restrain his 
native converts from such procecdings, 
and all would be quiet. This was 
passing over the matter rather too 
coolly ; not only were the rioters to re- 
main unpunished, but here was the 
absurd accusation of kidnapping again 
raised and endorsed by the Chief Magis- 
trate of the district. With the approval 
of the American Minister, the U.S. Con- 
sul for North-China, Mr. Eli T. Shep- 
pard, accordingly took the matter firmly 
in hand, and persuaded the Taotai to 
have the accused brought to Chefoo and 
tried before himself, in Mr. Sheppard’s 
presence. 

‘The trial bégan on the 24th May, 
and occupied six days, at the end of 
which Mr. Corbett's case was sub- 
stantiated. Several men were convicted 
of complicity in the riot, and wero 
sentenced to punishments varying from 
80 to 40 blows of the heavy bamboo; 
the Tepaos of Kwo-pu and Hwa-yen 
were also degraded from their officesand 
flogged. The Taotai did not think the 
entry on Mr. Corbett’s premises amount- 
ed to burglary ; though they had heen 
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undoubtedly entered, after his de- 
parture, and tho furniture carried off. 
‘He therefore imprisoned the persons in 
whose possession articles of his pro- 
porty had been found, and ordered them 
to make good among themselves the total 
value; further requiring all the accused 
to enter into « bond for Mr. Corbett’s 
personal safety whilehe might remain in 
the Ohe-meh district. ‘These sentences 
having been agreed upon, in consulta~ 
tion between Mr. Sheppard and the 
Taotai, the culprits were had before the 
Court on the 4th instant, to receive 
punishment, ‘The Taotai further gave 
a sharp and sensible lecture to the ac- 
cused, and has since issued a proclama- 
tion, relating the case and threatening 
sovere punishment in caso of further 
disturbance. The whole affair seems 
thus to havo been satisfactorily settled ; 
and much oredit is due to Mx, Shep- 
pard and to the Taotai for their con- 
duct of the investigation. It is owing 
to tho former's energy and discretion 
that the mattor hasbeen carried through, 
for the Taotai was clearly disposed to 
-shitk enquiry at the outset ; but when 
once he .was convinced that the case 
had to be gone into, he appears to have 
done his duty with firmness and in- 
telligence. ‘Those riots are in the last 
degree unfortunate; they show that 
strong fecling exists against missionary 
teaching, and their results cannot help 
to smooth away the dislike, The pre- 
sont case, however, was a clear one. 
Mr. Corbett appears to have committed 
no indisoretion that could excite trouble 
—anless repented visits to a place which 
had shown itself hostile, be accused as 
unwise; and the people must be con 
vinced that personal attack on mi 
sionaries is not the way to exhibit their 
distasto to Obristianity. ‘They have 
only to keep out of hearing of mis- 
sionary discourses.

‘The two Resolutions brought forward by 
‘Mr. Carter, against proxy voting, were 
carried—the first without division, the 
second by a majority of 2to1. The two 
were indeed nearly alternative; the second 
completely meets the case, but the first was 
necessary in case the second had been re- 
jected ; though the acceptance of the second 
was a natural consequence of the first. As 
it is, the Ratepayers have now expressed 
a clear opinion adverse to the admission, at 
public mectings, of proxies of Ratepayers 
present in Shanghai ; and have asked the 
insertion of a short phraso in the Land 
Regulations, defining this principle. Most 
people hold that theso already express the 
intention; but the confusion of arrangement 
and indiatinotness of expression in the Re- 
gulationscaused doubt, andled to areference 
to the Treaty Consuls, who, in face of a 
doubt, preferred adhering to thorule in the 
Old Regulations which allowed proxies. 
We are glad to think that yesterday's 
vote will terminate the practice. ‘The evil 
of proxy voting is, wo think, generally 
admitted. Ratepayers absent from Shang- 
hai, whether Householders or Proporty- 
owners, have a right to be represented. 
‘Men aro often called away on business 
toEngland, toan Outport, or to Hongkong, 
while theic interest in the place remains ; 
but that meetings should be liable to be 
swayed by a few individuals holding a 
mass of proxies for Ratepayers who are 
present in the Settlement but will not 
straii a point to attend, is an undoubted 
evil. The new Regulation may be 
hard on a few who take an intorest 
and really cannot attend; but thoir 
caso is more than counterbalanced by that 
of the many who could attend but will not. 
However, the point has been too often 
argued in our columus to need repetition. 
—A vote in favour of the amalgamation of 
tho Settlements was carried without discus- 
sion; it being felt that the matter was 
one which must be eventually decided by 
diplomacy, and that the function of the 
meeting was only to raise the question. — 
‘The proposed tax on ponies, carriages, and 
dogs was rejected—chiefly through the vote 
of one Ratopayer holding 60 proxies. We 
rogret that ponies and carriages should 























remain exempt for another term, as wo 
think the tax on them is a most fair one; 
but the dog tax is better omitted ; it would 
havo involved a degree of annoyance and 
trouble incommensurate with tho small 
financial results.—The last resolution 
brought forward required a long array of 
statistical information regarding the rela- 
tive expenditure on various parts of the 
Settlement, ‘The object is to show that 
the Chineso quarters have contributed a _ 
proportion of revenue fair in relation to 
the outlay upon thom, We doubt whether 
the desired ond will be very clearly attain- 
ed, for figures can be made to provo nearly 
anything if cloverly manipulated. ‘Tho 
statistics will however be interesting, and 
will probably furnish rich food for dobato 
hereafter. 

‘The Report of the French Municipal 
Couneil for the year 1873-4, does not ro- 
cord much useful work. What could be 
expected, when we remember that there 
have been six changes of Council within 
that time ? Despite, however, and in some 
degree owing to, these changes, the finan- 
cial result of the year is most satisfactory, 
The changes of Government did not dis- 
turb the routine of administration ; while 
they did prevent attention to public works, 
and thereby check expenditure, ‘The Re- 
venue has yielded Tis. 84,383, besides Tls, 
16,148 in hand at the boginning of tho yea 
‘The expenditure has only amounted to 
Tis. 65,904, leaving in hand a surplus of 
‘Mis. 34,627.—The revenue for 1874-5 is 
estimated at Tis, 81,600, which will bo 
further swollen by the above balance, A 
heavy outlay on Public Works will raiso 
the oxpenditure to ‘Tis, 113,205, which 
will still love a surplus on the 81st March 
1875, of Tis. 3,022. * 

A heavy storm swept over Shanghai 
on Sunday afternoon. Beginning from tho 
North it travelled round the compass, tho 
greatest atrongth of the gale boing from 
the South, ‘The rain fell in a perfect 
deluge, with largo hailstones, the whole 
driven with such forco by tho wind as to 
constitute a blinding sheet of spray, 
through which objects could not be seen at 
twenty yards distance, ‘The squall was 
attended with fatal consequences on the 
River, where a yacht was upset and to 
men drowned, The streets were half 
flooded ; and in the country a good 
mavy young cotton plants wero washed 
bodily out of the ground, and deposited 
in the furrows. Somo trees wero blown 
down, and leaves and sprigs were torn off 
and whirled frantically into space, In 
a couple of hours the air was clear 
again, and much cooler than before 
the outburst, but ‘the weather did 
not at once become settled as occa~ 
sional peals of thunder, throats of 
farther rain and gusts of wind testified. 
About ten p.m, the thunder resumed, and 
very heavy rain again fell. ‘The weather 
cleared on Monday morning, but very 
hoavy rain again fell in the evening. Ithas 
sineo been cooler. 

We are informed that the subscription 
to the Chinese Reading-room project, 
from Foreigners alono, has reached Ts.950. 

‘The A. D. ©. gave their last performanca 
for the season on Tuesday. ‘The ‘evening 
was fortunately cool for the time of the

‘The barquo George Washington leaves 
this week for Ningpo, to load material for 
the new lighthouse on Shantung Promon- 
tory, the stones having been dressed and 
fitted down there, 

‘The Annie Mabel, which arrived here on 
the 4th inst. from Homo, vid River Plate, 
‘Mauritius and the Australian Colonies, is 
‘a now clipper barque of about 450 tons 
burthen, built at Bideford, under special 
survey, for Messrs. Morris, Lewis & Co. of 
this port, and classed Al for 12 years. 
She left to-day in chargo of Captain 
Ponting, to fulfil a tea charter betiwoen 
Foochow and Melbourne. We aro glad 
to woo that, since Shanghai is tobecome 
‘a port of registry for British shipping, 
local firms display some enterprise in 
keeping up a local fleet of merchant vessels.

the 5th. ‘The diver, Mr. Roberts, took 
advantage of every opportunity to go be- 
low ; but an almost unceasing heavy soa 
appears to have proved too great an im- 
pediment to the diving operations, The 
Leven accordingly left the Island on the 
8rd June for Pagoda Anchorage, and, 
after coaling, started for Shanghai, arriv- 
ing at Woosung on Sunday night, She 
reports having experienced a severe squall 
outside at 4 p.m. on Sunday afternoon. 
The Sedan was found to be in frbm 16 to 
20 fathoms of water, and the want of suc- 
cess on this occasion will likely lead to 
the abandoning of the enterprise for the 
recovery of the treasure and opium she 
contains. 

Some time since, we noticed the loss of 
a barque near the Lamocks, off the Boat 
Rocks, which was supposed to be the 
Scotland, bound from Shanghai to Swatow. 
An attempt was made by the U. 8. Consul 
at Swatow to ascertain beyond doubt the 
identity of the vessel, but the depth of 
water in which she had sunk, and the 
prevalence of bad weather rendered this 
extromoly difficult, if not impossible. We 
understand, however, that while a junk 
was making a trip lately to the Lammocks 
Lighthouse, with stores, the weather being 
fine, Mr. Hammond, tho Commissioner 
of Customs at Swatow, directed that it 
should visit the wreck, and ondearour to 
getsomo information aboutit, It was found 
to be that of a large barque, sunk in 12 
fathoms of water, about 1 miles to the 
8. W. of the Boat Rocks. ‘The foretopsail 
was sot, and sheeted home. The foretop- 
mast was found to be new ; the cross-trees 
painted white and the iron bands red. 
‘These particulars lead to the belief that 
the unfortunate vessel is certainly the 
Scotland, which had just been overhauled 
before she left Shanghai, by Messrs, 
Farnham & Co. Chinese were commencing 
to wreck when the Customs boat left, the 
weather being favourable. The Scotland 
‘was an American barque of 441 tons, com- 
manded by Captain Glidden, and manued 
by acrew shipped at Puget Sound. As 
nothing has been heard of her officers or 
crew, it is only too probable that they 
went down with the ship. 

Rear-Admiral Pennock, U.S. Navy, who 
has been transferred from the North Paci- 
fic to the Asiatic Station, arrived at 
Yokohama by last mail, to take up his 
command, Rear-Admiral John G. Almy 
has been ordered to the North Pacific. 

We hear that Mr. Joseph Haas, of the 
Austrian Consulate, lias received the de- 
coration of the Imperial gold cross of 
Germany, in recognition of services ren- 
dered to the German Consulate at Shang- 
hai, last year, during the absence, through 
illness, of Mr. K. Himly. 

Inspector Grimes arrived from Hong- 
Kong on Saturday, armed with a warrant 
for the arrest of the’ man charged with 
piracy; but, the latter having claimed to be 
aU. S. citizen, it becomes necessary to 
wait for papers which may, if approved by 
the Consul-General, secure his rendition. 

‘We have received a pamphlet containing 
a translation (reprinted from the Evening 
Courier) of M. Giquel’s pamphlet on the 
Foochow Arsenal, which we reviewed some 
months ago. 














We have received the first number of 
a publication just revived, and which we 
are glad to welcome. “The Chinese 
Recorder and Missionary Journal,” when 
published at Foochow, used to contain 
much interesting matter, It has been 
in abeyance for a long time, and is now 
revived and re-issued from the Mission 
Press, Shanghai, and we doubt not will 
sustain its old position. 

We understand that the Taotai paid a 
visit to the Japanese Consul, on Saturday, 
with the object of formally introducing the 
‘Mandarin who has gone to Foochow as 
Imperial Commissioner in connection with 
the Formosan difficulty, 

We publish, elsewhere, a translation of 
despatches that have passed betweon''the 
General commanding the Japanese ex: 
pedition to Funsrosa, and the Viceroy'of 
Fohkien. ‘The tone of the former’ is” 
somowhat arrogant, ‘The latter replies 
calmly, asserting that the island is Chineso 
territory, and the inhabitants Chinese sub- 
jects, and whatever faults they have com- 
mitted should bo punished by Chinese and 
not Japanese force, His Excellency 
quotes Vattel in support of his arguments! 
Wo also extract from tho Daily Press an 
interesting letter about the Japanese pro- 
ceedings in Formosa, 

A Nixoro correspondent writes :—H. M: 
8, EU; left last Sunday for Hongkong, 
calling at Chusan on the way. We havo 
had a gay time of it while sho has boon 
here, in tho shapo of cricket matches, 
—Yesterday (8th) and the day before, two 
very sovere thunderstorms occurred ; 
soveral houses wore damaged by the force 
of the wind. 

‘The trial of the Chemeh rioters was 
brought to a conclusion, at UxzFOo, 
on the Srd instant, when six of tho 
rioters and the ‘Tipaos of Kwo-poo and 
Hwa-yen were sentenced to various de- 
grees of flogying ; tho latter also to bo 
dograded from office. Thoso who had 
possession of Mr, Corbett's proporty to be 
imprisoned until the amount (Tis. 375) is 
made good ; the Taotai guaranteeing pay- 
ment, All the accused are further to enter 
into a bond for Mr, Corbett’s safety 
while he remains in Chemeh, Tho 
Tavtai delivered a sharp and good 
lecture to the acoused, in passing sontence ; 
and has drawn vp a proclamation on 
the whole question. ‘The punishments 
were inflicted at noon on the 4th instant, 
‘Tho whole affair is considered to have 
been satisfactorily adjusted. 

We hear a private telegram has been 
received, saying the Foocuow market was 
partially opened on the 10th inst., by the 
sale of some 18,000 packages. Fine teas are 
reported nearly 2d over last year. 

‘Hroco papers contain hardly any news 
worth quoting. A concert was to be given 
on the 2nd, in aid of a small-pox hospital. 
—The Railway traffic during the second 
weok shows a decrease from the first, at- 
tributed to wet weather.—The telegraph 
office is to be changed to asite which will 
be more convenient for native merchants 
and less convenient for Foreigners.—Fro- 
‘quent cobberies are again complained of,

AUCTIONS OF IMPORTS. 
Waue it is one of the fundamental 
principles of political economy re- 
cognised at the present day, that every 
man should be permitted to buy or 
sell in what terms and in what manner 
hhe sees fit, without subjecting himself 
to any pains or penalties, there are 
doubtless times when the action of an 
individual may cause serious distur 
bance in the operations of his neigh- 
hous. No markets in the world seem 
tobe more sensitive to the action of 
individual buyers or sellers, than those 
of China; and this seems to be mainly 
because while, on the one hand, foreign 
merchants have been more or less 
brought up in the schools of free trade, 
on the other the natives with whom 
they have to deal have been accus- 
tomed to the narrow restrictions of the 
guild systom. Its thus that the opera- 
tion of one buyer often disturbs for 
weeks, if not for a season, the market 
for the purchase of teas or silk; while 
in a less degree, the sale at a low price 
of a small lob of imports will oc- 
casionally have a disturbing influence 
on the market for a considerable time 
and be felt at considerable distances. 
One of the latest developments of 
the free trade system has been the 
establishment of a series of sales by 
aiction for imports, and it need not be 
said that the mercantile community of 
Shanghai are waiting with some degree 
of curiosity, nob unmixed with anxiety, 
for the result. As we stated, the in- 
fluence of a single purchaser in China 
often establishes a precedent from 
which it is difficult, or impossible, for 
other purchasers to withdraw; but it 
is curious to noto that, in deal- 
ings with Chinose, this influence 
seems to be more felt in purchas- 
ing than selling. -In other words, 
foreigners seem to bo more anxious to 
purchase than the Chinese to sell ; and 
in this matter the guild system scoms 
undoubtedly, by enabling the natives 
to hold with comparatively little per- 
sonal loss, to act in favour of high 
rates. On the other hand, the lower 
rate of interest at which foreign mer- 

\chants can obtain advances, gives them 
facilities for holding stocks of import, 
over any period of sudden or temporary 
depression. Of course, in the long run 
noither party can really alter the natural 
prices of the goods they have for sale, 
and the pressure of the market must 
eventually rule the rates paid for the 
required article. Thus, if there may 
be advantages in holding largo stocks, 
there are again decided disadvantages ; 
for not only are expenses increased, 
but the fact of heavy stocks being on 
hand has in itself a depressing effect. 
Ie is under circumstances of this uature 
that a system of sales by public auction, 
of imports, has been introduced into 
Shanghai. Events in various parts of 
China have caused a depression in 
trede. Ibis extremely difficult to say 





what is the real cause, but it is an un- 
deniable fact that not only has foreign 
trade in China been in a generally un- 
healthy condition for some years past, | 
but that native trade has likewise been 
unsatisfactory. Shanghai, from its 
position as the ‘emporium of trade 
between north and south, is particularly 
sensitive to any influence, depressing or 
the reverse; and those who have most 
intimate connections with the port, 
whether as merchants or as holders of 
property, are daily reminded of the 
unpleasant fact. ‘There seems little 
doubt, with regard to imports into 
China, that the native speculation 
of some three years ago had been 
excessive, and that stocks had ac. 
cumulated to an unmanageable ex- 
tent in the interior, There is equally 
little doubt that much of the ac- 
cumulation of stocks was caused by 
oppressive fiscal exactions. The goods 
were protected to a certain point, but 
their fiscal delivery in small parcels 
was obstructed. Again, obstructions of 
every sort were placed on the export of 
produce, so that neither funds nor goods 
were available for payment. Both these 
causes seriously hampered the import 
market, and entailed severe losses on 
the dealers who were enterprising 
enough to endeavour to open up new 
outlets. The result has been felt at 
Shanghai in a continually falling 
market. It was natural that, under these 
circumstances, with heavy stocks on 
hand, the commencement of a sale by 
auction of undamaged goods, should 
have had a depressing effect. Indeed, 
for a time, it almost seemed as ifa 
panic was likely to be established. 
Still, so far as matters have gono, there 
has probably been comparatively little 
harm done. Looking at all the cix- 
cumstances of the ense,a small and 
uncertain market in the interior, and 
lnxge stocks in hand or afloat, it beeame 
evident that prices could not be kept 
up, and it made comparatively little 
matter whether merchants underbid 
one another to get their stocks off, or 
offered the goods for sale to the lowest 
bidder. ‘The latter has probably only 
accomplished a little more quickly, what 
the first was bound to do at possibly 
a larger expenditure of capital. Indi- 
vidual holders, who might possibly 
in the meanwhile have realised larger 
prices for portions of their stock, 
have seen the market value of 
the whole suddenly tumble, and are 
not unnaturally indignant. On the 
other hand, there seems to be no parti-, 
cular tendency on the part of the 
Chinese to rig the market. Arrange- 
ments will always be come to at auc- 
tion sales between intending purchasers, 
and no law, unless in ontrageous cases 
or where intimidation is used, can 
effectually prevent buyers putting their 
heads together. On the other hand, 
the seller bas the advantage of getting 
rid of middlemen in his transactions, 
and of coming in contact with the 
real purchaser, while the ready sale of 


advantage. For those advantages the 
purchaser charges him by buying at a 
somewhat lower rate than he would have 
to give otherwise,and if the difference be 
very marked, the general market must 
of necessity follow. That in the pre- 
sent state of affairs this is an un- 
mixed evil, can scarcely be maintained. 
There is every symptom of a tendency 
to raise stocks in Chinato an un. 
manageable amount. Notwithstand- 
ing the advices which have been sent 
home, imports in excess of the require. 
ments of the market seem to be the 
order of the day. If the low prices paid 
at auction havea tendency to check this 
excessive import, and to bring tho sup- 
ply and demand more nearly to an 
equilibrium; they will have had a good 
effect. 








‘THE SANITARY PROGRESS OF SILANGIIAL, 


Oss of the speakers at the meeting of 
Ratepayers on Monday, in commenting 
on the protest against tho present sani- 
tary condition of the Settlements signed 
by all the medical men of Shanghai, 
drew attention to the very curious fact 
that, notwithstanding the increase of 
Chinese buildings in the Settlement—or 
as he put it, somewhow or other in 
consequence of that increase—the avor- 
age health of European residents had 
improved. The statement is worthy of 
due consideration, for it is an undoubted 
fact that many diseases supposed to bo 
endemic in Shanghai havo either disap. 
peared or assumed a lighter type; 
and notoriously among theso is that 
sevore form of paludal fever, known to 
old residents as “Shanghai fever,” which 
at one time was either directly or indi- 
rectly fatal to a large number of for- 
cigners at Shanghai. What some of 
the causes of this improvement in health 
are, we have not far to seck, Tho 
drainage of the Settlement is in a very 
different condition now from what it 
was eleven years ago; and it also can- 
not be denied that the covering of many 
of the waste and undrained portions of tho 
Settlement,even with Chinese dwellings, 
has effected an improvement in its sani- 
tary condition. Still there seem to bo 
more general causes ab work. Shanghai 
fever, in those old days, was not 
confined to the Settlement ; the early 
residents along the Bubbling Well Road 
seemed to be more liable to febrile 
diseases than their followers at the 
present day, even those who have sot- 
tled down amidst the ordinary agricul- 
tural operations of the Chinese. Pro- 
bably, in all these calculations, the very 
different condition of the people has 
not been sufficiently considered. Twelve 
years ago, the Chinese inhabitants of 
the Settlements were for the most part 
refugees from the neighbouring dis- 
tricts, driven in by the Taiping rebels. 
‘Many of them were in the last stage of 
destitution, and all carried more or less 
with them the seeds of disease. The 
Chinese population now is a settled 
one; each man engaged in his own oc- 





his goods for cash places him at an 


cupation and absorbed in his own work, 
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even when that work assumes the, to 
a Chinese mind, yenial form of plunder- 
ing the foreigner. The disturbed con- 
dition of the country left large tracts 
of land, even in close contiguity to the 
Settlements, waste and uncultivated ; 
and there is little doubt that low 
lying land, like that about Shanghai, 
when left to natural influences, will 
tend to develope fever. Another, 
and not ineffective, cause may be 
directly attributed to the results 
of foreign intercourse: The district 
around Shanghai has almost ceased 
to grow rice. ‘The opening of the river 
and coast ports has developed so 
_many markets for cotton, for the 
growth of which climate and soil are 
both admirably adapted, that cotton 
has alniost superseded rico except in 
the lowest flats. There is little doubt 
that the substitution of a dry grown 
crop for one which requited constant 
submergence has been beneficial to the 
general health, and this is not im- 
probably the reason why a residence in 
the suburbs is becoming yearly more 
popular, But though, as pointed out, 
there is good reason to believe that 
Shanghai was never so healthy as at 
present, and though in this respect the 
protest of the medical men was likely 
to lead to wrong conclusions, it is also 
undeniable that much remains to be 
done. We have ourselves continually 
had to speak out about the persistent 
neglect of the commonest sanitary pre~ 
cautions in the Chinese portion of the 
town. So soon as a corner was turned 
from the streets frequented by foreign- 
ers, obstructions of all sorts were en- 
countered. No supervision of any 
sort seemed to be exercised, and in con- 
sequence matters were drifting frora 
bad to worse. It is not fair to attri- 
bute this state of affairs to the owners 
of property. Many of them have made 
their Chineso properties models of 
cleanliness, and there are Chinese 
dwellings in the Settlement, belonging 
to Chinese as well as foreign owners, 
to which the most fastidious would 
scarcely object. That there are others 
in a disgraceful condition, is merely 
equivalent to saying that Shanghai is 
like other large cities, and has its slums. 
Still even slums, under a careful execu- 
tive are capable of much improvement, 
and in many cases in Shanghai the owners 
are only too desirous of co-operating 
with the Council. When the latter 
neglects the public roads and allows 
nuisances to be piled up in public, it is 
difficult for the former to take any 
really efficient steps. The requirement 
of due drainage before building is a 
reasonable provision; the byelaws are 
explicit on the subject. But there 
must be public drains for the private 
owner to connect with. And it is 
little use for'the land-owner to drain 
his houses if the Council leave the 
street in their front devoid of side- 
channels, and so bad that the very doors 
aro at times unapproachable except by 
wading. We are glad to think that 
these evils are now likely to be reme- 





died. A salient feature in the new 
budget is the provision of kerb and 
side-channels for the neglected streets 
of the Chinese qnarter, and there seems 
a determination to take other sanitary 
precautions that are clearly called for 
and easily carried ont.

Z NEWORWANG. 

A Newchwang correspondent writes, on 
the Gth June :—A Southern piratical junk, 
mounting two brass guns, has been enp- 
tured in the Gulf and brought in here by 
the steam gunboat Mei-yuen, one of the 
Foochow vessels. She has been taking the 
treagure and valuables out of a large 
number of native craft, and her being 
caught is a matter of great congratulation 
here, Eleven of the crew were executed 
on the river side, three days ago. 

‘The troops have had a successful action 
with a Inrge band of banditti not more 
than thirty miles from the port. It was 
‘a surprise, brought about by the free 
uso of money on the part of the authorities. 
Some twenty or more prisoners were taken, 
and have been beheaded at various towns 
around. Seven heads now decorate our 
East gate, one being that of the son of a 
leader amongst the Mahomedans. 

The weather is dreadful, very heavy 
f rain and wind daily. ‘The new 
joing up for several of our re- 
sidents will, I fear, suffer soverely. 








FORMOSA. 
A correspondent writes from Taiwan :— | ‘1 


Though there is quite as much specula- 
tion here regarding the Japanese Mission 
to Formosa, as on the mainland; we have 
no definite news from South Cape beyond 
the fact that all the troops have landed, 
housed and fortified themselves at Long- 
Kiau, a small village about thirty miles 
south of this, while the ships are anchored 
off the place. ‘This anchorage is a very 
bad one during the southwest monsoon, 
being exposed to the full force of it, and 
will, if it has not already become #0, be 
almost untenable for the ships. 

General Legendre has not yet arrived, 
but is expected daily by the Japanese, 
who hardly seem to know what their full 
intentions are regarding the country until 
he does come. Meantime they appear to be 
seized with a mania for traversing every 
part of the Island from Keelung and Tam- 
sui to Takao, in parties of from two to 
half a dozen, which cannot have anything 
whatever to do with making a treaty be- 
tween themselves and the Bootang savages 
in the extreme south. 

Early in April, when the Japanese ex- 
pedition was first mooted, 3 or 4,000 of the 
‘Viceroy’s troops were sent from Foochow 
to Formosa, and at the timo it was 
rumoured in China that they were in- 
tended to operate against the Japanese 
invaders, which might have been true 
for all that can be said to the contrary. 
‘They were Ianded here, however, on the 
7th ult., and have since then beenemployed 
in a much more congenial and profitable 
occupation against their own countrymen 
in the north of this Island. 

For some time past, the local authorities 
at Chang-hoa, one degreo north of this, have 
found themselves almost overpowered by 
a lawless band of robbers, with whom they 
were quite unable to cope, until the Chen- 
tai appeared with the Foochow men. With 
a rapidity quite remarkable for Chinese 
troops, this body of men traversed the 60 
or 70 miles of country between this and 
Chang-hoa, and came upon the pillagers a 
little north of that place, made terms with 
them and with the people of the district, 








and returned to this city to-day, no doubt 
recording a brilliant victory. 

These troops under the Chentai_ report 
having restored order in the district, and 
caused 1,000 or more of the robbers with 
their wives and families to cross the first 
chain of mountains, and settle on the un- 
dulating table land between them and the 
next range, where they are surrounded on 
all sides by savages, and where it is impos- 
sible for imperial troops to follow them, 
It isa fact worth noting, that nearly all 
the Foochow soldiers have breechloaders, 

A Chinese corvette conveyed the Prefect 
down to South Cape on Friday, and re- 
turned again yesterday. ‘The news they 
bring from thence is that the Japaneso 
have had an encounter with the savages, 
in which they had G men killed and 13 
wounded, and the savages 15 killed and a 
large number wounded. 

‘The Chinese authorities have issued 
orders, requiring their people to sell provi- 
sions to the Japanese, and to render them 
every assistance, and I am informed that 
the Japanese intend to hold and settlo 
every inch of ground they take from the 
aborigines.

It appears that the Swatow district folk, 
being dissatisfied with the amount of 
ground at their disposal, proceeded to take 
in, or rather fill up, the foreshore on both 
banks of a river (query, canal). Having 
accomplished this object, they planted the 
reclaimed ground, and wero doubtless in 
great glee over their acquisition. They wero 
not only guilty of this reclamation, but 
they repudiated all Government claims on 
the ground, and refused to pay the taxation. 
imposed upon arable property. It was not 
to be expected that ofticialdom could put 
up with such conduct as this, and there- 
fore General Fung, of this ilk, was ordered 
down to assume the reins of Government. 
On arrival, he found the ovil was not con- 
fined to a refusal to meet Government 
claims ; for the channel left for the passage 
of the water was insufficiently large to 
allow of its free passage during the wet 
season, when the supply is unusually 
great, and, as may be anticipated, much 
property became inundated, and crops 
suffered considerably in consequence. 
Furnished with full powers to carry the 
matter through, it is said that the General 
has availed himself of the good offices of 
the British Consul at Swatow, to telegraph 
to England for a steam dredging machine, 
to hasten the completion of the work he is 
now engaged upon, namely the relieving 
of the inundated tracts by the removal of 
the earth filled in when a portion of the 
river was re-claimed. He has also applied 
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for a military force and a gunboat, in 
order to keep in awe tho natives of the 
istrict, who are obstreperous and are 
likely to prove troublesome ; refusing, as 
they have done, to recognise his authority. 
—Hongkong Times. 





CANTON. 


The China Mail’s correspondent writes 
that the interest evinced by the Viceroy 
in the telegraphic scheme has been some- 
what exaggerated, ‘He is, I believe, not 
averse to it, but has expressed a belief 
that it would be of very little use to 
establish a wire between this and Hong- 
kong unless communication were completed 
between Shanghai and Peking. Thisis all 
right as regards officials, bub there are 
@ few non-official inhabitants in Canton 
atid Hongkong to whom it is conceivable 
that a telegraph, would be of use. Tt is 
said that French and American interests 
are chiefly concerned in the éfforts made 
as yet. Some of the Viceroy’s subordinates 
ar6 doubtless in favour of the scheme, but 
he does not appear to back it so heartily 
as was confidently reported,—The adoption 
of machines in the reeling of silk, 
has called forth much opposition, In 
some instances the complaints are ground- 
Jess, but in others they are well founded. 
‘The imaginary evil of steam power super- 
soding manual labour, forms the chief ob- 
jestion. | This ahews how litte the Chinese 
now of political economy. However, 
that is one of their principal objections, 
‘heir next grievance relates to immorality, 
(of all things in the world) inasmuch a3 
young women and men are working to- 
gether under the same roof. ‘The third 
objection is, however, more real than im- 
aginary. They complain of incompotent 
Chinese being employed in the working of 
machinery, to the great danger of them- 
selves ond the neighbourhood. ‘They like- 
wise complain of the noise from the steam 
whistles, and the general commotion caused 
by the working of the machinery. The 
most important objection in a Chinese 
point of view, relates to the long chimneys 
of the furnaces, which they say affect the 
Fung-shui, An establishment of this kind 
was recently started at Honam, and has 
met with inuch opposition, ‘The subject 
has been brought to the notice of what 
may be termed the municipal board, but 
their protest has proved of no avail, the 
introducer of the innovation being a’man 
of wealth ; and he has managed to baffle 
all the efforts of his neighbours to oust 
him, ‘The value of land in the neighbour- 
hood of this steam silk-reoling manufac- 
tory has, consequently, decreased,” —The 
trade guilds oppose the introduction slso of 
sewing machines,

the dignity of knighthood conferred on 
Chief Justice Smale, and the appointment 
of W. H. Mossop, Esq., to be Secretary 
and Clerk to the Chief Justice, vice L. J.

‘The Press states that while the Amazone, 
with the homeward French mail, was 
leaving the harbour on the 30th ult., she 
sot foul of and caused some damage to the 
ritish barque Lydi 

‘An inquest was held on the $rd instant, 
on the body of Mr. Herbert T. Hare, who 
died at the Victoria Gaol Hospital’ that 
morning. Deceased was formerly employed 
in the Maritime Customs at Shanghai, as 
Civil Engineer, and went to Hongkong a 
few weeks ago and was engaged in Sur- 
yeyor General's department. He was 
staying at the Hongkong Hotel, when, on 
the-19th ult., a pistol shot was heard from 











his room ; he entered a neighboring room 
and told the oconpant he had shot himself. 
A wound was found in his right side, the 
ball having entered about 4 inches below 
the nipple and come out behind, a little 
higher up. It was afterwards found 
necessary to remove him to the Civil Hos- 
pital, when he was found to be in such a 
state of mind that to take proper care of 
him he was sent to the Gaol Hospital, 
where he remained till his death. ‘The 
Jury returned a verdict, upon the evidence, 
of death from natural causes—inflamma- 
tion of the brain.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 


May 23rd—(1). The Court circular an- 
nounees the details of the route to be 
followed by his Majesty in the course of a 
visit to-morrow to the works in progress 
at Yuan-ming-yuan, 

(2) A Decree is issued respecting the 
case of Sich Hwan-chang, the candidate 
from Ytin-nan for the triennial examina- 
tions who was turned back by the test 
examiners and stripped of his Kii-jén 
degree. On the report made by the Nine 
Superior Courts that the style of his com- 
position, although obscure and inferior, is 
nevertheless not wholly incorrect, the 
Kii-jén degree is restored as an act of 
excoptional grace, with the proviso that 
Sieh Hwan-chang is debarred from com- 
peting at the present examinations. 
Wan Ts'ing-li, President of the Board 
of Ceremonies, is handed over to the 
Board for adjudication of a penalty in 
consequence of the impropriety of his con- 
duct in observing, as he did, before the 
present question was laid before the Throne, 
that Sich Hwan-chang had been oppres- 
sively dealt with. 

(3) A series of Decrees distribute between 
Pao-yiin, Shen Kwelfon, and Mao Ch’ang- 
hi, some of the titular functions lately 
incumbent upon the Grand Secretary Shan 
Mow-Rien. 

(4) A. memorial from the Governor-Ge- 
neral of Chih-li reporting the precautionary 
measures taken at the period of flood after 
the break-up of the ice in the Yung-ting 
river. ‘The Taotai in charge of the river 
was on the spot with his staff of civil and 
military officials when the ice began to give 
way, which took place this year earlier 




















than usual, in the course of the 1st moon 
(Feb.-March), ‘The river rose with great 
rapidity from a depth of 8 or 9 ch’ih to 11 
or 12 cl’th; but notwithsta:.ding the force 
and mutabi iy of the current, the banks 
were preserved from danger by the efforta 
of those in charge. At the bridge of Lu 
Kow (13 miles $.W. from Peking) there is 
now a depth of 8} cl’ih. 

‘May 24th. (1) ‘The Court of the Imperial 
Household memorialize respecting the ap- 

intment to the superintendency of the 
Eepetal manufacturing department at 
Soochow, the present incumbent of which 
willshortly have fulfilled his year of office. 

(2) The Governor of Kweichow memo- 
rializes on behalf of ‘ao Mow-lin, who 
was formerly stripped of his office as Com- 
mander-in-chief of the troops in Kansuh. 
Hearing been recommended ohis Majesty's 
favour for his valour in reducing tho 
tronghold of the rebels at Sin-ch’éng, and 
in subduing the upper portion of the pre: 
vince, a rescript was issued restoring him 
to his original rank and exempting him 
from payment of repurchase money, as 
also conferring on him again his peacock- 
feather, yellow jacket, and order of dis- 
tinction. The Board ‘of War, however, 
decided that as the oftence for’ which the 
original degradation lad beon imposed 
was neglect of regulations and corcupt 
conduct, causing the troops to break out in 
disorder and to disband, he ought not, in 
view of the serious naturo of his offence, 
tobe allowed to rogain his rank and honours, 
To this decision the Imperial assent 
was signified last year, Now, however, 
the Governor represents anew the signal 
services rendered by ’ao Mow-lin, and in 
reply the following’ rescript is given in the 
vermilion penci “ Let ‘T’ao Mow-lin be 
restored to his former footing. Lot the 
Board of War take note.” 

‘The remainder of the Gazette is occupied 
by unimportant postscript Memorials from 
the samo Governor. 

May 25th.—(1) A Decree.—Let Chao 
Kwang-shéng, the man who presented a 
supplication to us by the roadside yester- 
day, be handed over to the Board of 
Punishments for a rigorous examination. 

(2) Ying-yiian, Captain-General of the 
Constabulary, memorializes respecting an 
appeal brought by a native of K’ai-ch 
in Chih-li, named Ma Ch’ao-i, respecting 
the death of his unclo, ‘This relative, 
named Ma King-féng, plied a forry boat 
on that river at Kai-chow ; but, in 1872, 
on an oceasion when some mounted high 
waymen wanted to cross the river 
delayed the passage, and in consequence of 
this the police who were in purauit captured 
the offenders, One of the highwaymen, 
named Wang Sze, died while undergoing 
trial ; upon which his aiders and abettors, 
certain police runners of the District of P’a 
Chow in Shantung, named Fang Man, 
ete., taking vengeance for the delay at the 
ferry, soized plaintit’s uncle, carried him off 
‘as a prisoner to P’'u Chow, and confined 
him in an inn. Complainant’s grandfather 
went to K’ai Chow to lodge a complaint, 
and was accompanied to the Magistrate's 
yamén by certain of the elders who vouched 
for his character and position; but 
hereupon the police-runners of P’n Chow, 
fearful lest ir misdeed should be 
brought to light, put-complainant’s unclo 
to death in the inn. ‘Thetr next step was, 
by means of bribes, to induce a clerk in 
the judicial department falsely to intro- 
duce’ the murdered man’s name upon the 
records of certain cases of robbery. The 

andfather and others of the family hav- 
ing petitioned the district magistrate, 
they were sent to lodge their complai 
in Shantung, before tho Provincial Chief 
Commissioner, Judicial Commissioner, 
and the Governor ; all of whom eferred 
the case to the Magistrate of P’n Chow, 
who was good enough to direct. peti 
to apply at the District Magistracy of 
Ho-tséh for the records showing that Fang 
Man had given shelter and support to the 
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mounted robbers, ‘The parties implicated, 
however, managed by some unknown 
means to interpose delays, and complain- 
ant’s grandfather died, ‘worn out with 
mental trouble. Complainant wont again 
to the acting Judicial Commissioner of 
Shantung, and was once moro referred 
back to P'n Chow. Despairing of redress, 
he now brings his appeal to Peking.—Re- 
ferred as usual, 

(8) Tsien Ting-ming, Governor of Ho- 
nan, repétts his departure on the 4th May 
from the provincial capital on a military 
tonr of inspection, in obedience to the 
Imperial commands, He announces his 
intention of enforcing strict efficiency by 
the most searching measures of scrutiny 
into drill, discipline, and aptitude on the 
part of officers for their position, 

(4) Ying-yiian reports another appeal 
case: relating to P’u Chow in Shantung. 
Complainant, Li Han-k’ing, aged 44, 0 
iterary graduate, is a cultivator residing 
in the above-named department. In 1861 
certain rebel leaders, named Kao Kin- 
&,, took and pillaged complainant's 
village with their band, and killed com- 
plainant’s grandfather and father. ‘They 
carried off complainant and two others, 
whom they held to ransom, After the 
recovery of tho placo by the troops, the 
perpetrators of theso crimes, apprehending 
vengeance on the part of complainant, 
sought to induce him to let tho matter 
Arop, which he refused to do ; but all his 
attempis to gain a hearing at the provin- 
cial tribunals have failed,—Referred as 
‘usual, i 

(6) ‘The Governor of Fukien, Wang K’ai- 
tay, reports having been overtaken by sek 
ness at Soochow, while on his way to Peking 
forpresentation, and begs for amonth’sleave 
to attend to the restoration of his health. 
He states that whon passing through Sh 
tung in 1862 he had a fall, through w 
his left kneo was fractured, From thi 
jury he has never recovered ; he has 
always. been subject to rheumatic pains, 
which have been aggravated by his service 
of late years in tho damp climates of 
Canton and Poochow, From time to time 
attacked with numbness in both 

i and loss of sight 
train,—Reseript : 
‘We grant one month's leave. 

May 26.—(1) ‘Tho Governor of Chekiang 
roporis the completion of his tour of mil 
ary inspection in the prefectures of Kin- 
hing and Hu-chow, and his intention of 
sotting out on the 25th April for the tour 
of the remaining portions of the Province, 
with especial view to the inspection of the 
forces afloat, In the courso of this journoy 
he will visit Ningpo. From personal 
survey of the state of affairs in tho two

It has 
hitherto been the rule that all cases con- 
nected with this annual assize should be 
brought forward for hearing by the begin- 
ning of the 4th moon, but as the Governor 
will bo sbsent a couple of months on his 























































present journey, and as it is not expedient 
to rotain prisoners massed together for a 
length of time, he has thought it right 
to depute the’ chief provincial Commis-

‘Tho Caran said this was a special 
meeting of Landronters, called in accor 
dance with Article 15 of the Land Regula- 
tions. The notice of the resolutions to b 
brought forward having been printed 
the newspapers, there seomed to be no 
necessity to read it now. 

‘Mr. Porvon said tho principal business 
of the meeting, so far as the Council was 
concerned, was to take some steps for the 
revision and alteration of the present Land 
Regulations. At the meeting of 1873, some- 
thing was done towards this, but owing to 

















a misunderstanding, it might be said to 
havo como to nothing. ‘They might see by 
the resolution of 1873, that the Foreign Ci 





were requested to take into cor 
n the rovision of the Land Regulations, 
\d a Committeo was appointed to assist 
and confer with them; but when they came 
together the Consuls thought it was tho 
Ratepayers’ province to revise, and that 
the revision should come before them for 
their sanction. The Committee therefore 
really did nothing, and during the year 
all its members except three had left, 
Shanghai. At last meeting, the last Coun- 
cil wero prepared with a resolution to 
have. that Committee add to its num- 
ber, but they found on consideration that 
it could not be brought forward at the 
general meeting, and they consequently 
reserved it fora special meeting. Sinco 
thon, however, one of these gentlemen 
had declined to serve, leaving only two of 
the original Committee, and the Council 
thought it better to bring forward an en- 
tirely new resolution appointing a Com- 





























mittee for the purpose. It was a very 


necessary thing to have the Regulations 
revised, in order to meet the present re- 
quirements of the Municipality. If this 
resolution were passed approving the ap- 
pointment of a Committee, the Council 
would offer another as to its composition, 
He begged to propose— 

‘That the Committeo appointed at the an- 
nual meeting of Katepayers in May 1873, 
as per Resolutions XXII{ and XXIV of that 
meeting, be relieved from thei duties, and 
that a new Committee, consisting of not less 
than nine Ratepayers, be now appointed, to 
revise correct and extond the present Land 
Regulations ; and for this purpose tho said 
Committee be authorized to spend of the pub- 
Tic funds, any sums not exceeding ‘Tis. 2,000 
in all, to’ obtain such assistance as they may 
deem necessary ; and further be it resolved 
that, before the Regulations as rovised aro 
referred to the Foreign and Native Authorities, 
as provided for by Article XXVIII of the 
present Regulations, the Committeo submit 
them to a special meeting of Ratepayers, for 














‘The only particular point in this resolu- 
tion was, to give the Committee authority 
to spend’ a sum not exceeding $2,000, witl 
the idea that they would obtain what legal 
or other assistanco they might deem neces- 
sary to do the work of putting the Regula- 
tions into shape, when these would then 
be submitted to the Committee for revision 
or alteration, So that it would take the 
hard work of revision off thoir hands. 
They would simply have to roviso, aud 
to suggest, and thus the work would bo 
much more likely to be carried out effoc- 
tively and shortly, than if tho Committeo 
had no such powor, and had to do it by 
themselves. 

Mr. Woon seconded the. resolution, 
which was carried nem, con, 

Mr. Ponvoy said tho noxt resolution 
reforred to tho manner of appointing that 
Committee. ‘The meeting wero iurnished 
with a list of the names of the gentlomon 
tho lind expressed their willingness to not 
if appointed, In the list the only two 
mombers of the ola Committeo remaining 
wero included—Messrs, Forbes and Ivoson, 
who would no doubt be elected on tho new 
one. He had now to propose— 


‘That the Committeo as provided for in tho 

foregoing Resolution be appointed by ballot 
by the present meeting ; the namos of tho 
nino who have the greatest number of votes 
thall bo considered” duly appointed. as, tho 
Committee. 
‘Tho iden was, that if this resolution wore 
carried, the Iatepayers would eraso those 
they did not wish to remain on the list, 
leaving nine to be elected. 

‘Mr. Kroyer seconded. 

Mr. SereMmany asked the Chairman how 
they wero going to‘ vote. It appeared 
they wero to give their names, and this 
made it no longer a voto by ballot. What 
was tho uso of their voting by ballot if they 
had to put their names on the paper ? 

‘The Cxarmaan—This is a resolution 
roviding for the appointment of this 
Bommittee by ballot, L question the 
wisdom of proceeding in this way ; and ag 
Chairman of the meeting it is competent 
for me to point out what is the usual, and 
what seems to me to be the better, way. I 
believe it is usual in all parliamentary 
bodies to leave the appointment of Com- 
mittees to the Chairman. It is so in tho 
Congresses of all the different States in 
America, and it is so, I boliove, in the 
Parliament of Great Britain ; and unless 
there is a reason why this rule is to be 
doparted from, I think it better to leave 
the appointment of the Committee in the 
hands of the Chairman. I will give you 
my reasons. In the appointment of such 
a Committeo as this, it is desirable that 
national interests, and tho intorests of 
property and non-property holders should 
be consulted, and I submit to the meeting 
whether it is likely that all those interests 
will be so thoroughly considered if tho 
Committee be appointed by ballot as if it 
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be appointed by the Chairman? The 
meeting is of course always supreme, and 
retains its power to review any appoint- 
‘ment made by the Chairman. I will now 
put the resolution to the vote, leaving it 
to the meeting to decide whether to appoint 
a Committee by ballot as is proposed, or 
‘to leave it in the hands of the Chairman. 

Mr. Porpon—I might say that, so far 
‘as I know the opinion of the Council, they 
would have had no objection whatever tothe 
course the Chairman has proposed, if they 
supposed that he would have been 
willing to take the responsibility of ap- 

jointing this Committee. But, not know- 
ing that, they came forward with a number 
of names of gentlemen who had consented 
to serve ; otherwise they would have been 
vyery glad to have left the appointment of 
the Committee to the Chairman. He 
could undoubtedly get the different in- 
terests better represented, and the Council 
had no wish whatever to push their resolu- 
tion, but would leave it to the Ratepayers 
to say which course they prefer. 

‘The Cuarmacax’ then put the resolution 
of the Council to the meeting, when the 
general feeling being in favour of the 
course he himself had proposed, I said : 
The failuro of this resolution’ leaves the 
appointment of the Committee inmy hands, 
according to Parliamentary usage. 

Mr, Puxpox—I presumo'that, although 
this list of those willing to serve’ has been 
handed in, thero is no objection whatever 
to any ratepayer present suggesting any- 
one elo, so that the meeting would have a 
larger list to choose from, One gentleman 
‘on the Mr. Seaman, has sent in word 
that he found he could not possibly serve, 
and withdrawing his name. So far as we 
could, wo asked tho representatives of 
difforent nationalities, but excepting those 
we have put down, they have generally 
refused, 

‘Tho ‘Cuartay—As has already beon 
ed, there aro two persons named in 
this lat who belonged to the old Com- 
mittee, and in view of the unwillingness of 
‘Mr, Carter to serve, it seams to bo only 
proger that one of these two should bo 
Bawied as chairman of the new Com- 

it:99. Tn consideration of his having 
‘on the old Committeo, and. in 
view of other considerations which I will 
noi mention, I will name Mr. Iveson as 
Chairman of the Committee, and Messrs, 
Keswick, Francis, Kingsmill and Pater- 
gon, I next propose Messrs. Seligman, 
Hojden, Forbes and Webb, to com- 
plete tho Committee. I have taken 
as much pains as I could in selectin, 
a Committee to ropresent the interests of 
the property and non-property holders as 
equally as possible. I believe five are 
nen-ptoperty holders, and four are pro- 
rerty holders. Five are British subjects ; 
ashould have preferred to have named 
four, but, beyond the two Americans and 
‘two Germans named, there is no person of 
any nationality other than British that 
will serve. 

Mr. Ponvox said, as far as the Council 
was concerned, they had brought forward 
what business they had; the rest had to 
come from tho ratepayers. 

‘Mr. Canter said the resolution of which 
he had first given notice was— 

‘That this Meoting dissents from tho ruling 
of the Treaty Consuls on the question of proxy 
voting referred to them in 1871; and begs 
thom to reconsider their decision. 

‘This meeting desires at the same timo to 
express an opinion adverse to the acceptance, 
at Ratepayers’ Mectings, of proxies of Rato- 
‘payers actually present in Shanghai. 

The question was considered at the 
meeting of Treaty Consuls held on 8th 
December 1871. 

‘Mr. ‘TuRwpoze seconded. 

The Cuamaan put the resolution, and 
said the Ayes seemed to have it. Carried. 

‘Mr, Caner then proposed a sight altera- 
tion in one of the Land Regulations, more, 


















































he said, of the nature of a definition than 
anything else— 

That Article XIX of the Land Regulations 
be amended by the insertion (in the eleventh 
line on page 24)—after the words “of the 
Art. be entitled to vote in the election 
of the said Members of the Council and at the 
public meetings,”—of the following words -— 

“Provided always that no proxies shall bo 

admitted, at such meetings, of Ratepayers 
actually present at Shanghai.” 
He thought that, after the largo majority 
by which the ‘previous resolution was 
passed, it was unnecessary for him to 
speak on this one. It involved but a very 
slight alteration of the Land Regulations, 
and it was only defining what was already 
expressed in them—that absent owners of 
land alone should be permitted to vote by 
proxy. 

Mr. Turxpurt had much pleasure in 
seconding the resolution, 

No remarks offering, 

‘The Cuarmacan proceeded to put the re- 
solution, observing that they seemed to be 
disposing of business in a summary way. 

‘Mr, Warrewniour would like to draw 
tho attention of the Ratepayers to the fact 
that the different editions of the Land 
Regulations were printed in different 
forms, and consequently one he found on 
the platform at last meeting did not con- 
tain the words which Mr, Carter’s motion 
said wero in the 11th line of page 24. 

Mr. Porvow said it was the 11th line 
of the Article, not of the pag 

‘The Cuaman suggested that the words 
in the resolution “on page 24” should be 
struck out, which was accordingly done, 

‘Mr. Forves thought it was evident that 
the proposer and seconder of tho resolution 
were relying upon tho large majority on 
the last, to stifle debate on thisone. Ashe 
was almost alone in giving a negative vote 
on the provious resolution, he had some 
hesitation in speaking against this. But 
he put it to the meeting whether they 
should not, as a business matter, allow this 
question to go to the Committee just ap- 
pointed to revise the Land Regulations, to 
consider this alteration while they wore 
making such changes as would bring the 
Regulations into proper working form. He 
would like to offer an amendment— 

‘That the question of proxy voting be re- 
ferred to the Committce just appointed for 
revision of the Land Regulations. 

‘Mr. Spuicaxw seconded. 

‘The Cuarnoray read the amendment, and 
id that the effect of a negative voto onMr, 
xrter’s resolution would be exactly tho 
me, Hequestioned, therefore, whether it 
might not as well rest on the affirmative 
or negative of the resolution. Did Mr. 
Forbes insist upon the amendment ? 

Mr. Carrer was surprised at tho auda- 
city of Mr. Forbes in bringing forward tl 
amendment, as he was one of the members 
of the Committee appointed in 1873, whon 
all they did was to appoint a Chairman, 
\d they never saw each other afterwards. 
He hoped the new Committee the Ch 
man had selected, would be inclined to do 
their duty a little more than the old one. 
At any rate lawyers had to be consulted, 
and after lawyers consuls, and after consuls 
ministers, and the ministers might wish to 
write to their Governments at home before 
they sanction new Land Regulations ; 
therefore, it might be three years before 
these come into force. At last meeting 
one gentleman estimated it at five years, 
whereas a small amendment could be 
effected in about three months; it had 
only to bo submitted to the Consuls before 
being sent up to Peking. So he nmust ask 
the meeting to vote against Mr. Forbes? 
amendment. 

Tho Cxarraan said Mr. Forbes with- 
drow his amendment, and tho question 
was upon the resolution. Having put it 
to the meeting, he declared the ayes to 
have it, 

‘A poll was called for. 






























Mr, Pcnpow said before the poll was 
taken, he would like to know whether it 
was to be understood that proxies should 
come in on this voto or not. ‘The former 
decision of the Consuls was that proxies 
included those for resident ratepayers 
absent from the meeting, as well as_ti 
for landowners absent from the Settl 
ment. But he should like to know 
whether this applied to special as well as 
general meetings, 

‘The Cuamaan said this question was 
referred in 1871 to the Consuls, who at 
that time gave it as their opinion that 
proxies must be admitted at meetings, and 
made no distinction in their statement 
detween general and special meetings, 
It would be very inconsistent on his (tho 
Chairman’s) part to rule now that proxies 
be not admitted here. He would accord- 
ingly rule that they be admitted, but the 
question was one on which the meoting 
could over-rule him if it liked, If no ob 
jection were taken to the ruling, they would 
Proceed to vote. 

The poll then takon gave, for the reso- 
lution, 139; against, 104, ‘The result was 
received with applause by those on the 
afirmative side, 

‘Mr, Canren hoped there would be no 
discussion at all upon his next resolution ; 
as everyone was aware, it amounted only 
fo an expression of opinion. ‘The ques- 
tion of the amalgamation of the Settle- 
ments would have to go through the usual 
course, through tho Gonauls and then to 
Peking ; but ultimately it would bea matter 
for international negotiation, He thought 
everyone present was satisied that it 
would be a very advantageous thing to 
havo the whole of the Foreign Settlements 
under one Municipal Government, but ho 
wished it to be understood that the reso- 
lution was only an expression of opinion 
on the part of this meeting. Without 
further remark he put his proposition— 

‘That in view of the many complications, and 
the great inconvenience and si 
from the present plurality of 
cipalitios at Shanghai, the Municip, 
be requested to address the Treaty Council 
upon the desirability of bringing about. tho 
amalgamation of the Foreign Settlements north 
and south of the Yang-king-pang under on 
and the same Government, 
of police, drainage, tax 
matters generally—without prejudice to tho 
tenure of real estate, or other National rights, 
which should remain as heretofore. 

Mr. Kixo begged to second the motion, 

Tho Cuarmtax put the resolution to the 
meeting, when the vote proved to be largely 
in its favour, 

‘Mr. Cancen thon said the question of 
taxing horses and carriages was brought 
forward at tho annual meeting last year, 
when it was carried by a very largo 
majority, "But it was supposed—te 
believed the legal adviser of the Council 
had told them—that it was not competent 
for a resolution of that kind to be passed 
at a goneral meoting, and that a special 
meeting was required to make it legal. 
‘The late Municipal Council promised to 
bring the resolution forward at this meet- 
ing—Mr, Seligmann and Mr, Fearon had 
promised him that it should be. Of course 
those gentlemen went out of office with 
the late Council, but tho present Council 
originally intended to bring it forward ; and 
their legal adviser provided a form of re- 
solution upon which his (Mr, Carter's) was - 
based, though he had taken the liberty of 
altering ita little, For some reason or 
other—he believed it was because they 
wished to leave the question to the Com- 
mittee on Land Regulations—the Council 
withdrew their resolution at the last mo- 
ment, and sv it happened that he brought 
it forward. As he said before, the new 
Land Regulatious might take four or five 
years to come into force, and there was no 
Teason why ponies and’ carriages should 
not be taxed sooner than that. He had 
estimated the revenue last year from this 
source at about Tis, 13,000, which would 
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bo available for the suppression of uni- 
cos in the Chinese quarter. The Coun- 
cil said at last mecting, that they were 
short of money and therefore nuisances 
remain. If, as he suggested, a tax were 
impoted of'$10 on ponies atid carriages, 
and $1 upon dogs, the Council would 
have ample means to keep the Settlement 
in agood healthy condition. In 1873, there 
were 450 carriages in the Settlement 
and 620 ponies, and about 2,200 dog 
(aughter} From the evidence of their 
eyesight and in other ways, they mu; 
know that the number of ponies and carri- 
es had vastly increased since that time. 

@ resolution as it now stood would in- 
clude under the head of vehicles, both 
wheelbarrows and jinrickshaws, and any 
new invention which may hereafter help 
to crowd our streets. At the meeting held 
year, Mr. Kidner objected to the tax- 
ation of dogs, A gentleman had put into 
his (Mr. ©.’s) hands an extract from certain 
statutes of 1871—the Municipal Statutes 
of Boston, Massachusetts, he thought, and 
there it was enacted that :— 

“Every owner or keeper of a dog shall 
annually, on or before the thirtieth day of 
April, cause it to be registered, numbered, 
Aescribed and licensed for one year from tho 
first day of the ensuing May, and shall causo 
it to wear around its neck a‘collar, distinct! 
marked with its registered number, aud shall 

ay for such license for a malo dog two dol- 

8, and fora female dog five dollars.” 

«Owners or keepers of dogs in this city aro 
reminded that said dogs must be numbered 
and rogistered in the Records of the Police 
Department during the present mouth, 


























“ Applications for licenses must bo made at 
the Police Station in the district whore tho 
owners of eaid dogs reside, and all persons 








making application before the 30th instant, 
will be permitted to retain the same number 
as last year.” 
‘This was an advertisement cut from the 
Boston Daily Advertiser. As the meoting 
would see, tho rates were $2 and 85 ; but 
ho did not propose to make any distinction 
between the sexes. (Great laughter.) He 
hought only of putting on a noininal tax 
of $1, which would produce over $2,000 a 
Year and 0, pay for collection at leat, 
jut one of the main arguments in favour 
of the tax was that it would assist the 
lice in dealing with the mangy curs which 
infest our streets to the danyer of all 
passers-by. Ho now read the resolution, 
as follows 

‘That the following Bye-Law be approved 
by this Meeting, be submitted to the Foreign 
Consuls for their approval, and. forwarded 
through them to Peking for confirmation. 

Bye-Law,—Evory person owning or having 
in possession any’ carriage, vebiclo, horse, 
pony, mile, ans or dog, ‘using the Roads 
longing to, or under the control of, the 
Municipality, shall pay to the Council, upon 
demand, sifch taxes or fees in respect thereof, 
as may ‘be authorized at the Annual General 
Meeting of Ratepayers. And any person 
rofusing or neglecting to pay, or offending 
against or infringing the provisions of this 

3ye-Law, shall be liable for every offence to a 

fine not cxceeding One Hundred Dollars. 
‘The insertion of the words “nsing the roads 
belonging to or under the control of the 
Municipality,” would bringin alarge class of 
deserving brokers and others who live out 
of the Settlement, on the Bubbling Well 
Road for instance, and enjoy Municipal 
benefits without payment of taxes, 

Mr. Bisser had much pleasure in 
secouding the motion. He thought the 
tax was a very fair one, especially that 
an carriages uid ponies; about that “on 
dogs he was more doubtful. 

Mr. Poupox aid, Ms. Carter was | 
somewhat incorrect as to his statement 
of the Council’s reasons for the with- 
drawal of the Byclaw at last general 
meeting. Tho first thing the Council | 
did was to submit the Byelaw to their | 
legal adviser, to have it revised pre- | 
vious to taking steps to send it to Peking. | 
But their legal adviser left Shanghai, 
the Secretary was ill, and so the mattor | 














was lid aside and left till close on the 
meeting, when it was pointed out that 
under Art, XT all alterations of Bye-laws 
could only be made by a special meeting. 
And the reason the Couneil did not bring 
it forward at the special meeting was that, 
as the Land Regulations were going to be 
revised, they were of opinion that instead 
of introducing soparate Bye-laws for 
matters like this, it would be better to 
have one comprehensive Regulation w! 
would enable the Council to impose such 
taxes when the necessity for ther . 
He thought, therefore, that if this Byo- 
law were postponed till the new Committee 
had the revision of the Regulations under 
consideration, it would be better ; in that 
case the Council would be prepared to bring 
forward a special resolution to make such 
taxes leviable at its discretion. Besides 
those proposed by Mr. Carter, it might bo 
aquestion whether they should not grant 
a license for, or impose a tax on, pleasure 
boats using the jetties. All such matters, 
which mnst now be fixed by special bye- 
lawa, might be dealt with under a com- 
prehensive one, and the Council thought it 
better to let them rest till they could be so 
dealt with, 

Mr. Krxesurret thought with the Chair- 
man of the Council, that any such bye-law 
as this, which was to strictly bind the 
Council, would bo much better left to the 
Committee for the revision of the Regula- 
tions. ‘The resolution covered two points 
in fresh taxation, —onecarriagesand ponies, 
the other dogs, and the former were in 
a very different position from the latter, 
which wero largely used by the Chinese for 
the purpose of protecting their dvellings, 
and did not make use of the roads, as set 
forth in the resolution. With regard to car- 
rages and ponies, an arbitrary tax would 
work very unevenly. People would bo 
called on to subscribe largely to Munici~ 
pal rates who derived very little benefit 
from their expenditure, while others who 
derived much benefit would havo to pay 
very slightly. He thought the matter re~ 
quired a good deal of consideration before 
being brought up at a meeting, and he 
must therefore decidedly oppose te motion, 

Mr. Sexiomaxx doubted whether they 
could upset the resol passed at a 
former meeting, but they could keep 

i pense by throwing out 
tho present resolution, and. he thought 
it should be kept in suspense for many 
years, The proposed tax was a very 
‘obnoxious one, was so considered by all 
classes of people in every couatry, and 
waa repoaled whenever an opportunity 
occurred for doing so. (Applayse.) When 
the Inst Council came before the Rate- 
payers and suggested such a tax, it 
was with alarge debit balance and insufli- 
cient means to provide for the comin, 
year, It was necessary they 
out for new subjects for taxatioi 
equaliso that budget ; but the Couneil 
1874 had been able not only to equalise 
their budget but to come before 
Ratepayers with a credit balance, showing 
that without any extra taxes they had 
been able to meet extra demands on ac- 
count of works, &e. Hehoped, therefore, 
the bye-law would not be passed, but that 
the matter would be left in its present 
state of suspense. 

‘Mr. Kipyee would suggost that Mr. 
Carter alter his resolution. It could 
searcely be said that dogs made use of the 
roads. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Canrer—In that case they would 
bo exempt—say if you had a flying doy. 
(Laughter.) 

‘Mr. Kuwyex suggested that “dogs” 
should appoar in the bye-law after the 
clause about using the roads, and that 
the tax should be made leviable only 
after they were six months old. He had 
been presented the other day with ten 
little dogs, for which he would be very 
sorry to have to pay $10. 














































‘Mr. Carrer.—I would submit to Mr 
Kidner that a dog six months old is not a 
dog. (Laughter.) ~ 

‘ir. Warsewsiour asked whether Mr, 
Carter intended, under vehicles, to in- 
clude sedan chairs. A chaic was a ma- 
chine used as a conveyance and lifted 
above the road on two men’s logs ; a car- 
riage was lifted upon wheels, He should 
like to know whether it was intended to 
inelude them, because it was a serious 
matter for the Chinese who mostly used 
them. 

‘Mr. Carrer had not intended his re- 

solution to apply to them, but thanked 
Mr, Wainewright for the suggestion, ‘The 
chairs used by Chinese were much in tho 
way in the streets. ‘The tax might be 
made as small as they liked, but chairs 
were a very fair subject of taxation, 
Wheelbarrows, jiurickshaws s&e., were all 
included in the term vehicles. 
Kune thought that to render Chinese 
chairs, &e., amenable to taxation might 
be useful, but very difficult to put in 
force, and the public would not expect it 
unless tho stato of the budget rendored it 
actually necessary. He should say there- 
fore the object to be aimed at was to ren- 
der chairs «&e., amenable to, taxation 
should that ever become a necessary or 
advisable measure. 

‘The Cuarmaan supposed that if they 
passed this byolaw a similar one would bo 
passed in the French Concession. Those, 
ou this side might then have to pay there, 
and those on that side to pay here, so the 
tax would be asort of cumulative one, 

Mr. Canrex—Perhaps we aay learn 
from the Council how they arrange about 
wheelbarrows. The English Council, I 
believe, had to collect the tax and divide 
it with'the French Municipality, but gave 
this up, finding they had all’the work, 
most of the wheelbarrows, and only halt 
the returns, 

Mr. Pounox said the matter was under 
tho consideration of the two Councils, 
He thought what Mr. Wainewright had 
said with regard to sedan chairs simply 
went to prove what he lind urged, that the 
belter plan would be to let thove things 
come up ina 








Fogular way in tho revision 
of the Land Regulations, The Council 
would then bring forward a byelaw under 
which they could impose any tax and put 
it in force as soon as they had tho consent 
of the Consuls. As every one in the 
Council knew, stich little matters as this 
of sedan chairs were always coming up ; 
at next meeting some one would pro- 
bably start up and propose to tax 
something else of the kind, and that again 
would have to be referred to Peking, He 
repeated that it would be far bettor to have 
one comprehensive bye-law. 

Mr. Canrex, in roply, admitted that 
the bye-law he at present proposed 
was not perfect; it was only brought 
forward as a temporary measure, to last for 
three years, till the Land Jegulations 
came inito foree, and the now Committee 
were not bound specially to adoptit. Mr. 
Pardon suggested that it should be left to 
the new Committee, but two of that Com- 
mittee, Mr. Kingsmill and Mr. Seligman, 
had just spoken against it; the opinion 
of the other seven he did not know. Mr. 
Kingsmill, too, was one of the brokers and 
others he ‘had’ mentioned as living out of 
the Settlement and paying very little taxes 
—probably had nothing to pay for his office, 
and should certainly be made to contribute 
to the budget under the proposed tax. 

The Camara now put the resolution, 
and said the noes scemed to have it. 

Mr. Caxrex called for a poll. 

Mr. Fornes asked if it was entirely 
against the rules of procedure that they 
sh 


























ould divide by going to different sides 
of the house ; polling took so long. 





Tho Cuammaax thought polling was the 
surest and the quickest way ; where there 





waa voting by proxy it was almost im- 
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possible, by simply dividing, to got a sati 
factory result, 

The poll having beon taken showed, for 
‘Mr, Carter’s motion 78, against 154. “The 
resolution was therefore lost, amid op- 
plause from the Noes. 

‘Mr, Bisser said, in bringing forward the 
motion which he had to propose, he might 
at once admit that he did so in the in- 
terests of the owners of Chinese property, 
and that notice of. this motion was given 
in the expectation that certain measures 
affecting Chinese property were to bé 
Drought forward at this mecting. By 
doing this, he believed ho was placing 
himself in antagonism to the prejudices of 
a large body of the Ratepayers who might 
be termed the ‘ anti-Chinese property 
party.” How long that party had existed 
he was not aware, but it had little weight 
until, by passing the present Land Regu- 
lations, the owners of land extended the 
franchise sind gave the ratepayer who 
rents a house at ‘ls, 500 per annum as 
much to say in Municipal matters as the 
largest owner of land. ‘This anti-Chineso 
property party had become more clamorous 
every year, and had made periodic attempts 
to increase the taxes on native houses, the 
more rabid going even the length of say- 
ing—' What care we for the vested rights 
of property owners? Tax the Chinese out of 
the Settlement, and then we will get our 
own houses at cheaper rents !"—and s0 on. 
During tho past 12 months, the party had 
made stronger efforts than ever, and the 
owners of Chineso property had lately 
had launched against them the authori- 
tative statements of the Iato Watch Com- 
mitteo, the oratory of Mr, Kidner, and 
last, but not least, a Medical denunciation 
sufficient to mako nervous people set oft 
homowards by the first mail, and to make In- 
surance Offices double the rates of premium 
on the lives of the unfortunates who have 
to remain. ‘he gist of the Watch Com- 
mitteo’s Report was, Ist—that to im- 
prove the sanitary condition of tho native 
quarters, more elaborate Municipal super- 
vision was necessary ; and 2nd—“ that the 
exponditure necessitated by the presenca 
of 80 lurge a native population, is vastly 
‘out of proportion to the income derived 
from this source cither directly or indirect- 
ly.” With the first, Mr. Bissot quite agreed. 
‘Tho Council had not paid enough atten- 
tion ‘to the native quarters. Let them 
increase the Nuisance staff, enforce the byo- 
laws already provided for compelling the 
draining and raising of building sites and 
for the suppression of nuisances of all kinds, 
and ho thought there would not be very 
much to compiain of, From the 2nd proposi- 
tion in the Watch Committeo’s Report, he 
in common with others interested differed. 
He thought that the natives did contribute 
their full share; and the Returns which 
he was about to move for would show 
whether he were right or wrong. If wrong, 
ho had reason to believe that all opposition 
to inorensed taxation would be withdrawn 
by the principal owners. Property owners 
did not wish to screen the natives j let them 
certainly pay their full share of the general 
burden. ‘This would apply to Mr. Kid- 
nor’s speech at the last meeting ; he might 
also venture to say, if that gentleman had 
made his remarks in less sensational Iang- 
uage, his opinions would have had more 
weight, Mr, Kidner should, however, 
get full crodit for his magnanimity when 
hho stated that ‘if by his measure the 
Chinose should be driven out of the 
Foreign Quarter, he should not hi 
solf viow that result with rogret,” seeing 
that that result would probably be the 
reduction in value of foreign property, 
inwhich he (Mx. K.) was interested, by some 
60or 75 percent. Hecamenow tothemedical 
denunciation. {t might seem presump- 
tuous in him to place himself in opposition 
to it; but, belioving that there is trath in 
the proverb shat “doctors differ,” and that 
ho could yet some medical men to agroe 
with him, he would venture to propound the 























theory that it was owing to the vast assem- 
blage of native houses, and the raising and 
draining of the Ind’ occupied by them, 
that what is known as Shanghai fever is of 
a less virulent type than it was some 14 
yearsago. Morethan that, he would venture 
to state thatthe Settlement had annually 
improved in sanitary condition for years 
past, and that the state of even its worst 
slums would compare favorably with the 
low quarters of homecities. He repeated: 
let the Sanitary Department be increased, 
and more attention given to tho ronds 
and drains in the native quarters, and 
there would be very little left to complain 

He begged to propose— 

‘That the following Returns be made up and 
published before the end of Dee. 1874, and that 
the consideration of all questions’ affecting 
Chinese Property be postponed until such in- 
formation is in the hands of the Ratepayers— 

1s.—The Annual Revenue, for three years 

ending 31st March last, derived from— 
(1)—Native House Taxes in both Settle- 
‘ments, 

(2)}—Taxes_ on Land in both Settlements 
‘occupied by Native Houses, 

(3)—Native Licenses. 

(4)—The American Sottlement—from all 
‘sources—Wharfage Dues excepted. 

2nd.—The Annual Expenditure for three 
years ending 31st March last, on the three 
items — separately —of Maintenance of 
Roads, Drains, and Lighting in— 

(1)—The portion of the English Settlement 
‘West of, aud ineluding the, Honan Road, 

(2}The portion of the English Settlement 
East of the Honan Road. 

{3)—The American Settlement. 

3rd.—The number of Public Street Lamps 
in each of the three above-mentioned 
divisions of the Settlements. 

4th,—The total length of Public Streets 

in each of the same divisions. 

5th,—The total cost to date of the Public 

Garden. 2 

Cth. ‘he total cost to date of making and 
utaining all roads outside tho limits 
of the Foreign Settlements. 

7th —The amount expended during the 

ast three years on River and Creck 
junding. 

Sth. —The cost of the recent raising, metall- 

ing, &,, of the Yangtsze Road or Bund. 
9th.—The Annual Cost of the Police Force 
required in the American Settlement. 

Mr. Punvox might remark that tho 
Countil, being the servants of the whole 
public, ‘represented no class interest, and 
Were anxious to meet equally the wishes of 
all. He hoped they would always be able 
to give any required information that was 
reasonable, and for which a reasonable 
Iength of time was given. With regard 
to the information required by the 
proposed resolution, he had it all now 
in his hand as nearly as it could be 
got. The Council’s books were so kept 
that there had been no trouble in get- 
ting it siuce the resolution was published, 
and it was at the disposal of the Ratepayers. 
As to the proof the statistics would furnish, 
that was another matter. In the opinion 
of some Ratepayers he knew, they afforded 
no proof on either side. If’ they were re- 
quired in support of an argument as to the 
fairness of the proportion of the taxes paid 
to the benefits derived, they would afford no 
sufficient basis for such an argument. For 
instance, as to the amount expended in the 
maintenance and construction and lighting 
of roads on the East side of the Honan 
Road, the figures would prove nothing ; 
for it might be that these involved a greater 
amount than the quarters West of the 
Honan Road, but it must be remembered 
that the roads East of the Honan Road 
were used by Chinese as well as Foreigners, 
that the most injury to “those rads was 
caused by Chinese ; whereas the roads West 
of-the Honan Road were scarcely used by 
Foreigners, in some cases not at ail, and yet 
they liad to be kept in repair, maintained, 
policed, and lighted. In other words, the 
Chinese had the benefit of improvements 


























all overtheSottlements, whereas practically 
the foreigners only derived benefit from 
improvements made on this East side of 
Honan Road so far as this part of the Sottle- 
ment is concerned. He could not therefore 
seo how these figures could be used to prove 
anything. Others might think differently 
however, and it was for the ratepayers to 
say if they wished theso figures. 

‘Mr, SexicmaNw thought Mr, Bissot was 
very like a child erying out beforo it was 
beaten. ‘There was no resolution bofore 
the meoting that could affect Chinese house 
property. Ho had himself been on the 
last Council, and thought the making out 
of the Returns asked for would involve 
great difficulty, 

‘Mr. Bisser—But Mr. Purdon says ho 
has them already made out. 

‘Mr. Ponpox had them all oxcopt tho 
exact length of the roads, which he pre- 
sumed the Engineer could measuro at 
some trouble. 

‘Mr. Bisser could not agree with Mr. 
Seligmann, that his resolution was quite 
childish, looking at tho remarks of the 
Chairman of the late Council. When the 
subject was then brought up, Mr, Fearon 
had said—‘Ho need scarcely say tho 
“majority of the Council were at one with 
«Mr, Kidner as to somo of the matters ho 
“had brought forward ; there was no 
“doubt that the snitary condition of tho 
“Settlement needed vast improvement, 
“and that some very caroful measures 
“would have to bo arranged with that 
“object. Tho Council had intended to 
«bring forward resolutions on this matter, 
“but being ruled out on a point of order, 
« they hoped that it would be discussod at 
“+a spocial meeting to be held for tho pur- 
“pone.” 

‘Me. Porvon said that, as there. was 
nothing before this meeting affecting tax- 
ation, the Council had not the power oven 
if they had tho wish to alter tho scalo of 
taxation imposed by the last meoting. 
What Mr. Fearon had ret 
particularly, was tho necessi 
stringent sanitary regulations being carried 
out. 

‘Mr, Krxosaiut understood from’ the 
Chairman that the Returns could be easily 
produced ; and, setting aside the question 
at issue, it would cortainly be useful for 
the Ratepayors to havo them on record, s0 
that they could hereafter look back to the 
condition of things, in the year 1874. If 
the publication would entail little trouble 
and oxpenso, he thought it would bo a- 
good thing to publish them without refer- 
enco to the party position. 

‘Mr. Dexr said, when he was Chairman 
of the Council, he found the great amount 
of work the staff had to perform ; and ho 
would suggest that, if this resolution wero 
carried, they should give the Council « 
supplementary vote of ‘Tis. 1,500 to employ 
extra assistance for the purpose. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. ‘Seuiemanw begged to second the 
suggestion. 

ir. Porvon said it was the Council's 
duty ‘to give all reasonable information 
the Ratepayers wished, and they could 
do it. Their staff was’ suficient ; and so 
far as they were concerned, they did not 
require any vote for a further sum for 
that purpose. It was altogether a matter 
in the hands of the Ratepayors, whether 
they wished these returns published or 
not. 

Mr. Ivesox thought the information 
avould be of use in preparing the next 
budget. There was no immediate hurry 
for it, and by allowing the Council time 
till the ond of the year, they would be able 
to elaborate without difficulty the in- 
formation they had already collected. 
‘Phe statistics would then be available for 
use, in case the question of increasing 
taxation were brought up again at the 
next mecting. 

‘Mr, Kipyex said there was no objection 
whatever to the publication; his own 
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belief was that the statistics would prove 
tho inferences he had himself drawn at the 
last meeting, were right. 

‘The motion was then put and carried. 


‘This concluded the business before the | P* 


meeting, and Mr. Carrer begged to pro- 
pose a vote of thanks to the Chairman, 
and also to the Municipal Council for the 
interest they had taken ia the meeting. 
It was really not a Council’s meeting, but a 
Ratepayers’ meeting, but the Council had 
made it their own. 

‘The Cuarmatan said it had been his in- 
tention, in nominating a Committee, to 
have a majority of non-property owners ; 
but he had discovered that he had not 
secured this result. He would therefore

‘THE A, D, C. PERFORMANCE, 


‘The announcement of a performance on 
the 9th June was considered rather rash, 
when the A, D, ©. advertisement first 
ied their 
confidence in their Star. "Tho evening 
was pleasantly cool, and the ventilation of 
the theatre so perfect that, even by th 
Indies, fans were hardly called in requis 
tion, ‘The house was well Glled through- 
out, and the frequent laughter and ap- 
platse testified that the audience were well 
pleased with tho entertainment. 

Determined apparently to close the sea 
son with éclat, the amateurs had set down 
threo pieces on the programme. ‘Tho first 
‘was the Farce “Igion Parle Frangais.”—Mr. 
Spriggins (Afr, Drinkwater) has conceived 
the brilliant idea of letting lodgings to 
distinguished foreigners ‘ who don’t know 
‘sovereign from afranc,” by the simple 
device of putting a placard in the window, 
with Tgi on Parle Frangais” at the 
foot ; Mr. Spriggius meanwhile settin 
himself to acquire a knowledge of Frencl 
‘om one of the many systems wo see 
advertised for acquiring a language by 
steam—in order that the lodgers may be 
gratified and seduced by hearing their own 
tongue. His knowledge is soon put to 
a test by the arrival, under the escort of 
Victor Dubois (Mr. Grifin), of Mrs. Rat~ 
tan, whose husband lias ‘lost the train 
while trying to get “threo Bath buns 
and a shorry and soda” at a refreshment 
‘The lady engages apartments ; and 
Mr. Dubois is leaving when he sees enter 
Miss Spriggins (Miss Werdna Dnaltiam) 
with whomshe has fallen in love in. Paris, 
and to discover whom is tho object of 
his journey to England. Seizing the 
opportunity, he forthwith ongages a room 

Iso; and Mr. Spriggins is in ecstacy at 

an addition of seven guineas 
a weok to. his limited income. His joy, 
however, is short-lived. ‘The maid-of-all- 
work (Ais Britannia Mettle) first strikes 
for double wages in view of the extra work 
thrown upon her, leaving Mr. Spriygins- 
and his wife to attend to the houschold 
duties; and next bursts in Major Rattan 
(Mr. Honeycomb), in an_accoss of jealous 
fury, in search of his wifo and tho young 
Frenchman whom he accuses of having 
eloped together. An amusing sceno fol- 
Jons, affording opportunity for some good 
‘acting by the three gentlomen. Eventually 
the major discovers that his suspicions aro 
unfounded ; that Miss Spriggins is the real 
object of Dubois’ attentions ; and all ends 
happily. 

‘Our old friends Mr. Drinkwater, Mr, 
Will Honeycomb, and Mr. Griffin sus- 
tained their parts admirably; the first 

inging down the house with a de- 
claration that he was a ‘Free born and 
registered British subject, and was not 
aware of any Order in Council that could

Major Rattan’s inspection, when the 
Intter furiously required ‘this oppor- 
tunity of discovering his wife. ‘The 
slighily seedy, slightly sour, and altogether 
assée Mrs. Spriggins could not have been 
better rendered than by Miss Phosphor. 
Her disgust that she, a remote connexion 
of the noble family of the Pentonvilles, 
should be reduced to boiling coffee and 
lacing stays for lodgers, was especially well 
assunied. ‘The other three ladies were less 
at home in their novel costume, and some- 
what hampered thereby in thoir acting. 
Notably, Miss Spriggins’ reception of 
‘Victor Dubois’ passionate advances would 
have been chilling in real life. Miss Dnal- 
tiam however makes up well as a lady, and 
practice will nodonbt enable her to act the 
part with greater ease. Miss Brisaf was 
more at home as Mrs, Rattan, but. still 
rather lacked life. Anna Maria was an 
amusing and very buxom maid-of-all work, 
but a little schoolboyish in her conception 
of servant-gal demeanour, 

‘The second piece was one of those rattling 
comedicttas that always please, if racil 
acted; Mr. Hugh de Brass (fr. Sin 
weed) 'wakes up one morning in an easy 
chair, in a drawing-room unknown, having 
beon persuaded by a friend to accompany 
him to a ball the previous night, after six 
bottles of burgundy, and forgotten all 
details, ‘The piece hinges upon the ‘ Re- 
gular Fix” in which he finds himself, 
Having very little beyond expectations, he 
lives in chronic fear of bailiffs; and sees 
from the window that one has actually 
traced him to his present shelter, and is 
glued to a lamp post opposite the door. 
All his faculties therefore are concen- 
trated on the problem how to remain 
where he is; and the dodges to which he 
resorts for this purpose are most amusing. 
The first difficulty is to find out where ho 
is; and in aseries of interviews with the 
maidservant, the housekeoper, and Emily 
(the young lady of the house), who come 
dropping in one after another to the room 
he eventually discovers that the house- 
holder is Mr, Surplus, an old lawyer, 
who has a wife given to flirtation, anda 
nephew (Charles) of rather fast proclivity. 
Bye-and-bye the clerk (Mr. Robin) comes 
in, butis bluffed off by De Brass’s audacity ; 
then Mr, Charles Surplus, whose attention 
is diverted by Do Brass’s statement that 
he saw the clerk making love to Emily. 
The two go of in a rage to fight a duel, 
and De Brass breathes again. His resoarces 
fare most severely taxed in an interview with 
Mr. Surplus (Mr. St. Aubyn), who assumes 
that he is a client and requests him to 
state his case. Not having the least idea 
what to say, he commences a history hav- 
ing its origin ‘amidst the gathering clouds” 
that surrounded political matters in the 
reign of George the 2nd. Requested to be 
more precise, he affirms that ho had three 
brothers, Jolin the first, James the last, and 
Jeremiah in the middle; end bothers Mr. 
Surplus for ten minutes by requesting him 
particularly to remember the order of these 
brothers,—whose names he inverts at 
every repetition. At last, the old gentle- 
man shows him the door; when in rush 
the Clerk (Mr. Robin) aud the nephew 
(Mr, Nautilus), coming back. from their 
duel. They have discovered that neither 
of them ever know him, and insist on an 
explanation. Driven fo his wits’ end, he 
affirms himself to be the father of Emily, 
over whose ntage some mystery has 
hung. But this forces Mr. Surplus, senior, 
to claim for himself that relationship, 
which he lind hitherto disguised; and 
matters are at a crisis when a Sherifi’s 
Ofiicer (Afr. Isaacs) comes in with the news 
that De Brass’s cousin is dead, and has 
left him heir to a baronetey and £7000 a

St. Aubyn was also good as the old lawyer ; 
tottering however, itappeared to us, alittle 








more than his apparent age warranted. 
He played up capitally to De Brass in the 
rather difficult legal interview, and ge- 
nerally sustained the part well. ‘The other 
characters had comparatively lighter parts. 
Miss Britannia Mettle’s elderly housekeeper: 
was a decided improvement over the maid- 
of-all-work in the previous piece ; she was 
quiet and natural. Miss Castor made a 
charming Emily. Miss Phosphor always acts 
elderly ladies well, and did _so in the pre- 
sent instanco ; she is always Miss Phosphor, 
but she throws herself thoroughly into her 
parts, and made an amusing Mrs. Surplus. 
_ The burlesque talent of the Corps, both 
literary and dramatic, was exhausted on 
the last piece—“ Villikins and his Dinah.” 
Every one is familiar with the touching 
history and tragic end of these lovers, and 
with the harshness of the “ stern parient” 
who drives them to despair, The suitor 
“both galliant and gay,” preferred by 
the latter to Villikins, was personated by 
Baron Boski Bumble (Mr. Dovlitt 
‘The various scenes were really only, a 
series of pegs on which to hang local hits.” 
‘The bare outline of the play was preserved, 
but the actors sang songs and mado 
speeches by turn, satirising every body, and 
act, and institution in the place, From 
the French Riot to Strawberries, and 
from Auction Sales of Piece Goods to 
Biodoron, no person or incident that has 
been lately before the public, escaped. 
The recent thefts of flowers from tho 
Public Garden were capitally sketched by

‘This 
brought matters to a deadlock, and 
the Stage Manager was apologiainy for 
the fix’ in which they found them- 
selves, when a gentleman ran in to 
announce that ‘Vanek was coming.”

Butwhen we men- 
tion that she only undertook the part four 
days before the performance, it will be

‘THE WAR IN FORMOSA. 
Langkiaou, 21st May, 1874. 

Langkiaou, where the Japanese are 
encamped, is a small plain one or two 
sqnaro miles in extent and surrounded by 
hills, on the West Coast of Formosa, about 
ten miles from the South Cape, and forty 
miles from Takow. There are a few Chi- 
nese villages in it. Communication with 
the North is generally by junk, as the 
path through the hills is not safe from 
attack, 

‘The Japanese have lately been busily 
occupied in changing the position of their 
camp. The old one was on an open level 
plain that answered capitally till the rain 
began to fall, when the unfortunate 
soldiers found themselves sleeping literally 
in water. The new camp is on «line of 
sand hills. nearer the shore, and less 
rogular, but far moro healthy and com- 
fortable, In spito of the work and the 
rain, a few small parties have managed to 
get away into the bush try their breech- 
Joaders on the savages, ‘Two or threo men 
havo thus fallen on both sides, On one 
oceasion such a large party of savages 
jumped ont upon six Japanese that they 
had to run, leaving one of their number 
on the ground. His head now decorates 
some savage hut. Let us hope that it will 
be the only trophy of the kind that tho 
savages will gain in the war. Tho tribe 
against whom proceedings are carried on 
are supposed to be the actual murderers 
of the Lewehewans, and are called the 
Bawtan, or the “ peony,” savag 

‘Phere are two American ollicers here 
Commodore Cassell aud Colonel Was: 
Such at least is the rank which they bear 
while serving the Japanese, ‘They scom 
to have had hitherto, in an unofticial way, 
the general direction of the expedition ; 
aud, unless they belic their reputation, 
they will do good servico in the war. 
‘These two gentlemen the other day went 
unattended by an escort to a neighbourin, 
savage village, ‘to see tho chicf. ~It ha 
been agreed that they should meet in the 
open country ; but the savages not appoar- 
ing, the officers went on to the village. 
‘This was an act requiting more nerve and 
real courage than some dashing exploit 
on the battlefield. A peaceable arrange- 
meut was made, which included all the 
villages South of Langkinou, except one 
which is to be punished for some act of 


hostility. 
22ud May. 

This morning early, tho later sleopers . 
among us were awakened by a salute of 
several guns. This announced the arrival 
of General Saigo, the Commander-in-chief 
of the expedition. He came in the Delta, 
which also brought 1,200 troops. A Ja- 
panese gunboat came in at the same time, 
and an hour or two afterwards the Shaftes- 
bury, with 600 soldiers, raising the num- 
ber to about 2,500. 3,000 are expected in 
all. ‘The Delta is said’to have been bought 
standing, with her fittings and stozes, and 
apparently officers as well; for they are 
alfon board, though a new’ captain com- 
mands her. A fine Chinese corvette, tho 
Yung Woo, and a small gunboat, have also 
‘come in, bringing three Chinese Mandarins 
from Taiwanfoo to visit the Japanese Com- 
mander-in-chief, With the four Japanese 
vessels and H. M.S. Hornet, which have 
been here for some days, there aro, there- 
fore, ten steamers anchored together in 
the bay. 

A smnall party of troops bivouacked Inst 
night in the mountains, “about four miles 
away. Early this afternoon two men were 
seen coming in wounded. At the samo 
time about one hundred men hurried off 
to take part in the fighting. They were 
in irregular detachments, apparently with- 
‘They wont along at a 
half run, as eager and delighted as possible. 
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‘Many of them were carrying their two- 
handed swords as well as rifles, The 
swords aro awkward enough for scrambling 
throngh the bush ; but the Japanese can- 
not bear to leave them behind, hoping 
that sometime or other they may’come up 
with the savages. If they do, there will 
be fearful work. It is a common sight to 
see men employing their leisure moments 
in sharpening and resharpening their sabres, 
or aword bayonets. They think breech- 
Joaders are excellent weapons for fighting 
at_a distance, but they have a most blood- 
thirsty longing for hand-to-hand work. 
: 28rd May. 

We hear this morning that the result 
of yesterday’s fight was fifteen savages and 
six Japanese killed on the spot. A visit 
to the hospital showed ten wounded men 
there, one, and perhaps two, mortally 
hurt. The Japanese brought in all their 
men who were killed, and cut off and car- 
ried back the hends of the savages, which 
however were immediately buried. One 
of the savages killed was a chief, and in 
his pouch was found a quantity’ of per- 
cussion caps, but he was fighting with a 
matchlock! 
wages generally waited wnder cover, 
ing wp suddenly and firing first, and 
thon running away to take up a fresh p 
tion, In one placo, a slight stockade was 
erected across a ravine, and a stand was 
made there. ‘The Japanese are extremely 
brave.” ‘Tho only faulé to be found with 
them is that they are too regardless of 
their own lives, preferring to rush in 
rather than to adopt the savage tactics, 
and make the most of the cover. 

‘Tho Chinese inhabitants are both de- 
lighted and astonished at: this slaughter- 
ing of their enemies. They ure on excel- 
lent terms with the Japanese, who, with 
equal justice and wisdom, pay well for 
everything they want, ‘Tho Chinese do 
not well understand the big copper coins, 
but thoroughly appreciate the new silver 
currenoy. 

‘The Chinese Mandarins came on shore 
to-day at noon, to see the. Commander-in- 
chief. They wore received by a guard of 
honour of two hundred soldiers. ‘The 
visit was very short. It is not known 
what passed, ‘The Mandarina were not of 
sufficiently high rank for the Japaneso to 
be willing to discuss anything of import- 
anco with them ; and probably not _much 
took place beyond an interchange of com- 
pliments. 

‘Wo aro having a sample of Formosa 
weather. In the morning, though the sea 
was quiet, still there was’ surf which ren- 
ered caro necensary in landing. This af- 
ernoon, in an incredibly ‘short space of 
time, such asea has got up that tho two 
small guuboats, are rolling almost. gun- 
wales undor, and communication betweon 
the shore and the ships is a matter of real 
difficulty. Cloudy weathor, with a mix- 
ture. of drizzling rain and’ heavy -down- 

yur, render’ fover and ‘agne a too pro- 
Babis contingency. 

‘fho Japanese commanders do not want 
to have any more fighting for two or three 
days, fearing to frighten the enemy away. 
‘They wish 40 wait till they can attack from 
several quarters at once, and so have a 
chance of preventing the escape of tho 
savages, 

















In addition to the above particulars 
regarding the Japanese Expedition to For- 
mosa, which we take from the Daily Press 
correspondence, we may give a few scraps 
of information which have come to hand 
via Keelung. The expedition was evidently 
planned with intelligence. A fleet of 
‘small Chinese junks, eight in number, the 
property of a Mexican who employs them 
in trading between the north-east of For- 
mosa and the Pescadores, were chartered 
by the Japanese for coasting close in shore, 
from Sano on the East Coast down to 
Kwaliang Bay. This part of ths enter- 
prise‘lias for its object the: acquisition of 


‘The work was severe. The | y‘ 





information from the natives, among 
whom presents of clothing and other 
useful articles are distributed. A con- 
siderable force has effected a ianding on 
the East coast, about 30 miles above 
Kwaliang, their place of rendezvous. Soon 
the Japonese will have overflowed every 
accessible point inhabited by the savages, 
and as they aro making vocabularies of the 
native dialects and pushing investigations 
almost in the spirit of savans, they will 
doubtless make discoveries which will 
prove of general value. In the Chinose 
portions of the island the enterprise is re- 
ported to be regarded with favor. 


The following despatches have passed 
betweon the Japanese Genoral and the 
Viceroy of Fohkien. 


The Tapanese General to Li, Viceroy 
of Bokien, 

‘The savages in Formosa have long had a 
bloodthirsty reputation and set at defiance 
the orders of your Government. They 
are delighted when any shipwreck occurs 
on their Const. Our people have for 

ears, when they happened to bo driven 

‘on the Coast by stress of weather, been 
slaughtered or pillaged of everything. If 
thoy did happen to escape death, and got 
away into Chinese territory, they have been 
well cared for by the Chinese offidials, and 
for this our Government is very grateful. 
But how can our paternal Government 
stand by and see theso savages still go 
on murdering and injuring our people? 
It is for this reason that I have been sent 
to enter the savage territory and invite 
conferences with the Chiefs, in order to 
procure the punishment of the notorious 
offenders and induce these barbarians to re- 
form their practices. ‘This is the sole object 
for which our vessels are present in Chinese 
waters, and no opposition must be offered. 
Wo will land direct on savage territory. 
Fearing that popular rumour may ascribe 
our presence to other motives, I write this 
for your information. 

Tnaposteript, he quotes two cases, in one 
of which 62 Lewchewans were murdered, as 
those that he has specially come to require 
redress for. Although he has soldiers with 
him he does not mean to assume the offen- 
sive unless ho is attacked, in which case he 
must fight. He then continues: There are 
Chinese and foreign merchants trading at 
fhe open ports of Formosa, and I am afraid 
that they may be disposed, seeing th 
that Japan is taking, to enter into rel 
with the savages and supply them with the 
necessaries of war. Such things will not be 
permitted, andany one attempting it will be 
arrested. ' I therefore expect Y. I. to issue 
a Proclamation throughout all the districts 
and coasts of the Island, warning all mer- 
chants, Chinese or foreign, not to offend in 
this respect. I also expect that, in the 

rent of any. savages, pursued’ by my 

soldiers, escaping to the districts presided 
over by’ your officials, you will direct the 
lattor to hand them over to my soldiers at 
once. 


Reply by the Viceroy of Fokien, 

In reply to your despatch, I have to state 
that the whole of Formosa has for a long 
time been under Chinese jurisdiction. Of 
the aborigines some are savage some civil 
ized, but all alike live on the Emperor's soil 
and have done so for 200 years. Other 
provinces, as Kwangsi, Hunan, Yunnan 
and Kweichow, have their aborigines, and 
these places are called the wild and lawless 
parts of China, Although the aborigines, 
living in the recesses of the hills, are mon- 
key-like and do not understand the teach- 
ings of civilization, or are by chanco beyond 
the reach of the orders of Government, 
nevertheless, inasmuch as they live on 
Chinese tertitory, they are under Chinese 
jurisdiction. 

International Law lays down that all 
persons or things, moveable orimmoveable, 
being actually. within the territory of any 
































State, are subject to the municipal laws of 
that State, whether such persons or things 
were born or produced there or were intro- 
duced from abroad ; and further, Vattol 
says that whatover is within a dependency 
ofa Stato is on the same footing as the 
land in the State-itself.. It is also laid 
down that when once new territory has 
been acquired, whether by discovery or 
conquest, and other nations have acknow- 
ledged the fact, all parties resident in 
such territory, although ignorant of what 
had taken piace, become amenable to the 
new jurisdiction, and other nations cannot 
claim to exercise any authority over them ; 
also, that every State is master of its own 
affairs and is responsible for its own faults. 
‘That being so, and Formosa being part of 
Chinese territory, it follows that China 
alone has the right to punish theso savages. 
With regard to what you allege as tho 
reason for the expedition, viz. that your 
sailors have been murdered by these 
savages, such acts are punishablo by Chi- 
nese law by death ; but tho soil being 
Chinese territory, it’is for the Chinese 
Government alone to take action. Your 
Government, in not discussing this matter 
with tho Tsung-li Yamon, but taking tho 
hasty measure, instead, of sending an armed 
force, is guilty of a breach of International 
Law, and also of the Ist and 8rd Arts. of 
the ‘Treaty concluded two years ago. 

The writer proceeds to remark upon 
soine inconsistencies in tho letter under 
acknowledgement, and asserts that he has 
already taken steps to prevent a recurrence 
of tho atrecities, and continues :—Low- 
chew is part of the old Kingdom of 
Chung-shan, a dependency of China, which 
has for centuries been established there and 
has always been respectful and obedient to 
China. I make no distinction betweon tho 
people of such: dependencies and Chineso 
people, and therefore I have instructed tho 
local officials of Formosa to require the 
rendition of the murderers and to seo 
justice executed upon thom. But Formosa 
is Chinese soil, and it is for China to take 
stops and not for your Government, All 
the Foreigu Envoys at Peking will, I am 
certain, bear me out in this 








TRE STORM ON SUNDAY, 


We regret to learn that the thunder- 
storm on Sunday afternoon was attended 
with loss of life on the river, besides con- 
siderable damage on shore. “The hurricane 
appears to havo spent most of its fury in 

jongkew ; in fact, beyond a little nominal 
damage in the other Settlements, there 
are no traces of its effects. During the 
whole of the forenoon the sun was ob- 
soured; but the air, nevertheless, remained 
at the high temperature which’ prevailed 
during the end of the week. At noon the 
sun broke forth, attended with an almost 
intolerable heat, but shortly after two 
o'clock a heavy’ bank of clouds rolled 
across the sky, and a tremendous shower 
of rain and hail fell. ‘Tho rain had 
hardly commenced before the gale as- 
sumed somewhat the ‘characteristics of 
a typhoon ; the river, which during tho 
morning had. béon comparatively smooth, 

muickly presented the appearance of & 
choppy sea, and the rain fell in such 
torrents as at times to render Pootung in- 
visible from the opposite shore. The storm 
had not long continued before a large mat- 
shed, standing on the C. 8, N. Co.’s wharf, 
measuring 130 feet by 60, and supported 
on thick bamboos driven about two feet 
into the ground, was carried clean away, 
Teaving exposed to the weather a large 
number of bales of cotton, a quantity of 
mango wood, &e. About the same time, 
a cabstand in Broadway, nearly opposite 
the §, and H. Wharf, and owned we be- 
lieve by a Chinaman, was blown down, 
burying the vehicles underneath in a mass 
of debris. ‘The lantern with a part of tho . 
frame-work of a Iamp-post, not twenty 
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feet distant, was likewise carried away. 
During the commencement of the squall a 
small yacht, the Annie, on board of which 
were the carpenter of the Thermopyla and 
Mr. Penning ship-keeper of the steam-tug 
Fairy, capsized and sauk opposite the 
‘Ningpo Wharf, in midchannel. ‘The yacht, 
we believe, had only left the moorings 
about two or three minutes when the 
casualty took place; and so sudden 
was the occurrence that the officers and 
crew of an American schooner close by did 
not notice it. It was observed from the 
Harbour-master’s hulk however, 200 yards 
off ; and Mr. Deighton-Braysher hastened 
to the spot, arriving too late to find any 
trace of the unfortunate men. Precautions 
were then taken to mark the obstruction 
caused by the yacht till it could be removed. 
On the arrival of the Leven yesterday 
morning, application was made for the 
diver ; and by noon the yacht, the mast 
of which had ‘remained above water, was 
raised to the surface, and moored along- 
side the pilot-bont Ruby. ‘The craft is not 
‘more than twenty-five feet long and seven 
broad, and is built after the cutter model. 
‘It was found that the sails had been liter- 
‘ally cut off from the ropes by the strength 
‘of the wind or current, not a vestige re- 
maining. No bodies wore found entangled 
among the cordage, and so it is thought 
only the two men named were on board at 
the timo she went down, Some Chinese 
boatmen whom, it is said, the men invited 
to accompany them, refused to go. ‘Chere 
were thought to be grounds for supposing 
that a second boat accident, even more 
unfortunate than that detailed, had occur- 
red. OnSunday, threo engineers engaged a 
boat of Mr. Meincke, the proprietor of 
the North-German Home, French Con- 
cession, and started from a wharf on the 
French Bund, at 1.30 p.m., intending 
to go aboard the Chinese frigate lying at 
Woosung, They were observed proceed- 
ing down the river, and as nothing was 
hoard of them next’ morning, fears were 
entertained for their safety. We are glad 
to learn however that they got back yes- 
torday afternoon, having experience 
worso mishap than being driven past 
Woosung. 

‘The only damage committed by the 
lightning, of which we have been informed, 
was to a Chinese houso near Mr. Fonning’s, 
Hongkew. ‘The roof was tom up in 

wveral places, eausing much alarm to the 
inmates and to those of the n ighbourin 
houses. The fluid afterwards descendec 
to Mr, Fenning’s garden, causing consi- 
derable damage to the trees and vegeta- 
tion. Betweon Farnham & Co.’s and 
Gibb’s Wharf, no less than cight trees 
were blown down, We have not heard 
of any damage arising from the storm at 
night,

‘Tae Srewanns oF tHe Suaxomat Race Crup 
. THE SHANGHAL CRICKET Chup, 
(On adjournment from 4th instant.) 
For Plaintiffs—Mr. R. E. Watyewnicur. 
For Defendants—Mr. W. V. Druanioxp. 
Mr. Druyatoxn said he had already placed 
before his Lordship the greater part of the 
facts which bore upon the position of the 
defence in this case. ‘Chere was one little mat- 
ter to which he wished to refer. He found that 
he had made a slight error in using one word 
instead of another, and it might make some 
difference to (although it had no practical 
hearing upon) the correctness of the case. 
He was reported to have said, by the re- 

rt-—(and as it was very correctly reported 

¢ had no doubt he had)—that he had made 
use of the words “Cricket Club” instead of 
2 Cricket ground,” he by this mistake, having 











attributed the growth of the Recreation Fund 
to the surplus funds of the Cricket Club. It 
ought to have been to the Cricket ground, the 
distinction being that the Cricket Club was 
only one of the different societies who clubbed 
together and purchased a piece of ground for 
recreation purposes, and it was by the sale of 
this ground that the foundation of the Re- 
creation Fund was laid. 

Mr. Watsewricnr produced the original 
subscription list, which was headed “ Recrea- 
tion Fund,” and dated 24th July, 1861. 

Mr. Drusnroyp asked if this document wis 
in Mr. Wainewright’s possession. 

Mr. Warsewntont said it was found the 
otter day amongst some papers, where 
ought not to have been. Mr. Hogg found it 
quite accidentally. 

His Lonnsnrr remarked that it had been 
before him on several other occasions. 

Mr. Drvsntoxp believed that otherwise 
nearly all the facts had been set out in the 
old petition which had been presented to his 
Lordship, with a variety of other documents 
and affidavits. He mentioned this because 
his Lordship said the facts of the case brought 
defore hhim the other day were totally at 
variance with those brought to his notice when 
that former application was made. This 
should be cleared up to his Lordship's satis- 
faction, because it very much affected the 
matter, if uot on strictly legal, ot any rate 
from other points of view. The facts he had 
foreshadowed, and what he had stated pre- 
viously, were the basis of the defendants’ 
case. Substantially there were three grounds 
upon which he relied; the frst being the 

juestion of the so-called bond, which affected 
the value and the exact position of the diffe- 
rent parties ; the second, that the possessi 
of the thirty mow was entirely 
from the rest of the property. ‘The third, 
the letters beating upon, the agreement ot 
raising one supposing ‘the, other grounds 
to be non-existent. He had prepared a list 
of questions which he would read to his Lord- 
ship now, because when he came to sum up 
the evidence, he should refer to them ; as 
they were questions which his Lordship would 
necessarily take into consideration and answer 
in one way or the other in coming to a judg 
ment in the case, ‘They were as follows 

1-—Who are the parties and what juriedic- 
tion has the Court in the matter? 
toy Wit the Chinese document amounts 

3.—The purpose for which it was obtained? 

4.—30 mow of this land having been subse- 

yuently purchased by the Race Club, whether 
the Chinese document was not thereby merged 
qua the 30 mow. 

5.—Whether the Recreation Fund did not 
buy the 30 mow from the Race Club free from 
conditions, and what evidence is there of any 
condition és to building in the agreement for 
sale by Race Club to Recreation Fund of 30 
‘mow? 

6.—Whether the 30 mow does not include 
a large portion of the Cricket Ground, and if 
so, whether it is proved that it does’ not in- 
clude the site of the Cricket Pavilion? 

7.—Whether tho 430 mow was purchased 
by Race Club (or Race Course Shareholders) 
or by the Recreation Fund from the Chinese 
owners ? 

8.—If by the Race Club, whether the Chinese 
document was not met and whether any 
new agreement of condition was made between 
Race Olub and Recreation Fund? 

9.—If by the Recreation Fund, whether 
the Race Club did not know of, and agree to 
the terms and conditions of the sale, and 
whether the condition as to the Tis. 125 per 
‘mow was not the only condition ? 

10.—Whether any agreement was made by 
the letters between Cricket Club and Race 
Club, binding at law or in equity, and if so 
what was the consideration received by the 
Cricket Club? 

Hee presumed he should have the usual 
right of summing up the evidence, and he 
therefore did not propose to enter into it 
beforehand, but wonld merely refer briefly 
to the law so far as it touched the case. The 
authorities which had been cited by his 
Tearned friend were all very valuable, and 
covered a great deal of sound Inw, no doubt 
analagous to the present case, and he did 
not intend to impugn one of them for the 
statements contained in them. He would 
ouly point out one or two things in regard to 
them to which he attached a somewhat ditfer- 







































ent significance. In the first place he did not 
know if his friend relied upon this bond, as it 
was called, being a covenant running with the 
land, If he did not, it was not necessary for 
‘him to say anything further upon that point. 

‘Mr, WaArsEwnichr said he alleged that it 
‘was in the nature of a covenant running with 
the land. 

His Lorvsmr.—You do not, I presume, 
say that it is a covenant upon which an action 
at law could be sustained. 

Mr, Warsewnicnr—I beg your pardon 
your Lordship. I misunderstood my friend. 
T do not allege that it is a covenant running 
with the land, but an agreement binding it 
equity upon the holders of the land, 
Lorpsmir.—Not so much a covenant 
unning with the and as an equity attaching 
toit. I think you may put aside all question 
about its being’ covenant sustainable in an 
action at law. 

Mr. Drvanioxp.—If it is not contended 
that the covenant runs with the land, then, 
of course, that removes my duty of saying 
anything upon it, or of alluding to a variety 
of cases, which’ bear upon the question of 
covenants running with the land. ‘The case 
of Tulk v. Mozbay had been referred to by 
his learned friend, and was one of his chicf 
cases, and no doubt it ran through the judg- 
ments in all the subsequent cases, It was 
very complete case in itself, and it was some- 
what a novel doctrine when it was tried, 
But he contended, and proceeded to point out, 
‘that the facts of that and the present case, 
though very analogous on the Hace of thea, 
were different, assuming that the Chinese 
document was'a good binding agreement. In 
the one caso the person who bought the land 

aid a less price for it in consequence of 
its being burdened with a restriction which 
took away a considerable portion of its 
value. In this case it was a grant by 
the Chinese owners of a limited right in 
this property and nothing more. ‘They did 
not convey the property to the Race Club, and 
it appeared to him to be really a grant of an 
easement. He did not kuow whether any 
precedent could be found for strictly calling 
this an easement, but it was uo doubt nearer 
to that than to anything else. ‘The term was 
used in the latest case in the Privy Council 
‘ag synonymous with a grant made in a case in 
Canada, and if taken in this light that the 
Race Club paid $466 for the right of view ov 
the property, that was a limitation of the 
perty itself. ' It might be said it was a ight 
Epputtonant to. the property ‘which would 
have followed it into anyone’s hands. Ho 
thought now he had shewn the facts of tho 
two cases to be very differont, thero was no 
pretence here that this land itwelf was parted 
with, and that it was placed under the dis- 
ability to build or to do anything else, and 
that in consequence of this a lower 
accepted fort, It, was agreed that there 
was a separate substantial, agreement or 
covenant binding this Iand in the hands 
of the then owners, and attaching to it 
in the hands of any subsequent assignees 
of the property having notice of that. restric- 
tion, It was necessary to analyse the two 
cases and see how far they accorded, and 
also to see if there was any difference between 
them, #0 a8 to deprive the authority quoted 
of its’ value. With rogard to the other cases, 
he need not object to any one of them as 
being unsound in law ; although he need not 
far to distinguish ‘the difference between 
them. The caso Hart » Wilson clearly 
shewed that it was nob a covenant running 
with the land, so that it was not necessary to 
refer to it any further. After briefly allu 
to another case, cited by plaintiffe’ counsel, 
and which he held to be exactly the same as 
the case Tulk v, Mozbay, and reading a part of 
the judgment therein, Mr. Drummond referred 
the Court to the question of easements as 
defined in Gale on Easements, 133, and 
in Woodfall, page 281, 9th ed., where it 
was more briefly expressed in the term merger, 
He thought he should succeed in proving that 
having originally purchased a small part of 
this property the Race Club subsequently 
purchased the whole of it, and upon its com- 
ing into heir possesion the right which, they 
previously acquired merged into the larger 
estate and was at once lost. With regard to 
the prescription, he would only refer the 
Court to 3, William 6th, Cap. 71, where it was 
fully set out that nothing less than 20 years of 
continual, user would establish a right by 
prescription, That was certainly not the 
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cate hore. And then lastly, they came to the 
final question, whether the letters passing 
between the parties would constitute an agree- 
‘ment as between the Cricket and the Race 
Clubs; and, if binding, whethor they set 
aside Chinese documents and everything else. 
Ho referred to Addison on Couétacts, page 
Ts—and to the ease Cochrane v. Willis, 30, 
L. J., Chancery 7, page 36. After some 
remarks on these authorities, Mr. Drammond 
roceeded—Supposing there were au agree- 
tment on the part of the Cricket Club not to 

ut up anything without permission of the 
Riace Club: whatdid that amount to? A.con- 
sideration must be got for it of some sort or 
shape, and the only cousideration could be 
this, that the former should say, if you will 
forbear to pull down our building or do some- 
thing or other, we will ask your leave. ‘That 
went on the atsumption that it was necessary 
torank leave, but it it were not necessary, the 
asking, unless extended over 20 years’ and 
thus giving a right of prescription, absolutely 
fell to the ground, It amounted to saying 
that the consideration was a forbearance to do 
an illegal act, because anything the Race Club 
had attempted to do to prevent the Cricket 
Club from putting up a building would have 
Deen illegal—to pull it down would have been 
simply A trespass, Provided they had no 
right upon the covenant to pull it down or to 
goto Inw, the whole thing was simply an 
Application founded upon mistake, If was 
necessary to sift the facts to get a clear con 
ception af tho portion of the parties from 
Betinning to eds sd thes tho law applying 
tothe cate would probably be admitted by 
Doth sides. 

His Lonpsmr remarked that, assuming the 
30 mow tohave been partly incorporated with 
the Cricket ground, that Club would appear 
fo have been trespasser on the aes Clab 
and. 

Mr. Drvstioxn said that might be the case, 
on the assumption that the 30 mow had not 
been bought originally in the 430, which was 
a vory great question. AN agreement was 
come to subsequently, under which, though 
it did not settle that question, the Recrea- 
tion. Fund consented t0 pay’ a price for the 
30 mow of land, because’ Mr. Dent  pro- 
mised they would when they had the money ; 
aud without further disputing the question. 
they did pay. “Por thin they Wwanted a cleat 
title deed ; he should put in one which had 
oon ‘offered, Dut refused because it did not 
define boundaries, and was now lying in the 
Consulate, aud which would show that no 
conditions whatever were attached to the 
transfer. Defendants were entitled to come 
into Court and ask for the specifie performance 
of that title deed to the 30mow. If they had 
it now they might pat it in aa full answer. 

His Lonpsmrr said this would not help them 
tall; theChinese title to the 30 mow was made 
to the Maloo Company. Only the Euglish 
Version was in favour of the Recreation Fund. 

Mr, Dnvatwoxp said if even it were so, it 
made no difference, and it could be put aside 
altogether. ‘They’ could go back upon the 
agreement, aud if it was wrong, then they 
wore entitled to come to Court and shew the 

reement for acleat sale of the laud. The 
Tace Club were selling the 30 mow, and of 
course their agreement must be from the 
Ghinote proprietors to the “Maloo  Com- 
pany,” as they were called; but the title deed

Toasmuch as a clear view of the Course, as I said 
before, was I believed the understanding, I 
spoke of large trees as likely to obstruct that 
view.

I have always believed the proviso 
stated in my letter does exist, but do not know 
it of my own knowledge.

Mr. Drvantoxp said that letter was one he 
had referred to as showing that, though the 
Recreation Fund Trustees believed they had 
ought everything in buying the 430 mow, 
they consented after disputing the matter to 
payextra for the 30 mow. ‘That that was 
their belief appeared from the correspondence, 
and they thus paid twice for the 30 mow. 
Mr. Drummond instanced as in a similar posi- 
‘ion, two mow of land Dr. Yates held in the 
interior of the Race Course and sold to Mr. 
‘Hogg, a transaction on which Dr. Yates gives 
evidence below. 

His Logpsurp believed the position to be 
that the Recreation Fund took possession of 
the 30 mow with the 430, and the Cricket 
Pavilion was partly built on a portion of it. 
‘The difficulty arose out of the absurd way in 
which the boundaries were determined, and 
the unsatisfactoriness of the measurements, 
Possibly the land was really included in the 
430 mow, but it was not included in the

Mr, “Daumsioxp—That shows one point 
clearly, that the Race Course proprietors 
natually ‘bought the land, and sold it to the 
‘Trustoes of the Recreation Fund. 

‘His Lonpsirr—Yes, of course ; that is not 
denied. ee 

‘Mr. Warnewnicnt—Yes, it is; the Race 
Club wero purchasers in equity but not under 
actual agreement, We were equitable owners, 
not legal owners. 

‘His Lorvsuir—The Race Club having no 
title deed from ‘the Taotai, it is merely an 
agreement of sale, 

‘Mr, Warnewnrant—And therefore I shall 
‘contend that the. doctrine of merger does not 


apply. 

Pivitness:continued—I believe the lease of 
the Race Course to the Race Club has expired. 
Thave no account showing the receipt of Tis. 
12,500, the purchase money paid for the Race 
Gourse. Ihave no plan showing where the 
30 mow is, (A plan was putin showing where 
the village had stood, as the situation of the 
30 mow, and it was referred to Dr. Yates, who 
was in’ Court. It was found to include a 
portion of the Base Ball and Cricket grounds 
and of the outside, In reply to His Lordship, 
Mr. Drummond produced greeeipt from Mr, 
Henry Dent, 3rd Juno, 1863, for Tis, 49,425 
reoeived from Mr. E. M. Smith, the money 
eing paid by three instalments.) 

‘M.T. Yares, called at this time by con- 
sent, sworn, stated—I am interpreter and 
‘Vice-Consul-General for the United States. 
ally two mow of the land in the 
Race Course, ‘The inner diteh of the Course 
cut one corner of it, It was on the hurdle 
Course, in the interior, nearly opposite the 
Grand Stand. When I sold it, I remember 
the Chinese came to mesaying they ware forced 
to sell for Tis. 25 a mow, under conditions as 
to the land not being put to commercial uses 
(already stated), and I was requested by Mr. 
‘ames Hogg to call and receive the money for 
mine. Lsaid, I did not think the Taotai had 
any right to say at what rate I should sell 
my land, but I would not stand in the way of

agreed to.give this, after I had begun to put 
up a, fence to define my boundary. I under- 
stood Mr, Hogg was acting for the Race Club,

25a 
mow at all, I got $180.a mow; to the best of 
my belief it was a mow, but Mr. He 
entry to the effect that it was $180 for the lot 
must be correct. Mr. Markham paid it me, 
whether as a Steward of the Race Club or 
as Consul I can’t say. That is my signature 
attached to a Chinese bill of sale. I am not 
aware that any such arrangement was made 
as that said to be contaii in the bond about 
putting the Iand to commercial uses ; nover 
signed such a bond, never heard of it. China- 
men have frequently applied to me to see them 
righted under such an agreement when the 
Cricket pavilion was put up and the Baso Ball 
Club occupicd a portion of the land. I never 
heard of or joined in a bond thatfor $466 paid, 
the Chinese agreed not to sell to anyone but 
the Race Club. T have a faint recollection of 
something of the sort, prior to the time the 
interior of the Course was bought. I would 
infer. from the bond that it was the object 
of the Race Club to provent any buildings, 
and to get refusal of the right to buy. It is 
not uncommon to get the right of a refusal 
to purchase ‘ground by makivg a small pay- 
ment ; I have done it my It may 
done direct with the owner, but to be formal 
should be through the tipao. Of course, the 
Purchaser would have to pay a8 muuch as’ aay 
other offerer when he actually made the 
purchase. I look upon this bond as an agrec- 
ment to keep the land as arable land and 
not to build on-or sell it to any but the 
Race Club. The deed shown mo is not the 
ordinary right of sale. It is under certain 
conditions—an absolute sale, subject to the 
condition of Tis. 125 to be paid under 
circumstances sct forth. Excepting that, it 
is an absolute sale to the “Maloo Company” 
or to anyone who holds this. ‘The vendors 
don’t look for anything else #0 long as the 
Jand remains as it is.” But that is not an 
‘actual title; it has to be exchanged for one 
at the Taotai’s yamen, 














Mr, Warszwrtcut remarked, of course it 
had to give a foreigner a good 
‘Mr. Benaioxp eontended that if anyone 





got that deed in that shape, and sold the land 
to anyone else, it would be unnecessary for- 
mally to complete the first transfer by getting 
2 deed from the yamen, but the second buyer 
might take one out. ‘The land having passed 
by the deed in question to the “ Maloo Com- 
pany,” they arranging to sell immediately 
after, did not go to the trouble of getting 
first title in their own name, they applied 
only on behalf of the second purchaser. 

His Lonvsirr—You stand then upon this 
—that we the Recreation Fund bought from 
jou the Race Club and you bought from the 
whinese. 

‘Mr. Devmstop remarked that there was a 
bond of Tis. 107,000 given by the Trustees of 
the Recreation Fund, drawn up in legal form 
anda copy duly deposited in the Tactai’s 
yamen, which was the only bond followi 
the Jand and not the one the Race Clu! 
upheld. 

‘Witness looking at the assignment of the 
30 mow.—This is a clean transfer, without 
any conditions, from the Chinese owners to 
the Maloo Roongsze. 

‘A fow remarks were here made about the 
use of the words ‘Maloo Koongszo” in the 
Chinese and Reerention Fund in the English 
deed. 

“Mr. Druswoxp aid his clients bad the 
Chinese bill of sale. 

‘His Lorpsmr said the fact of Maloo Koong- 
sze being inserted in that bill of sale was no 
proof of the land having been actually sold to 
them—in land actually sold to the Recreation 
Funi they were also described as the ‘* Maloo 
Koongsze.” You say—the Chinese sold to the 
Race Club, and as we are in possession and 
have that bill of sale the Race Club musthave 
sold tous, But the deed does not show any- 
thing of the kind. 

Me, Davaniosy—That goos to the question, 
it seoms to me of saying that the Raco Club 
have never had anything to do with this pro- 
porty at all. 

‘Mr. Warsewnrenr (in assent)—Never. 

‘Mr. Drvantoxp—Then how is their action 
to be explained? 

‘His Lonnsum—Perfectly. They never had 
anything tg do with it except that they gave 

to the owners on condition that they 
would not build up on it. 

‘Mr. Drummoxp said he would go on now 
and endeavour to bring out the facts, and say

Witness, to Mr. Warsewnront—When I 
sold the land to the Race Course, I did not 
sign anything but the deed shown'me, I had 

forel transferred the original 
foo Hogg. ‘The Chinamen would 
not know the difference between Race Course 
and other Clubs, they would most likely refer 
to them all as Race Course. Words of limita- 
tion are not usually expressed in Chinese do- 
cuments, but it is understood that in an agree- 
ment entered into by a Chinaman the privileges 
and responsibilities attach to heirs and assigns 
—for 1,000 years. Inever applied for a printed 
title deed for the two mow. Mr. Hogg got 
the land.transferred upon the origiial foong- 
fan which Thanded him, and which ia good 
till superseded by the printed title deed issued 
by the Tsotai, Previous to that deed the 
Jand can pass by a mere Chinese assignment, 

Mr. Drvanioxp hoped his Lordship would 
take a note of this. 

‘To rue Court—The printed deed is to the 
« Maloo Koongsze.” 

Mr, Deuwaioxp—Then comes the question 
who the Maloo Koongsze is 

His Lonvsi1e—To the Chinese it is all the 
same; that does not at all affect your argu- 
ment. If you can prove the Race Course sold 
to you, yoit have a very good chance of gain« 
ing your case. 

. WAINEWRIGHT—Ob, certainly, 
Witness, to Mr. Warexwatont—t have no 
recollection other than I have stated, about 
my negotiation with Mr. Hogg.

E. J. Hocg—I was Treasurer and one of 
the Committee of the Recreation Fund in 
1860 and 1861. I am shown the minute book 
of Recreation Fund meetings. This a list 
of documents received by Mr. Maintz, from 
Mr. Dent. Tt is in my handwriting. ‘There 
are some interlineations, apparently in Mr. 
Groom's handwriting. I presume the list is 
correct. 

‘Tho Cour required this book, as well as the 
former, in evidence, for its own guidance. 

Witness to Mr. Drvsmtoxp—I cannot re- 
member any document by which the Recrea- 
tion Fund admitted to the Race Club any pro- 
viso against building. I remember there was 
amatshed on the ground before the present 
pavilion existed, nearly on the site of the 

avilion. I remember writing to the Cricket 
lub about the necessity for removing this 
matshed, or the pavilion—that it should be 
removable at the Race Club's pleasure. I 
‘think it was when the pavilion was built. 

‘To the Court—I was an original shareholder 
in the Recreation Fund, and also a member of 
the Race Club aod ricket Club. The 
pencil letter shown me is in my handwriting : 

es Groos.—As to erecting tho shed, please write 
two a letter stating exactly what you wast, ahd that yox 
‘wil guarantes that fe shall bo femovesbie ‘at Ue races 
And fuck times a4 the Stewards of the Hace Club may 
Fequire, and then I think Lean yu it through for you. 
BJ.H 
‘This is a hasty note, and evidently refers to 
some interviews Mr. Groom and I must have 
had. I probably wrote as a Cricketer, sayin, 
tha, as Seoretary ‘to the Itace Club, I could 
probably put through what the Cricket Club 
wished if they made a formal request. 

In reply to the Court, Mr. Hocc said every 
shareholder in the Recreation Ground dil sell 
his share. The Tis. 50 that were to be paid to 
each, were not paid till long after. ‘The money 
of the Fund was all locked up at the time, in 
the Club and elsewhere. ‘The ‘Ils. 50 had been 
repaid within the last few years. 

fo Mr. Watsewnronr.—I was not here 
when the centre of the Race Course was 
bought, and know nothing personally about 
the matter. 

W. il, Meouvrst.—I am shown a 
translation of a Chinese bond [signed by the 
proprietors of land inside the Course, not to 
build on their Jand nor to let or sell without 
offering first to the Race Club]. ‘The ouly 
objection I have to the translation, is to the 
words “Race Club.” The Chinese words are 
Maloo Koongsze. They mean Horse Road 
Company, and might as well mean Race 
Course as Race Club. The paper is sim- 
ply an undertaking by the people to do 
what they were ‘told. They were told 
not to build, nor to lease or sell, except to the 
Race people. I do not know’ personally of 
any other instance of pre-emptory rights be- 
ing given ; but I believe it is a common prac- 
tice to secure the refusal of land by the pay- 
ment of a small sum. It was common in 
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those days to register in tho Consulate the 
names of intending purchasers ; there were so 
many applicants for land. And while the 
applicant's name was on ‘the register, sale 
by the Chinese to another person’ would 
not have been acknowledged. This bond, 
however, is not of that nature. I am 
asked whether, looking at the document 
before mo, if the proprietors did sell to any 
ne but the Race Club with the assent of the 
Club, would the purchaser be able to do what 
ho liked with the land? ‘That is a matter of 
opinion, ‘There is nothing in the paper to

I read a translation of 
letter from Mr, Markham to the Shanghai 
Hsien, 23rd May, 1863, handing over payment 
of Tis. 10,750 on behialf of Race Course Com- 
mittee for the Chinese tors, and pro- 
mising to send bond for additional payment 
in ease of futuro alienation, the followin 
week, &. I am shown the bill of sale o 
30 mow, as to which I differ regarding some 
points of translation. I would read the sen- 
tence alluded to: We hand over this land to 
the ‘Trustees of the Race Course for their 
legitimate use, we making no unnecessary 
objections, instead of “branching sections.” 
«Legitimate use” is a usual phrase in Chinese 
documents. 

His Lonnsuir did not see the importance of 
this. ‘The question was whether defendants 
bought this 30 mow of land with notice of an 
undertaking in equity which would in equity 
bind them not to build upon it. Aud were 
they to suppose that the Race Club were such 
abominable fools as to give Tis. 3,000 to have 
the houses pulled down, and then sell without 
any restriction. 

Mr. Druamioxp would use his Lordship's 
metaphor, and ask was it likely that the Fund. 
‘Trustees were such abominable fools as to 
purcbase this ground in the interior with a 
Aisability preventing them making any wse 
of it at all?

Mr. Druusoxp did not admit that the 
ground was bought by the Recreation Fund to 
promote racing, and said there was nothing to 
show that the alleged liability existed between 
the parties from beginning to end. 

itness continued am inclined to think, 
reading the bill of sale for 30 mow together with 
the bond not to build or sell, that the sentence 
in the bill of sale with regard to no conditions, 
refers to the conditions by which the Ind had 
deen hampered by the previous bond.

jtmess—All that I can say is, there is 
nothing on the face of this to bind Chinese 
or foreign assignees, although the custom 
would bind the Chinese, whether it had that 
effect on foreigners or not. 

Mr. Drvscoxp—Mr, Medhurst being an 
expert, T any this opinion ought to be taken. 

‘Lonpsmmr—But you must make out 
that he is an expert,“ 

Witness, being further questioned by Mr. 
Davunoxd, said.—There is nothing on the 
face of this bond (for 466 mow) to bind either 
heira or assignees, Chinese or foreign, 
but according to Chinese custom native heirs 
or assignees’ would be bound. Whether 
foreign heirs or assignees would be bound, 
rests’ with his Lordship of course, but i 
might say the signers of the bond could not 
very well have contemplated foreign assignees, 
because no foreign assignee could take the 
Iand unless upon a deed from the Consulate, 

Mr. Drvatwoxp—Would you also state 
whether, according to Chinese law and eustom, 
the Raco Course buying this propert; 

ia Lorvsuir—That is for me to decide, 

Mr. Davantoxp—I ask Mr. Medhurst, be- 
gause I consider him an expert in the Chinese

Witness—Ever since I was a boy ; for 30

‘Mr. Drvxsstoxp—Aro you able to read Chi- 
nese gotrwedly: ? 

Witness—With the help of a Chinese teacher 
at times, sometimes without. 

‘Mr. Duvasroxp—You have no difficulty in 
reading that document? (The bond.) 

‘Witness—Not at all. 

Mr. Drvsmoxp—You can speak Chinesc, 
and understand it when it is spoken to you? 

‘Witness—Yes. 

‘Mr. Drusoroxp—You are in the habit of 
sitting in appeal cases where Chinese are con- 
eerned,—I mean cases of appeal from the 
Mixed’ Court? 

Wirvess.—Yes, sitting in conjunction 
the Taotai. 

Mr. Devanwoxp.—For how many years have 
you acted in that capacity ? 

‘Warvess.—There is no such system as 
‘Mixed Court except at Shanghai, and I have 
been at this Consulate 6 or 7 years. 

‘Mr. Drumaonp.—And daring that time you 
havo been in the habit of sitting with ‘the 
‘Taotai, and hearing the Chinese law and cus- 
toms involved in the various cases ? 

‘Warxess.—Yes ; by the Treaty 
ssul can hear mixed cases. 

‘Mr. Druswono.—And you hear the Chi- 
nese law ? 

‘Winviss.—The Chinesehave always claimed 
that their own subjects should be’ tried ac- 
cording to the Chinese law, and J, to a certain 
extent, have always given some consideration 
to that requirement ; but in all cases as far 
‘as possible I have endeavoured to decide b; 
equity and common sense. Ihave not bound 
myself by Chinese law. 

Mr, Dumaoxp—But the Chinese Inw has 
eon proved to you in all these cases? 

‘Witness—The law has never been quoted. 
‘The Chinese Jay down certain propositions 
according to their own ideas, and state that 
they are Chinese custom and Jaw; but you 
never hear the Chinese quote the law as 
foreigners do, as they do in this Court for 
instance. 

Mr. Drusnroxp—How long have you been 
Consul in China? 

‘Witness—Some 22 years. 

‘Mr. Drusntonp, upon these facts, submit- 
ted that Mr. Medhurst’s evidence’ was pro- 
perly admissible for what it was worth. 

fis Lorpsnie—Then I must rule against 

ou. I do not wish to be offensive to Mr. 

fedhurst ; but I say he is not an expert in 
Chinese law. 

‘Mr. Drusmroxp—1 say that this ia a ques- 
tion of Chinese law, and Mr. Medburst is ikely 
to know moro of it than any one ese in Shang- 

ai. 

‘His Lonvstr—Then I must rule against 
you, 
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Mr. Davsnioxp asked his Lordship to take 
a note of his opinion. 

Witness—I can support his Lordship most 
vertainly, by saying I am not an expert in 
Chinese law. 

‘His Lonpsutr—What does an expert mean, 
but a person skilled in a particular art or 
‘science ? 

Mr. Davsnroxp.—Mr. Medburst has _beon 
in China 30 years, Consol 92, and for 6 or7 
fhe has been in the habit of sitting on the 

snch where Chinese Iaw has been acted 
upon. 

‘His Lonpsump.—I_ assure 
wrong, because he has not admi 
nese law or had it brought before his notice 
necessarily. The Treaty says he is to sit with 
the Taotai and give his decision, but there is 
no mention of Chinese law, and as a matter 
of fact Chinese Law is not administered. 

Mr. Duaatosp—It is not necessary after 
all for me to prove Chinese Jaw at all; only

‘Witness's examination was then proceeded 
with. T produee the Land Register. book 
of the Consulate in which ali landed pro- 
prietors have to sign their names. No. 780 is 
the register ofthe 430 mow in question, Ibis 
signed by the Foreign proprietors, —Aessrs. 
Keswick, Forbes, and Antrobus, ‘There is a 

pencil, —Dixwell tosign, but nothin, 
farther. Ibis dated February, 196%. We re 
those three as the owners’ of the property 
they are respousible for the annual rent, 
If the Title Deed itself were destroyed, 
and application was made for a new one, it 
would be made out on the basis of this one, 

Mr. Davsnroxp then produced three Chi 
nese documents,—the two bills of sale and ¢] 
Vond, and asked witness if the Ch 
natures (460 in number) were alike on each, 

‘Wirsias replied he could tell, but it would 
take up so much of the timo’ of the Court 
that he would suggest they be sent down to 
the teacher to be marked off,—which the 
Court to. 

Mr. Drumsox also produced the two title 
deeds—the one relating to the 430. mow, and 
the other to the 30 move, written in Chinese 
on the one side and printed in English ou the 
other. 

‘Wrrwess—The designations attached are the 
* Maloo Association,” and “‘the Directors of 
the Maloo Company.” I consider they are 
fairly translated. 

‘Mr. Davsnioxp—If a foreigner buys from 
a Chinaman who has not a printed deed such 
1s this in his possession— 

His Lonpsuy—A Chinaman does not give 
one. 

Mr. Drvawoxp—Well, it a foreigner buys 
a piece of land from ‘Chinaman, ean he 
transfer it to another foreigner, and get a now 
title deed made out in his name? 

Witness—Under such cireumstances, 1 
should give the title on the bill of sale, 
but make out the original Chinese as 
tho vendor, and pass if over from him 
to the ultimate purchaser. Ifa Chinaman 
sells to a foreigner, and the foreigner re- 
ceives the bill of sale and passes it over to 
another foreigner, the Intter may take 
up the register of the Iand on that bill 
of sale, but in registering I should not recog- 
nize the intermediate -transfer. I should 
consider the Chinaman sold it to the ultimate 
purchaser. ‘That, however, is a mere matter 
of custom. 

‘His Lorpsurr.—Is not that a risky thing 
todo? \ 

Mr. Warxewnront—That is tho only thing 
you ean do. 

His Lorpsnre.—Suppose a question of iden- 
tity ever arises, the title decd differs from the 
Dill of sale. 

‘Witness—It is the custom here. 

His Lonpsme—Bat a man might find a bill 
of sale in the street and present it here, 
how would you know anything to the con: 


teary? 
"Witness—The recording officer. would pro- 
bably enquire as to how he got it, and he 
would reply, ‘I bought it of so and so.” 

His Lorvsmp—But supposing he did not 



















































give you the truth, surely it would complicate 
matters terribly ? 

‘Witness—It is a risky thing to do, no doubt, 
but we could not register the foreigner as the 
transferrer, because he is not the owner. 
According to our rules, a foreigner cannot 
register Innd until the purchase is complete. 

‘Mr. Warvewnrour—I take it that it is the 
same as a Chinese order, payable to the bearer. 

‘Witness—We do not recognise the for- 
eigner’s transfer, because we cannot do so 
until he is the owner. 

Mr. Devsnioxp—Aund is not the Chineso 
Dill of sale registered in the Hien's office to 
the foreigner? 

Witness—Not necessarily so, In the case 
of tho two Chinese documents here, the one 
for the 430 mow bears the official stamp, but 
the oue for the 30 mow does not ; the ‘Tepao, 
however, always attests the bill of sale, ‘Ihe 
ultimate purchasers are registered in the book, 
but the register docs not agree with the 
Chinese title deed in the case of the 430 mow. 

Mr, Warsewnront—Do not _you take it 
that, in putting down the words used in tho 
English versiou, the translator knew of his 
own knowledge that the Chinese meant to 
designate the parties whom he put down? 
Is not it really a mistranslation on the part 
of the Chinese rather than the foreigner ? 

Witness—It is scarcely fair to call it a mis-. 
translation, ‘he English part is a mere 
printed form, where there are not more than a 
dozen words to be inserted ; the actual do- 
cument is in Chinese. 

Mr. Warsewnrantt (presenting witness with 
a book on the Land Regulations) :—This book 
is yours 

Vitness.—Yes, I point out the land regula- 
tions in force at the time the transactions in 
place, those of "61-65. 4 
inal regulations ‘were at that time in 
force. 

Mr. Warsewrtanr said he should like to 
put this in evidence. 

‘His Loxpsutr asked how they affected the 
question. 

Mr, Warewnront said, beeause these re- 
gulations simply referred 'to the settlement, 
the Iand outside the boindaries, 
(To witness) —Have you the register or re: 
ceipt for the deed for the 30 mow ? 

His Lonpsim,—The 30 mow never was ro-

Witness.—He ignored my arguments and 
reiterated the claim ; eventually the matter 
was compromised. It has been decided that 
in faturo the Recreation Fund do not pay tho 
tax for the 30 mov, (Document shewing 
nature of compromise put in.) 

(Witness, on. examining the Land Register 
book, found the register for the 30 mow, 
which, however, was not signed by anyone.) 

His Lonvsmrr.—With regard to the course 
pursued in obtaining title deeds of property, 
is this how itis done? A gentleman comes 
to your office with a bill of sale showing that 
certain Chinese property has been sold to 
somebody—to himself or some one else—and 
asks you to make him out a title deed. Tt is 
mailé out, the English boing filled in, 
At that time no translation is made of it, 
and the Chinese copy of the document. is 
filled up by the Chinese clerk. Not knowing 
the name of tho foreigner, he looks to the 
original deed which you sent in to the oftice 
with this, and finds there, say, the Maloo 
Company,’ as the vendors." ‘This he fill 
and sends it back to you 
true translation. ‘The fact is thie Chinese is 
the translation of this, not this of that, and 
passing from one hand to another, this merely 
represents the name of the purchaser whom 
thie Chineso supposed i that person. 

‘Witness said the method was not carried 
out with the formality deseribed. ‘Tho 
English was all copied in by Yang Heding, 
the land office clerk, who also inserted the 
Chinese ; but he would suggest that Yang 
Heading be himself questioned on the point, as 
to whether the bill of sale was taken in any- 
body's name. 

Mr. Duwamcoxn, re-examining Mr. Med- 
hurst, drew his attention to the preamble of 
‘the book on the Land Regulations, page 14, 
and to one or two clauses as to the particular 
formalities to ho observed under the, ‘rent 
as to land within the boundaries an? 
of the Settlement as there set fort" 
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boundaries and limits include the land now in 
dispute in any way? 

‘Witness replied these boundaries did not 
inelude the Iand in question, but as a matter 
of practice the same formalities were carried 
out in all eases. ‘The same practice was ob- 
served with regard to land on the Pootung 
shore, for instanee,- although it was nob 
covered by the boundaries. 

Mr, Warxewnicnt.—But land registered 
at this Consulate is always subject to the 
same regulations ? 

Winsess.—Yes, 

Mr, Druwaoxp.—Is there anything to pre- 
vent land being registered at the Consulate 
here, when bonght by a foroigner outside the 
limits of the settlement? 

‘Wirsess.—We register land which is pur- 
chased outside the limits, on the principle laid 
down for the boundaris 1 do not know that 
there is anything to prevent ‘such land being 
registered ; aman for his own sake would see to 
it. But I would not register his land unless he 
went through the usual formalities at the 
Consulate. 

Mr. ‘Drvanoxp—On what ground would 
‘you refuse him ? 

Witness—On the ground that T would not 
pub asido formalities just to pleas one man. 

‘Mr, Warxewnicut—This document is good 
enough to state that the land is situato within 
the bounds of the Settlement. 

‘His Lonvsum—That is another informality 
in these deeds. 

‘Mr. Drumtoxp—I suppose every title deed 
has this paragraph at the bottom, preventin; 
any houses being built for the occupation of 
the Chinese? 

‘Witness.—Ves, but that is covered by the 
act of authorization, which T may remark 
appears likewise to rest on no legal basis.

Instance, 

Witness—No, because the bill of sale in 
this one has the same phrase as _the other one 
in Chinese. Sometimes 1 go to the olfice, 
and ask for the names, 

‘To Mr, Mepnurst, who was asked to put 
the noxt question—Sometimes a merchant 
buys a piece of ground, gets a Lill of sale, but 
does not. register it. "He sells it to another, 
and the other takes out tho register for it. 
T fill in the register as if the Chineso had sold 
the land to the second foreiguer. I remem- 
ber an instance where Mr. Groom bought 
ome land, and sold it to Mr. Harvey without 
having registered it. In that case we regis- 
tered it in Mr, Harvey's name. 

Mr. Mepnuksr—Did_ you a 
Party how it came into his hands? 

itness—No, I accepted it as a fact. 

Mr. Warxrwrrcnr—Who fills up the 
Chinese printed form at the back of the deed ? 

Witness—It is done in the Consulate, aud 
then sent into the city to be stamped. 

Mr. Watsewnrout—Can Chinese collect 
ground rent and land tax from foreigners, 
supposing the foreigner buys a pices of land 
and does not take out a title deed. 

Witness—No, not by the regular tax col- 
lector, but it is collected by the ‘Tepao of 

ict. 

, Warxewricut—The holder is looked 
upon as a native? 

‘Witn Yes. 

¥. B. Fonves, sworn, “said—I am one of 
tho’ trustees of the Recreation Fun: 
Edward Cunningham was one of the original 
trustees, and when he left I took his place. 
To not remember the purchase of the 430 
‘mow. Lwas not here. I remember signing 
the register at tho Consulate, I remember 
that the agreement for the purchase of the 
30 mow was subsequent. The actual agree- 
ment was only made the other day. The 
‘compromise mado was to give Tis. 2,000 and 
allow the Race Club certain privileges. The 
trustees felt they were, paying this money 
twice ; we agreed to do it simply because we 
considered that Mr. Henry Dent's letter had 
committed us to it. The bond produced isa 
cop, of the one I signed; Mr. Cunningham 

ii me there waa no’ personal responsibility, 

Sst the $107,000 would be: paid if the 
“Mor built upon. Inever heard 
“neement. I always thought 
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we could do what we liked with the interior 
of the Course, but we never intended to build 
upon it, Ihave been appointed alegal trus- 
tee, and Iam bound todo all I can to estab. 
lish our title to that property, in accordance 
with the views I have always held. Mr. Dent 
had written that when we had money we 
would pay the Race Club for the 30 mow. 
I thought it very doubtful that they could 
give us a clean title deed, as so far as we 
‘could find from our own title deeds our claim 
was established. ‘The authorisation to pay 
‘Tis. 2,000 was made at a committee meeting. 
‘We paid the amount because they told us 
they had got a clean title deed, which was in 
the Consulate. 

To Mr. Warxewnicnt—We certainly paid 
the amount on the understanding that they 
would give us a clean title deed. We had a 
title deed for 430 mow, and therefore con- 
cluded that we had already paid for all the and 
Inside the race course. We have vouchers of 
the payment made for the land. When we got 
atitle deed for ‘all the land,” we thought we 
had paid for it. Our accounts shew that we 
paid more for the land to Mr. Markham, than 
the amount specified in the title deed ; we paid 
Tis. 12,500 ; while in the title deed there were 
‘Tis 10,750 ‘stated only. I do not know how 
the amount was made up. Looking over the 
accounts in our possession, we were under the 
impression, we Were paying for the 30-mow 
twice. Iwas once a steward of the Race 
Course. 1 do not hold any of its scrip. 
‘Mr. Cunningham may havehad. Inever heard 
there was any kind of obligation to the Race 
Club not to build inside the Racecourse. Ihave 
only heard it spoken of. It struck me that 
all the arrangements made were contained 
in the bond for Ts. 107,000 to the Chinese. 
Inever thought thero were any other obliga- 
tions than those contained in that bond at fie 
time I signed it 

Mr. Warsewnrcu7—And 
come here as a Trustes of 
Fund to fight the question. 

Witness—We had no option. We were 
called upon by the injunction of the Court 
to appear here and shew cause why the in- 
junction should not be pe . 

Mr. Warxewniont—Only if you liked to 
come, 
nlituess <I certainly felt bound not, to 

yw such an injunction to it on

‘To. Mr. Drumaoxp—This is an agcount 
shewing that Mr. Cunningbam hela ls. 50 
shares in the old riding course ; and these seve- 
ral popers that he received ecttain dividends. 

jr. Warxzwnicnt did not consider this 
had anything to do with the present case. 

His Lorpsnm—The old riding course has 
nothing whatever to do with the race course. 
The old drive was sold, and the money real- 
ized by the sale was spent on the Bubbli 
Well Hoad, The new race course was formed 
but the trustees for the sale of the 
course had nothing to do with 
course. 

Mr. Davanoxp.—But the same individu. 
als who held the old driving course also held 
the new race course. 

His Lonpsmrr—Very likely, but that has 
nothing in the world to do wit 

ess continued (to Mr. Wainewright)—I 
fully understood that, when the 430 mow was 
rchased, it gave us all the land within the 

‘ace Course ditch. ‘The bond states so, and 
the title deed says the land is bounded on all 
sides by the ditch, and there is not a word 
to show that there is any more land besides 

We paid land tax for 430 mow. ‘The 
bond for 466 mow T knew nothing of. 

‘To Mr. Watxewrriour—My signature is 
attached ‘to the lease of the Cricket Club. 

Tt being now 12.30, the Court adjourned for 
an hour. 

On the Court resuming at 1.30, 

‘His Lorpsmrr proposed to state certain facts, 
which weighed upon his mind from his former 
knowledge of the position of the parties, and 
which though no doubt he ought, he found it 
impossible to dismiss. ‘The only question 
was whether he should do so before further 
evidence was taken, or before giving judg- 
ment. 

Mr. Darusmonp thought it could not be 
done too soon. If he knew what they were 
he could try and meet them.

Club, Mr. Henry Dent, Mr. James Hogg, and 
Mr. Markham came to me, in consequence of 
a claim made by the authorities, I think the 
‘Taotai, for an additional sum of Tis.

They came to ask my opinion, presuming, 
I suppose, that as I was the chief legal 
authority here, I could best tell how to resiat 
this claim, I’ believe on that occasion they. 
gave me a sketch of the position of 
the Race Club and Recreation Fund,—no do- 
cuments were produced. ‘The Fund was then 
in very low water, in fact non-existent, except 
that certain moneys had been applied in a 
certain way. 

‘Mr. Drusmoxp—You mean that the funds 
were locked up. 

‘His Lonnsutr—Yes, they simply said they 
were locked up--did not tell me in what way; 
I presumed they had been applied in accor- 
ance with the ‘Trust. ‘The gentlemen named 
applied to me to furnish reasons to enable Mr. 
Markham to resist the claim, I distinctly 
recall—and it principally bears upon th 
that the Fund representatives said, supposing 
‘they were in a condition, which ‘they wore 
not, to pay this Tis. 125, or any portion which 
the’ villagers would be’ willing to accept, in 
order to get rid of the non-building contract, 
they were under such terms with the Race 
Club that they would be no better off than 
they were before, ‘They would have spent 
their funds, and still be unable to avail 
Bhemeelves of the privilege of building whieh 
they had bought up. ‘Winchester at- 
tended that meeting, and wrote a letter to the 
Chehsien, combating the Chinese view. Again, 
in 1867, I think, the Chehsien (and: this par- 
ticularly fixes it in my memory) was mobbed 
by the villagers ; and certainly, I think, Mr. 

fog, I believe Mr. Dent, and certainly Mr. 
Dallas, and two or three other gentlemen, came 
to me again, Mr, Wade was then superin- 
tending the publication of his work, and it 
was moat important to get his opinion of the 
terms of the so-called bond. ‘The same argu- 
ments were used, that even supposing the 
Fund paid the Tis. 125, or any modification 
of it, they would be only spending the public 
money for no good, being still bound by the 
arrangement with the Race Club, They should 
have permission to build so far as the Chinese 
wero concerned, but still have the difficulty 
with the Race Club, 

Mr. Druaniox—By mention of a difficulty 
with the Race Club, am I to understand that 
the bond was produced and considered ? 

His Lonpsmir—No ; neither produced nor 
considered—no documents were produced at 
all. ‘The gentlemen merely said, tho und 
tanding we hold with the Race Club i 
Binding, upon us, and we. could not, build 
quoad the Race Club, My impression is that 
the 1867 meeting occurred in Mr, Hogg's 
house. 

Mr. Groosr thought one meeting occurred 
at the Consulate. . 

Mr, Drummoxp, looking at the names, re- 
marked that as far ashe could discover. they 
wereall those of Race Club men, "=. + 

His Lorpsm1e—They were certainly repre- 
sentatives of the Recreation Fund, and they 
asked me to urge upon Mr.. Wade to- fight 
this battle, onthe very “ground of their 
understanding with the Race Club.” The 
latter were not mixed up in it, excopt so far 
as that they accompanied the’ others to the 
maging. roe ' 

Mr. Drvanroxp thought the names were ail 
of men belonging to the Race Club, 

Mr. Keswicx believed -he was at the time 
both a Trustee of the Fund and a Steward.of 
the Race Club. He had a perfect recollection - 
of the difficulty that led to the bond being 
given, and of the discussion which arose out 
of the Chinese argument that there had been 
an infringement of the: bond and that they ~ 
were entitled to compensation. But his mind 
was a blank as to what his Lordship had said 
with regard to meeting Le 
His Lorpsie—I think the Reereation Fuad 
ropresentatives were Messrs. ‘Turing, Probst, 
and Hargreaves. ‘They must have been mer 
bers of the Recreation Fund, and may also 
Lave been members of the R. Club ; the Rave 
Club had no interest to urge Hecgioe hor 
were not asked to pay the Tis. 125. But 
cannot recollect the names, I have seen’ so 
many and I never took any note of them or of 
the meetings. - Before I wenthome, I was very 
anxious indeed that this interior of the Race 
Course should be made into a botanical garden, 
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‘and Mr. Groom was kind enough to furnish me 
with estimates of what the cost would be of 
Jaying it out.”

He also read a letter from Mr. Bell to M 
Groom, Probst, Hargreaves, and ‘Turing, 
founded on the above. 

‘His Lonpsmtr—This rofers to another mat- 
tor. Iwas being constantly referred to. 

‘Wistram Keswick, sworn, stated—I have 
no recollection of the meetings or repr 
ations just referred to in his Lordship’s 
statement, nor of their coming to me by 
report or common notoriety. My memory 
may be defective, but Ihave no recollection 
of anything- of tho kind, I succeded Mr. 
Tames Whittall as a Trustee of the Recreation 
Fund in 1863. I signed the Tis, 107,000 
boud. Iwas not aware that the bond put 
in by the Raco Club existed ; and never heard 
of it till: this case. I have never had any 
other impression than that the only liability 
attaching to the property for which 1am a Trus- 
tee is Tis. 125 a mow to the Chinese. I believed 
our liability-was subject to redemption, and 
that we could build or do anything we liked 
it"'wo paid the Chinoso that Tis. 195. 
Through the Sceretary of the Fund, 1 was 
made‘aware of this proceeding, and I'as well 
as tho other ‘Trustees was very averse to 
being dragged into Court. We met and con- 
sidered the subject, and came to the con- 
clusion that it was our duty to defend the 
¢ase—to maintain the rights of our trust 
intact. When T first heard of the difficulty 
which arose, I addressed the following letter 
to-my co-trustee:

‘That step we took, and that expresses my 
opinion at the time. Up to the present 
moment the opinion of all the Trustees has 
been unanimous in the steps we have taken. 
Daring ’65, ’66, 67 and 6S, I was absent from 
Shanghai ;'T left I think on Ist August 1866, 
and have not since been a Trustee till I 
returned to Shanghai about two months ago. 
Iwas present in Shanghai when the deed was 
obtained and the bond given, aud when we 
understood we had obtained possession of the 
interior of the Course, 

Cross-examined—I had not discussed the 
question with othersorin my own mind, butmy 
impression was that our ouly liability was the 
bond to the Chinese if we built on the land. 
We had always taken care not to injure the 
Course through courtesy, but not, from any 
obligation to do so. During the whole period 
of my early trusteeship 1 was a Steward of 
the Race Club. [Showa letter by Groom as 
Scoy. of Cricket Club to James Hogg as Secy. 
of Club Com., of 15th June 1869, 
asking permission to put up pavilion on condi- 
tion that it be pulled down when requested 
by the Race Club, Memorandum by Mr. 
Hogg, of same date, attached thereto, to the 
effect that there could be no objection *pro- 
viding it is distinctly unders 
pavilion) may have to come down at the Race 
time. Immense pains have been taken to 
obtain clear course” &e.] 1 signed that 
memo. becauso, in the interests of racing, I 
thought it highly desirable there should be no 
obstruction ; the right was not gone into when 
Tsigned the memorandum. It was my duty 
as a Steward of the Race Club, so far as not 
against the interests of the Rec. Fund, to 
endeavour to preserve the Course for the pur- 
Rose, for which it was obtained. ‘That Mr. 

Whittall held shares in the Racecourse I am 
aware, but I had nothing to do with them, 
and do not recollect ever having seen any of 
the scrip. At no time did I hold shares in 
the Race Club myself, nor am I aware that I 
held any for others ; { believe not. 

A. J. How, sworn, stated—I becathe Secre- 
fary of the Recreation Fund Committes on 
20th March 1866, on retirement of Mr. Henry 
Dent. I received a letter dated 17th April 
1866 from Mr. Groom as representing Shang- 
hai Cricket Club.

‘That refers to the clause in the Cricket 
Glub lease from the Recreation Fund, that 
they should not build without pormis- 
sion of the Fund. My letter is attached 
to the lease in Court. ‘The meaning through- 
out in my mind was that 1 was under the 
impression the Race Club were partics to 
the deed or bond, and could set the Chinese 
upon us to claim the Tis. 125, not that they 
had any power to cause removal of buildings 
themselves. 

To the Court—The Race Club did not join 
in the bond for'Tls. 107,000, and I have never 
seen any other. ‘They had always asserted a 
right to put the penalty .under the Lond in 
motion, of which I understood . they: knew, 
and I thought if they did so thoy would ruin 
the Fund. 

His Loxpsittr—You meant if the Race 
Club told you to pull down that shed you 
would pull it down. 

Mr. Drvapiosp submitted that Mr. How 
was the best wituess as to what he meant 
when he wrote the letters. ‘There could not 
be better testimony that the existence of the 
(ls. 125 bond was a matter of public notoriety, 
ut that was a very different thing from per- 
‘petnal prohibition. 










































Wursess—That Tis. 125 obligation was the 
only bond 1 ever heard of. Never ‘heard till 
the other day of the bond. obtained by pay- 
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ment of $466, I don’t remember the execu- 
tion of tho Cricket Club lease; I was not in 
Shanghai at the time. ‘The Cricket Club by 
their lease have bound themselves to obtain 
permission to build from the Recreation Fund. 
We made that stipulation to save the Fund 
from the penalty of ‘Tis. 125 a mow. The 
Jease was drafted by Mr. Bird. 

‘Mr, Dtamoxp said a delay occurred in 
signing the lease because the Cricket Club 
could not be guaranteed aright of way through 
the Raco Course and Recreation Fund 
ground. 

His Loxpsuir—That is rather material. 
‘Whom did you apply to for right of way 
there must be correspondence about it ? 

‘Mr. Drumaonp was not prepared with evi- 
dence now; but it might be a case for an 
action for right of way. 

His Lonpsure thought it important. 

Mr. Drvantoxp said he must get up evi- 
dence if his Lordship would suggest in what 
light he considered it important. 

{His Lordship, though he was prepared 
with a suggestion, declined to offer it, as it 
‘was hinted that the producing evidence on the 
point would involve anot aaqday’s trial, at least, 

Mr. Drumatoxp said he was there not to 
prove a caso, but to mect anything his friend 
put forward, and if he made a point of this he 
(Mr. D.) would bring forward evidence. It 
was however, le considered, an open question 
irrespective of the question in Court, like the 
30 mow, 

‘Wrrxiss continued—I identify copy of 
account current of Recreation Fund with H. 
Dent, Treasurer, dated 12th June 1805. 
‘Amounts arc entered as I believe payments 
from Mr, E, M. Swith for Cricket Ground. 

Prpno Loureio, sworn, stated—In 1863 
Iwas bookkeeper in Messrs. Dent & Co.'s. I 
identify an account showing sums paid, Tis. 
12,500, to Mr. Markham by Mr. Dent. 
Mr. Markham was vice-Consul at the time, 
and a Steward of the Race Club, and it 
is my belief it was paid to him in the 
latter capacity, whether because of his official 
position, which might enable him tosettle the 
matter on easier terms, Ican't say. I gave or 
sent the money to Mr. Markham, and my 
belief is, that it was paid to him as a member 
of the Racecourse Committee, not as Vice- 
Consul. 

Cross-examined—I don’t remember if I sent 
or handed this money to Mr. Markham. It 
may haye beon by order ; there was nothing 
on the face of the order ‘to show in what ca- 
pacity he was receiving the money ; it was I 
think simply “pay to J. Markham, Esq, 
or order.” “It was paid on March 7, 1863. ‘L 
always understood that the money to bay the 
property ius the Course was found by the 
Recreation Fund. Mr. Markham had to do 
With the Race Course, but not more than 
others, oxcopt as a more active member. I 
think the money was paid to Mr. Markham as 
amombor of the Race Club, because if it had 
Been as Vice-Consul, it would have appeared 
in the Cousular books. {saw him frequently 
at the old Consulate with the tipso paying 
small sums. 

To Mr. Drvsaoxn—Parties genorally buy- 
ing Innd settle the payment themselves. I 
have never known another case of the Consul 
paying small sums to tipaos on behalf of pur- 
chagers, 

In answer to his Lonosmir, 

Mr. Dantas said Mr. James Hogg was se- 
eretary of the Race Club at that time, ; 

James Pisusrey ‘Tare, sworn, stated—T 
yas a member of the Recreation Fund 
Committee in 1866, I remember corres- 
pondence passing between tho Recreation 
Fund and the” Cricket Club Committee 
about building and planting trees. I am 
called without notice, and have had no op- 
portunity of refreshing my memory ; but I 

hink there was a mistaken understanding 
that the Race Club had cortain rights in this 
respect. Some friondly diseussions took place 
‘etiveon the Committees on the point. Tam 
not aware that the Trustees of the Race Club 
ever prohibited the Cricket Club from building. 
‘Whe right of prohibition lay in the deed from 
the Taotai. “As [understand it, we had only 
to pay Tis. 125 a mow at any time, to onable us 
to do so. ‘The impression on my mind was that 
our title would be clean on this extra payment ; 
but T should add that wo never wished to 
build. “My idea was that one title was clear to 
do what Wwe liked, except as regarded the 
extra TMs. 125 a mow, The question was oneo 
raised by the Chinese. ‘There were formerly 
afew little villages on the land; when the

villagers saw the cricket pavilion going up, 
they went to tho Taotai and said foreigners 
were making a profit out of the land; the 
‘Taotai referred the matter to the Consul, when 
it was easily settled. I never heard ‘of the 
obligation towards the Race Club till this ease 
arose. But I say this with a mental reserva- 
tion that I think the Recreation Fund ought 
not to build. 

‘To Mr. Watxgwnient—I am no longer a 
member of the R. F. Committee.

Witness said he knew nothin, 
action. He had not refreshe 
aud declined to commit himself. 

‘To Mr. Wasxzwnroutr.—The conversations 
Lhave referred to were not confined to the 
right of the Club to the 30 mow. Their 
general nature has been shown in this trial— 
“Please pull down your pavilion on Race 
days.” 1 thought at the time there was some 
sort of obligation, but have since altered my 
opinion. The Race Club asserted. a right to 
remove the pavilion at race time, and out of 
courtesy we assented. 

Heezamined by Mr. Dnumsoxp.—When 
we had that understanding, I knew of no 
obligation or bond of any kind. I had no 
means of knowing whether the question of 
right were well founded or not; and never 
t ok means to ascertain. 

‘Yo Mr. Warxewricut—I believe I was at 
the original meeting of the Recreation Fund 
subscribers in 1861. 1 wasa member of the 
Comunittce of the Recreation Fund in March 
1866. I was also acting treasurer in 1862. 

F. A. Gnooxt, sworn, stated—I am a trustee 
of tie Recreation Fund. I first bécame one on 
the 25th May, 1868. I took over the trust from 
Mr. Antrobus. I am shown the petition 
which [ and Mr. David Reid and Mr. F. B, 
Forbes presented, asking for the appointment 
of ‘Trustees. I verified all the statements in 
that document. I know the contents, All 
the principal facts were stated when we made 
that application. ‘They are stated in that 
document. ‘They areall correct. Ihave been 
connected with the Cricket Club for ten years, 
I was Hon. Sec. in Juno, 1864. 1 was 
Scoretary at intervals for § or 9 years The 
Jeaso from the Mecreation Fund to the 
Cricket Club was not executed during my 
secretaryship,. Mr. Caso was then secretary. 
Iwas Trustee and Secretary of the Recreation 
Fund at the time. Ihad to do with giving 
instructions for drawing up tho lease, - now 
that there is in it a covenant against buildin 
without the sanction of the Recreation Fund. 
It was, put there to protect the Trustees of 
the Recreation Fund against the juences 
of the bond which they had entered into to 
pay g farther sum of ls, 125 a mow if any 

ilding were erected. ‘The first I heard of 
the other bond was at a meeting held in Foong- 
mow on the 20th March, 1872, when Mr. 
Dallas mentioned a payment of $466 he had 
made under it. I knew nothing about the 
Recreation Fund in 1864, when I was first 
elected Hon. Sec. of the Cricket Club. I 
knew nothing about it for some years after- 
wards, except that Mr. Dent hada large sum 
of money realised by the sale of certain 

nil. ‘The first letter on the subject 

in dispute was one to Mr. James Hogg 
of 15th June 1863, The question then 
of building a pavilion or matshed was 
first spoken of ; and at the. end of May 
or beginning of Juno I made a contract 
‘on behalf of the Cricket Club with a China- 
ld such a matshed, to stand a year, 

it would be replaced by a pavilion. The 
pencil note (already published) was written 
to me by Mr. &. J. Hogg, in connection with 
that shed. My impression is that Mr. Hogg 
and I bad conversations about the shed. { 
‘was then quite a stranger to the position of 
the Recreation Fund aud Race Club ; I wanted 
to erect a shed in the contre of the Racecourse, 
and it was a matter of courtesy simply that 
we should ask the Race Club's permission. 
At that time I knew nothing about the bond 
even. After the shed was built, I wrote an 
official letter. 1 understood that the Race 
Club asserted a right to interfere with the 
building unless we asked their leave, and I 
had then no means of questioning that asser- 
tion. [ took Mr. Hogg’s word for it. Be- 



































cause he insisted ou having his leave asked, 
weasked it. Ihada different idea before the 








Foongmow meeting. On being appointed 
a RF. Trustee by the Court-l went. into 
the documents and concluded that the Race 
Club had no right to claim this. Tam of 
that opinion still. In the first place I thought 
it was not necessary or incumbent on me to 
enquire as to the necessity for asking permis- 
siou, and that I saved trouble by asking it. I 
have believed the 30 mow was part of the 
430 ever since I first wont into the documents 
—end of 1869 or early 1870. The money had 
not then been paid, but Mr. Dent's letter had 
been written promising to pay it. This 
promise was the only ground on which 
‘agreed to pay it. I was of opinion, however, 
and so was Mr. Dent, that a clean title deed 
could not be produced, that therefore the 
money could not be taken, and that the claim 
could not again be raised with any prospect 
‘of success.” We made a compromise with 
the Race Club, stating the terms if they 
would produce élean title deeds, because then 
we would have proof that the 30 mow did 
exist, "Wo considered that our title deeds, 
with boundary the Race Course ditch, covered 
the whole interior? 

His Lonpsmre—How do you prove that, 

Wrrvzss—If there were other boundaries 
inside they must be stated. 

His Lonpsir—You buy 430 mow bounded 
by the Race Course diteb, but is there any- 
thing in the title deed to show it is the whole 
interior. 

Wrrxess—But otherwise there must be an 
internal as well as external boundary. 

iis Loupsute—‘The vice of the wholo thin 
is, you fancy you bought plese of ground, 
whereas you bought {30 mow. If you had 
bought the whole of the interior it would bo 
very different. 

Mr. Drvatoxp—If the boundaries stated 
aro right, they must include everything. 

His Lonpsiir—430 mow you ‘have bought 
and paid for, and it is bounded by the Raco 
Course ditch—that is all, 

Mr. Drostoxp—In tho one case you have 
a boundary stated,—in the other tho extent 
of the property. If the two are inconsistont 
why accept one and reject tho other? 

His Lonpsutr—But they are no doubt both 
correct. 

‘Mr. Dnumaoxp—If the boundary is correct, 
it must include everything within it. 

Mr. Gnooar instanced the case of buying a 
property in the settlement deserbed as bound:

His Lonpsmr—But here you have bought 
430 mow of land, and if there is one mow 
over, you have not paid for it. 

Mr. Drusoroxp—We buy the whole in- 
terior, estimated at 430 mow. It is a rin 
fence property, and I never yet saw a deo 
passing such a property without the whole of 
the interior being covered by it, unless any 
part were specially excepted. ‘It docs nob 
specify the exact amount in the deed, it says 
“alot of land, bounded, &.” 

His Loupsuir—It is precisely the case of 
the bund each proprietor bought so many 
mow of land bounded by the river ; tho river 
Tecades and there is a long strip of land let, 

Witness—T had no doubt, after examining 
the documents, that the title deed gave us the 
right to the whole of the interior. We sub- 
sequently agreed to buy the 30 mow if wo got 
a clean title decd—we knew they had a 
Chinese bill of sale which, however, was dated 
prior to our title to the 430 mow. ’ By clean, 
1 mean an absolute unlimited ‘title.” On my 
roturn to Shanghai, in June 1864, Mr, Dent 
wrote to me to take over the nd and 
draw on him for any expenses. I have joine 
asa Trustco of tho Fund in defending thi 
action, aud fecl myself compelled to take these 
‘steps, in common with my co-trustces, to pre- 
vent this perpetual injunction to the injury of 
our property. Mr. Purdon agrees as well as 
‘the others. When the petition of 28th Jan. 
1870 was put in, it was served upon all. the 
parties, and the Race Club did not then take 
any steps to bring forward this alleged re- 
striction, 

Cross-examinéd—In_ 1859-60, when I was 
first here, the old riding course was in exis- 
tence, ‘The idea of buying the race course 
was not mooted then. There must have been 
houses on the Jand somewhere, but I don't 
know exactly where. When I returned in Dee, 
1863 there Were no houses. It was well 
known that the Race Club had cleared them 
away, but I did not know asa fact who bought 
and paid for the Innd and houses. I have a 
Jetter of 14th June 1869 from Mr. Bayne ap- 
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Paying for i. 8,427.06 a6 the price of certain 
lots, the 30 mow, in centre of Course “at pre-

Ing Corporation, the Union Steam Navigation 
Company, and Messrs. Lane, Crawford & Co. 
‘The deed of submission and the statement of 
the Bank and of Messrs. Lane, Crawford & 
Company have been duly filed, and also a let- 
ter from the Union Steam Navigation Com- 


pay. 

In dealing with the matter, I desire to say, 
first, that the Ping-On was not sold by order 
of the Court. ‘The vessel was sold, as I under- 
stand, by consent of the parties, but as she 
was ‘under seizure, it was required that 
the proceeds of the sale should be paid into 
Court. 

T decided in the case of Messrs, Russell & 
Co, versus the Ping-On, that the Ping-On 
must be dealt with as a domestic ship, by 
reason of the fact that her owner was resident 
here, or present, when the materials, the sub- 
jeot of the suit, were supplied to the ship. 

‘The materials supplied to the by 
Mensra. Lane, Crawford & Company, were not 
different from those supplied by Messrs, 
Russell & Company. The latter were in effect 
planks, the other oakum to put between the 
planks. But a more positive assertion, that 
the credit was given to the ship, is raised in 
the former ease, and authorities are quoted to 
support the proposition that the claimants, as

Taw of the State of New York, of which the 
owner of the ship is declared to be a citizen, 
Af Messrs. Lane, Crawford & Company have a 
maritime lien, it would take precedence of the 
mortgages, and I shall first examine this 
issue. 

‘The laws of the State of New York do give 
alien as alleged to material men, but the 
argument of Messrs. Lane, Crawford & Co., 
that the law of Now York is binding bere 











upon a citizen of that State, is unfounded. 
It is ‘the Laws of the United States,” and 
where these are not adapted to the oliject, the 


“Common Law,” which are to be enforced in 
the Consular Courts. (Vide Statute, June 
22nd, 1861, sec. 4.) 

Touching the allegation of Messrs. Lane, 
Crawford & Co. that they gave credit to the 
ship and not to the owner, I have to say that 
I cannot see in what way this fact, if ad- 
mitted, would set up a maritime contract. 
Upon this point T may quote from the opinion 
of Justice Nelson, of the Supreme Court of 
the United States in Pratt v. Reed, 19th 
Howard: “It is only under very special ci 
cumstances, and in au unforeseen and unex- 
Pectedemengeuey, that an implied maritime 

iypothecation can be created. It seems to 
be supposed that circumstances of a less 
pressing character will satisfy the rule, than 
‘when aloan is required upon a bottomry bond. 
‘We think this a misapprehension.” 

So far as I ean judge, a stipulation like that 
made by Messrs. Lane, Crawford & Co. in this 
instane2 can have no greater effect than such 
stipulation would have in regard to materials 
supplied for the construction of a house, or 
for any other purpose which would be dealt 
with under Common Law procedure. 



















The Bank mortgage, then, must take 
cedence of the claim of Messrs, "Laue, Gravr- 
ford & Co. 

_ The mortgage of the Union Steam Naviga- 
tion Co. is of later date and later registry 
than the other, and must of course romain 
in abeyance until the other is satisfied. - 

A very curious part of this business is that 
the representatives of the Union Steam Na- 
vigation Compauy, while signing the submis- 
sion to arbitration, fail tomake any statement, 
and at the very moment of making the sub- 
mission, propose to withdraw from the con- 
‘sequences of it. 

‘The one point advanced by the second 
mortgagees is that, according to English law, 
the first mortgagees had no right to become 
‘the purchasers. 

I presume that the questio 
is to be determined by English law. 
subject matter is an American ship, and the 
proceeds of that ship impounded by an 
American Court. When money is advanced 
upon an American ship, I take it that the 
person who makes the advance looks to 
American law to define his interest, and he 
is entitled to no remedy beyond that which he 
cau procure under that law. 

fo rule of American law, similar to that 
stated as a ale of Euglish lav, is quoted to 
me by the Union Steam Navigation Company, 
and Edo not know any such rule, If it can 
be pointed out to me, I shall be glad to 
consider whether it ought to be regarded in 
this arbitration, 

My conclusion, therefore, is that as against 
Messrs. Lane Crawford & Co. and the 
Union Steam Navigation Company, the Hong: 
kong & Shanghai Banking Corporation is 
eutitled to the proceeds of the sale of the 
steamer Ping On, now held by me,

Binding that his fare was not sufli- 
ciently sober to tell where he wanted to go, 
he appealed to a sergeant to help Inn cleat 
of his burden, saying he would take the man 
wherever the sergeant thought best. ‘Tho 
latter woke the man up and asked where he 
wanted to go, but only succeeded in cal 
forth a volley of abuse. He attempted to ox- 
plain the position to the obfuscated vituperant, 
and to make him understand that thore was 
no charge being made against him other # 
the demand of the coolie for 20 vents, 
it was right be should pay. ‘The marine, 
however, had no anoney, but offered to pay 
in abuse, a judicious indulgence in which 
having partially cleared his bemused faculties, 
he began to realise his situation and 
attempted to run away. The sergeant took 
him in charge, and placed him in the Police 
office dock, from which he emerged and 
knocked thesorgeant down. With assistance, 
however, he was restrained and. placed ina 
cell, after causing some slight damage, In 
the cell he was noisy and abusive. Prisoner 
said he had never been drunk before ; that he 
was absent from his ship on liberty, and knew 
nothing about his adventures till he found 
himself in the police cell. Had drunk some- 
thing, ho believed, but did not know what 
it was. ‘The charge having been proved, 
Honour sentenced prisoner to 10 days’ 

risonment, to pay for damage done in Police 
Station, aud to pay the coolie’s fare, 20 cents.

Claim. for Tis. 4,313.99, the amount of loss 
oncertain silk shipped to London in July 1872, 
on Defendant's account. 

This was a case referred from the Mixed 
Court, which had decided in favour of plain- 
tiffs, but where the Magistrate and the British 
Assessor had been unable to agree as to the 
amount that should be awarded. 

‘Mr. Caner explained that the two parties 
to the case agreed, in November 1873, to 
refer the matter to be arbitrated before Sir E. 
Homby ; but the defendant declined to sign 
tthe necessary bond to be bound by the latter's 
Aecision, unless the Judge should give what 
peared to him (Deft. )to be a reasonable verdict. 
‘The difficulty was that Deesay said he gave 
Carter & Co. special instructions to sell at 
once ou arrival, and the latter denied 
having received any such special instruo- 
tions,” Moreover, it there had been. such 
instruction, and ‘they were neglected, it was 
the fault of Messrs. Broughall & Co., their 
Londou Agents, not Carter & Co.'s. Deesay 
Jenew the former, and knew the cousignment 
was going to them. Plaintiffs contended 
therefore ‘that, as between themselves and 
Dee-say, they were ontitled to recover from him 
the amount of the loss. ‘They (the plaintiff 
hiad_been guilty of no negligence or dis 
obedience to instructions, as was shewn in the 
very lengthy written evidence which had been 
propared for Sir Edmund Hornby, and which 
was now before the Court. 

Mr. Mxpuvusr suggested that the state- 
monts prepared for Sir Edmund Hornby 
should be accepted at this hearing, and to this 
both sides assented, 

Drg-say :—I understood from Carter & Co, 
that they wore to send the Silk to Broughall 
tobe soli.

Chefoo, 24th May.

The suit of Rev. H. Corbett versus certain 
rioters in the district of Che-meh was com- 
menced before the Taotai and the U.S. 
Consul, this afternoon, 

‘A brief resumé of the case up to the 
present time is as follows :—Last Dec., Mr. 
Corbett, who had gone to this region to 
spond the winter, was attacked by a mob 
on two occasions, ‘and obliged, finally, under 
cover of the night, to leave his rented house 
and return to Chefoo. As the local officer 
did not apprehend and punish the rioters, the 
case was brought before the Acting American 
Consul here; and, in consequence of his 
representations, the Taotai appointed a Depu- 
ty to repair to Che-meh, and, in connection 





with the magistrate there, to investigate the 
matter. This doputy made report to the 
Tao-tai in due time, denying almost every 


statement in the Consul’s dispatch. The Tao- 
tai, following the line of the Deputy’s report, 
declared in his auswer to the Consul that Mr. 
Corbett had not been stoned ; that his proper- 
ty had not been stolen ; and’ that the people 
were kindly and peaceably disposed ; statin 

At tho same time that the disturbance. had 
arisen from an attempt on the part of some 
of the native Christians to kidaap children. 
Ho closed with a request that the Consul 
should instruct Mr. Corbett in the future to 
restrain his native converts from kidnapping 
children, and that the matter would bo drop- 
ped, thus leaving the rioters without punish- 
ment, and the missionary under the implies: 
‘inst the 


tion of bringing false accusation 
ristians 


people of Che-mel and the native 
tnder the charge of Kidnapping 
‘On learning these facts, Mr. Shophard, the 
U.S. Consul’ for North:China, came from 
‘Tiontsin with instructions from the American 
Minister to insist on an investigation of the 
affair, and that the guilty parties be punished, 
Strengthened by such instractions, he cimeto 
Chefoo, intent on business, and has acted 
from the first with his characteristic prompt- 
ness and efficiency. 
The native authorities had manifested a 
reat unwillingness to have the accused 
rought to trial, and it was currently ro- 
ported in the district of Che-meh that there 

















Would be a general rising of the people, 
hould an attempt be made fo. apprehend the 
rioters. It seems tliat the local magistrate 


had been so overawed by the resolute attitude 
of these disturbers of the peace, that he was 
powerless to do anything but invent new sub- 
terfuges to screen the guilty parties, and 
stave off a trial. 

‘The arguments made use of by Mr. Shephard 
during his previous visit two months ago, 
secured from the Taotai a promise that the 
acensed should be brought to Clefoo to be 
tried before himself jn counection with Mr, 
Shephard ; and the 19th of May was the day 
fixed upon for the trial. ‘The local officer 
having proved himself utterly inefficient, the 
‘Taotat appointed Sung, the Fu-shan. hien, to 
make the arrests. He arrived in Chefoo on 
the 17th inst., with most of the parties accused 
in charge, numbering in all, together with those 
who wore already here, twenty-eight. 

Mr. Shephard came down from ientsin on 
the 2ist inst., and apreliminary interview was 
hield on Friday. last, when it was agreed 
that the trial should commence to-day. 

‘The parties met according to appointment 
in tho Custom House at 2 p.m. A short 
fimo was. spent in farther determining upon 
the requisite, preliminaries, after which they 
proceeded to business. ‘The Taotai, who scoms 
quite equal to the situation, conducts the 
suit and makes his own notes, 

Rey. H. Conorrr was called to the stand, 
and, in answer to the Taotai’s questions, gave 
a fall statement of his grievances, of which 
the subjoined is a summary :— 

I went to Chemeh in Sept. last, taking 
with me my threo children, a nurse, oie 
servant, and four assistant preachers. ‘After 
spending two months in different villages in 














Che-meh, I rented a house in the village of 
Kwo-pu, about 8 miles S.E. of Che-meh, and 
tuade. preparations to spend the winter there. 
On the day of Nov.,I started in the 
morning on horseback, to spend Sunday in 
the village of Tung Icia-en Taz, passing through 
the market town of Hwa-yin, which I reached 
about 94 a.m. There was acrowd standing 
about the theatrical stage, and as I passed 
‘some of them cried out “‘ta ta, sah sah,” “‘strike 
him, kill him,” and threw stones which 
struck the horse, but not me, Passing by, 
T went on to Tung-kia-en ‘Tez ; on my.return, 
T reached Hwa-yin about sunset. When 1 
came in sight, the people left the theatre, 
and od the lves on each side of the 
road which I must pass through, Many had 
stones in their hand and at once commenced 
throwing them at me. I was struck several 
times, but not much injured. Several 
Iundted persons were comiected with the 
attack. 1 said nothing to irritate them. 
I rode swiftly through and past the crowd. 
All were strangers to me, and I could not 
identify any of them. I noticed particularly a 
youug man in mourning, who. ‘allowed, ston: 
ing me, to the extreme end of the town. 
‘The next aay, T went to the Yamun in the 
city aud handed to the magistrate a written 
statement of the above facts. He said he 
would certainly istue a prociamation to 
restrain the people, and would punish the 
offenders. ‘Ina day or two, a person from the 
Yamun brought = proclamation and showed 
‘it to me. 
Che-meh in accordance with the treaty, and 
that he must not be interfered with ; that 
the people could listen to him or not, a8 they 
pleased, but must not molest him. ‘The pro- 
clamation stated also that the local magist: 
had received instructions from his superior 
officers to protect me, On the next mar- 
Ket gathering, which occurred two days 
afterwards, 1 went to Hwa-yin, where 1 
learned that the proclamation had not been 
ted. 1 sent Lin Lung-me to call the 
jocal constable and ask for the reason for this, 
learned that this proclamation, though not 
posted, had been received, and was in the hands 
Of the constable. ‘The next day, I sent. a 
note to the local magistrate, informing him 
that the proclamation had not been posted, 
and urging him to attend to this matter at 
once, as I found difficulties might arise of a 
serious nature in other places, where the people 
bad ate Seon Prager it it 
tera few days, the a 
ather proclamation, which he 
At the next fair at Hwa-yin, it bad not been 
posted, and was not posted till towards evenin, 
when I had made inquiries in the town about 
it. This was about a week after the stoning. 
On the 17th of Dec., after breakfast, I went 
‘on horse-back to the U-Hwang Temple, accom- 
panied by Lin Lung-me and Wang ‘lien hing, 
Several of the native Christians also went to 
attend the fair then being held there. I tied 
my horse toa tree and walked to a vacant 
spot west of the temple ‘The people sur- 
rounded me at once. told them that I had 
not come to injure or interfere with them, 
and ‘that Lad a passport authorizing me to 
come and teach Christianity. Thus I tried 
to quiet them, as did Lin Lung-me; but the 
people commenced throwing stones. I then, 
passing along under the outer wall, entered 
the temple, hoping that the crowd would 
werse. ‘They, however, eutered the court, 
slill throwing stones. I then tried to find 
the local constable, but could not. Retiring 
to the ‘inner court, Istopped a moment on 
the verandah. ‘the people still followed mo 
and threw stones. After this I entered the 
temple and fastened the window-shutters, 
but. the people from outside threw stones 
gainst it. ‘The inner court was soon filled 
With people.

the crowd, “I know you all, and I will bear 
testimony’ against you, if you injure this 
man.” While we were hurrying out, a few 
men fell down behind us, blocking up for 


moment the way; and thus helping to 
facilitate my escape. I tried afterwards to 
find who this man was, so as to make an 
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acknow! it of my indebtedness to him, 
but could not. Hurrying op, I mounted my 
horse, While doing this, the crowd agsin came 


‘up to me, hurling stones and earth, and. hitting 
me and my horse. By urging on my horse, 
out of the ‘way and went on quickly ‘to 
‘wo-pu. Messengers soon arrived, informing 
moe that Sun Yung-shien and Wang Li-tung 
had been wounded. I wrote to the Chi-hien, 
communicating this information, and the next 
day he sent to examine the wounded men, 
Repeated ramours reached Kwo-pu that the 
jople contemplated an attack on me there. 
earned from native Christians in diferent 
villages, that ti ‘were constantly goin 
Tan tro in the hight consulting above this 
matter, and that they said that, if the officer 
‘apprehended any of the accused they would at 
‘once retaliate on me or my children. Under 
these circumstances, the native Christians, as 
‘well aa myself, thought that it was not prudent 
for-me_to remain in Kwo-pu longer; and we 
left in the night of Dec. 19th, native Christians 
ing the children, We went by bye-roads, 
‘avoiding the villages where the rioters 
"We reached the city very early in the 
morning, and the gates were not yet opened. 
‘Went to an inn in the West Suburb. I im- 
mediately sent to enquire whether the officer 
‘was at home, and learned that he was absent. 

I 
called upon him and told him that I had fled 
to the city in consequence of reports of 
threatened violence, and asked him to enquire 
whether these reports were true. He said

Fihis man returned sbout noon, reporting that 
he had been overtaken on the road by men 
‘who seized the donkey, with the,articles he 
was carrying, and threatened to give him a 
, in consequence of which he fled, 
ing the animal ond its burden in their 
yssension, At night, messengers came from 
wo-pu saying that several tens of per 
sons had gone in the afternoon to that place, 
had broken open the door of the foreigner’s 
house, broken tho windows, torn open 
the boxes, and girdled aud injured trees in 
the yard; that they had also carried away a 
jig belonging to the owner of the house, and 
Fed off my cow and calf. Ling Lung.ine also 
said in his letter that, just after T 
outside of the south gate of the city’s outer 
wall, an interview between the local is- 
Yeats anda largo number of people.

away. Afterwards, Lin Lung-me sent_me 
another letter stating that the local officer 
and the Taotai’s deputy had invited him togo 
to the Yamun, and requested him to write 
to me informing me. that two men from 
each of the neighboring villages would be 
security for the peace and that if 1 would go 
back.there would be no further disturbance, 
Lin Tungeme also stated in his letter that 
‘some of the things which had been taken had 
been returned, including the cow and calf, 
the donkey, a lamp, &. The writer of the 
letter states that the officers had be; him 
to urge me to drop the matter, saying that 
peace and friendly relations weuld thus be 
restored. This letter had not yet left the city of 
Chi-meh when word reached there that rioters 
ad gone to the house of Che Tsung-yuen, 
and had girdled his trees. ‘There came also a 
Christian named Wang, from a place a little 
to the south, stating that in the night people 
came to his house to make a disturbance, 
tried to seize him, and struck him in the eyes, 
injuring him severely. Another came from 
‘Tang-kia-en-tsz, saying that rioters came to 
that village and seized two men, bound them 
and carried them off, and that all bad fled to 
the hills. ‘These items of information were 
sent me by Lin Lung-me by the same mes- 
senger. I sent an answer saying that I had 
already put the matter in the hands of the 
Consul, and could not determine anything 
rysell. I directed Lin Lung-me to rotura to 
Chefoo. I learned soon afterwards that the 
affair of girling the trees ad been settled by 
the payment to Che Tsung-y wen of 30,000 cash. 
ing Lung-me, agreeably to my instructions, 
retuned to Chefoo. Ithen sent two other 
‘men, one named Chong, and another Lin, 
to gather tp all of ny Personal effects which 
they could find, aud forward them to me, 
which they did.’ When I went to Chi-meb, 
T took more than ten boxes of goods. Four 
boxes sufficed to bring back what wos left.

‘Tho time of the Court was occupied for 
about two hours in hearing the testimony of 
Lin Lung-me, the native assistant who was 
with Mr. Corbett during the period of his 
difficulties in Che-meh, and remained to assist 
the native Christians ‘after Mr. Corbett left. 
His testimony throughout corroborated, with 
unimportant exceptions, that given by Mr. 
Corbett yesterday. 

Kraxo Kwax-xr, one of the persons charged 
with taking a prominent part in the attack on 
Mr. Corbett at the Temple, was next examined, 
and testified as follows: “Tam 65 years of 
age. Had nothing to do with the disturlance, 
having arrived at the Temple after Mr. Corbett 
had left. 1 saw Wang Li-tung holding forci- 
bly a child which was crying. I said to him : 
‘What are you doing with that child?” He 

lied : “That is no concern off yours.’ 
Then a crowd gathered round, and & quarrel 
and fight ensued. But I went away, and did 
not kuow how the affair terminated. 1 did 
not hear there had been such an occurrence as 
the stoning Mr. Corbett. 

‘When further, he suddenly appeared 
to be deaf; and hardly ‘anything pertinent or 
intelligible could be obtained from him. 

Waxe Li-rune, witness for the prosecution, 
was then summoned to confront the previous 
witness, and testified as follows: I saw Mr. 





es, | Corbett’ running out of the Temple, and the 


crowd pursuing and stoning him. I followed, 
and was not far from Mr. Corbett when he 
mounted his horse. I saw among those who 
had been pursuing Mr. Corbett, the accused 
Kiang-kwan-ki and his two sons with stones 
in their hands. Tsaid: “Why do you stone 
‘Mr. Corbett?” They replied : ‘We will not 











Kiang-kwan-ki also said: ‘Kill him! There 
are no witnesses,’ and also, “Kill him! and 
I will be responsible for it.’ Several persons 
then fell to beating me ; and Kiang-kwan-k 
son threw a garment over my head to blind 
me while the beating was continued. Iwas 
severely wounded ; and for a time unconscious. 
‘When consciousness returned, Kiang-kwan 
and his sons were still before me; and the 
owner of the field in whieh we were, begged. 
‘them not to kill me. I'seized hold of no boy 
that day, and there is no ground whatever for 
that accusation. i 

‘At about six o'clock, the Court: adjourtied 
‘until to-morrow at 2 p.m. 

















May 26. 

‘The Court convened as usual at 2 P.3 
further witnesses were called on the part of 
the prosecution, 

The charge ‘was clearly proved against 
Kyiang-kwau-ki, by the concurrent tes- 
timony of four. witnesses, of participating 
in the riot at the U-Hwavg Temple. He 

when confronted with these wit- 
ill persisted in declaring that though 
he was on the fair ground that day, he neither 
saw, heard nor knew anything of ‘the attack 
upon Mr. Corbett, ‘The only thing which he 

rofeased to have seen was four Christians 
Rrreibly holding and detaining a boy about 13 
years of age. He said he did not know what 
they were intending to do with him. ‘tl 
all the evidence which has been given bearing 
upon the report of kidnapping ; which has 
been again extensively circulated {n connec- 
tion with this affair. ‘There is now no one 
found excepting this old man who has the 
hardihood to afiirm tl fact nearly 
all profess utterly to disbelieve it 

‘The other defendants also persisted in do- 
nying that thoy participated in stoning Mr. 
Corbett ; or indeed that they heard on that 
day of aby such affair. Oue of the accused 
testified that on the day of the mob at the 
‘Temple, he was in the city of Kiao-chio, 
about one hundred 1i distant, engaged in busi- 
neat, “He sad that a bill for goods which ho 
purchased there would prove this, but unfor- 
tunately he forgot to bring the bill along with 
him. it is a matter of surprise here that no 
witnesses have been brought for the defe 
‘The accused parties were at difforent ti 





























‘and the earnest and emphatic asseve 
ations ’ and adjurations by which the 
individuals addressed each other while on 
their knees before the Taotai enlivened the 
Court-room not a little, Each in a loud voico 
toutly denied what the other affirmed, while 
at the same time they vied with each other in 
exhortations to ‘speak the truth.” 

Daring the afternoon Rev. L. W. Eckarp 
vwas called into Court and testified as follow: 
On the 29th of December I left Chefoo fo 
Chemeh, to render assistance to Mr. Corbett, 
He had already left, We did not meet on the 
road, Tarrived at Ling-san, 60 li from Kwo- 
pon, on the 26th of December about dark, A 
crowd gathered round me crying,” the devil 
thas come back !” I informed them that T was 
not Mr. Corbett. ‘They commenced stoning 
me and declared that Ishould not stop at 
their town. ‘They said they did not want any 
foreigner to stop there. Te was with great 
difficulty t bat I succeeded in getting into 
the inn, and the people threw stones 
against the windows until late hour at night, 
Left the town before light the noxt morning. 
‘The spirit manifested by the people in that 
whole region was at that time unfriendly. I 
reached Kwo-pu about noon; found the 
windows of Mr. Corbett’s house broken, boxes 
broken open, and articles scattered about the 
floor in wild confusion. ‘ 

At the close of the session the Tao-rar pro- 
nounced Kiang Xwan-ki guilty ; remanded 
two others to the .cck-up ; and left the case 
of still another to be decided hereafter. 

Adjourned at 7 p.m. until 2 p.m. to-morrow, 






























May 28. 

‘Tho Court convened punctually at 2 P.2f., 
A complaint was made to the ‘Taotai that 
Yesterday Mr. Sheppard's messenger, who 
ad been for two days carrying messages 
and bringing in witnesses when thay were 
summoned, was struck by the Taotai’s guard 
and refused admitance and witnesses were 
struck and insulted both in coming in and 
going out. Mr. Cornabé’s inessenger was also 
Fefused admittance, ‘The U. 8. Consul desired 








allow the. devil to remain in this region.’ 
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to have tho offenders punished before he 
proceeded with the trial. ‘The Taotai offered as 
an explanation that the gaard could not have 
known who the individual beaten was. ‘This 
was not accepted by the Consul ; as the mes- 
enger had been going backand forth fortwodays 
previous. The Taotai explained further that 
the guard was changed every day, and those 
who wore on guard that day had not seen the 
messenger before. It was replied that the 
man at the same time reviled and insulted 
‘the messenger, calling him kweitsce ; showin, 
that he know him, It was further state 
that yesterday, after the guard struck Mr. 
Sheppard’s messenger, Mr. Corbett com- 
lained, telling the guard that the man was 
Bir. Sheppard's messenger ; and he wasstruck 
‘and insulted after that.’ ‘The Taotai then 
consented to summon the two men, which he 
did, He then suggested that the Chi-meh 
trial might in the meantime proceed ; while 
waiting for the men. The Consul declined ; 
as he was unwilling to do further business 
until this affair was settled. ‘The men were 
oduced in about an hour’s time, and were 
eaten in the presence of the Court. 

‘The prosecution called for Kiang Shii-shien, 
who was charged with participating in the 
riot at N. Hwang temple, and who acknow- 
ledges being at Kwo-pu the day when the 
house was broken open ; but said, when on the 
stand yesterday, that he went there to get 
money from Wang Lishien, for a. don 
which he-had sold him. ‘The object in 
Kiaug Shiishien was to prove that 
never sold a donkey to Wang Li-shien, 
When asked what evidence he had for the 
sale, he replied: ‘I have the evidence of 

Ki (go-between) the dnoan-shuy (tax- 
gatherer); and the account book, ‘The last 

evidences was produced on the spot. 
‘The Taotai said that if the kwang-shuy could 
tbe produced, the proof of the sale would be 
conclusive. 

“Wang Li-shien on the contrary testified 
that he never purchased such a donkey, and 
that there was no ground for the statement 
whatever 

‘Wang Li-wang testified as follows: Llive 
next door to Wang Li-shien. He has but one 
donkey ; I know that he has had it three 

ears; and that hedid not purchase it of 

iang Shii-shien. 

Chang Tso-ki, who lives ina neighboring 
village, testifed as follows: “The donkey 
which ‘Wang Li-shien has was bought of 
Sun Kin-san.” 

‘The Taotai ruled that the evidence of Wang 
Li-wang could not be admitted, as heis Wang 
en's brother. 

Kiang Shii-shien again asserted tl 
hind sold’ a donkey to Wang  Li-shien, 
which the latter again emphatically de- 
nied ; whereupon the Taotai severely re- 
primanded Wang_ Li. saying 

are you? Aro you a native, or a fore 
‘The Taotai then, turning’ to the 
added, I have a suit agaist Wang Li-shien 
for the recovery of money still due. for 
the donkey, which will be tried before me 
alone, when the present auit is over, as it is 
‘case between two Chinamen, which foreigners 
have nothing to do with, “The ‘Taotai also 
demanded that Wang Li-shien be put under 
arrest, and held over for trial. ‘The Consul 
declined to discuss the matter, as such con- 
versation in the presence of the witness was 
caleulated to intimidate him, 

‘The men accnsed of breaking into the house 
were thenealled. ‘They acknowledged to have 
been at the village, at the time when the 
house is alleged to have been entered ; but 
said that Wang Li-shien (the witness’ who 
testifies that he saw one of them break the 
ock,) brought the key and himself opened the 
door for them; and they went in with no 
hostile intent ‘whatever, but simply from 
curiosity, to see the foreign things inside. 

‘The local constable was also questioned as 
to the reason for his being there on that parti- 
cular day ; and as to the sources from which 
he obtained the stolen goods which he after- 
‘wards returned to the local magistrate. He 
replied that he went to the place with others 
from mere curiosity ; and that as to the re- 
turning of the goods, the cow was found 
grazing on the hills, and sundry small articles 
Were picked up or found by a nan named Hie 
Kia-kwau, aud handed over to him. He does 
not know where this man found the articles, 

‘The Court adjourned at about 6 o'clock, 
until 2 p.m. to-morrow.

In consequence of the illness of the U. S. 
Consul, Mr. Sheppard, the trial was discon- 
tinued for two days last wesk, but was re- 
sumed again to-day. 

‘The Ti-Pao (local constable) of Kwo-pu was 
examined further as to the sources from which 
he obtained the missing articles returned 
through the Sa-meou. He stated particularly 
that he received the donkey from ‘Tu Kwang- 
Shien ; and a number of articles from Hia 
Kia-kwan, who said he had picked them up; 
‘and from’ whom he received them without 
asking any questions. 

‘Tu Kwaxo-surex, defendant, accused of 

ing seized the donkey, affirmed that it was 
given up to him on the afternoon 
of the Sth, by the owner Wang Li-shion, for 
adebt, When asked why he 80 readily de- 
livered the donkey to the ‘Ti-pao; he replied 
that a requisition having come from the 
‘mun for the animal, he could but give it a 
and seek for his pay for the debt in some 
other way. He related very minutely ciroum. 
stances and Jong conversations which he said 
were connected with the transaction. 

‘Waxo Lr-smrex, witness for the prosecu- 
tion, and owner of the donkey, was called to 
tho ‘stand, His testimony throughout con- 
firmed the deposition made on the first day of 
the trial by Mr. Corbett. He gave all the 
circumstances of the robbery, and the names 
of those engaged in it, He said thatafterthe 
robbery he returned immediately to Chi-meh ; 

i he reached a little before noon, 
and did notleave there that day or night. ‘This 
was the 5th of the 11th month, the very day 
when the accused with united voice have said 
that they saw him in the afternoon at Kwo- 
po voluntarily give up his, donkey to Tu 

wang-shien, Mr. Sheppard offered to fur- 
ther establish this fact, stating that several 
witnesses, two of whom, Ling Long-me and 
Tang Li-tai, are now here in Chefoo, would 
testify that’ Wang Li-shien was with them in 
the city of Chi-meh the whole of the after. 
noon and night of the 5th. ‘The Taotai 
declined to reveive their testimony on this 
point, as he considered Wang Li-shien’s testi- 
mony inconsistent with the complaint entered 
at the ya-mun the day after the alle 
seizure of the donkey; it being fairly infer- 
able from that complaint that he was going 
from Kwo-pu towards Chi-meh when the rob- 
bery was committed ; while he now affirms 
that it was committed while going from 
Chi-meh back to Kwo-pu, ‘The Consul urged 






































in reply that Wang Li-shien being an illiterate 
han tile imistakecof one or two, characters 
might easily have crept into the complaint 





through the inadvertence of the scribe who 
wrote it for him; or, the error might be 
attributed to the Chi-meh magistrate or his 
subordinates, whoare known to have made mis- 
representations in public documents in con- 
nection with this affair. 

‘The Taotar further objected to receive 
Ling Long-me’s and Tung Li-t‘ai’s testimony ; 
‘as he believed them to be prejudiced persons 
whose evidence should have no weight ; add- 
ing that the innkeeper’s testimony as to whe- 
ther Wang Li-shien was in his inn on the 
afternoon and night of the Sth would be con- 
elusive. As the iunkeeper had not been called 
to attend the Court and was absent in Chi-meb, 
150 miles distant, Mr. Sheppard insisted that 
those witnesses who were unimpeached, and 
whose testimony was important, should be 
heard. ‘Tung-Li-t‘ai and Ling Long-me were 
then called, and were examined and cross 
examined. "Their testimony was clear and 
positive that Wang Li-shien was at Chi-meh 
the whole afternoon and night of the 5th. 

Cuaxc Yix-cur, witness for the prosecution, 
was called to give evidence on the first case of 
stouing at Hwa-ying. | He named the persons 
whom he saw stoning Mr. Corbett. He was 
asked by the Tao-tai the distance he was from 
them at the time. He replied about 40 paces. 
‘The Tao-tai then had the men placed at the 
distance of 40 paces from the witness, who 
was told to identify them if he eould. He did 
so in every case. He was then subjected to a 
cross-exaiination confronted with the accused. 
Nothing was elicited which could weaken or 
invalidate his testimony. 

‘The accused being questioned stated that 
when Mr. Corbett through the town 
that day, his horse took fright at some children 
in the street, and some of the people threw 
dirt at the horse in order to keep it from 
treading upon them.

Sheppard was unable on account of indisposi- 
tion to continue the sitting longer, the Couré 
adjourned.

More of the accused having been examined, 
and most of the witnesses heard, it was ar- 
ranged yesterday, on the suggestion of Mr. 
Sheppard, that a private meeting should be 
held to-day with a view of coming to a final 
Settlement of the case, if possible, without 
further expenditure of time. 

‘The interview took place at the house of 
W. A. Cornabé, Esq., the U. 8. Consulate, 
‘The Saco having arrived in port yesterday, 
her commander Capt. McDougal, together 
with his officers, were also present. " The local 
magistrate of Fushan attended with the Tao- 
tai as before, 

Capt. McDoveat on being introduced re- 
marked that the American Admiral had been 
much concerned on hearing of the difficulty 
in Chi-meh ; and that he was most desirous 
hat it should bo peaceably and satisfactorily 

justed. 

‘The Taotat replied that the Admiral need 
ve himself no unnecessary anxicty, asa 
tisfactory conclusion would probably bo 
reached here ; and that he saw no reason why 
it could not be fully and satisfactorily adjus- 
ted between himself and the Consul, 

Mr. Suzrranp disclaimed any disposition 
tobe harsh or severe; and said all that he 
desired was the vindication of law, and 
security for the future, 

_ The ‘Taorar declared his intention to ad- 
judicate the matter justly according to law, 















Both parties approached the case with 
caution; the Taotat appearing to expect that 
Aificult’ conditions would be proposed by the 





Consul ; while the Consul seemed to appro- 
hend that the Taotai might not be willing to 
concede what he thought justice actually re- 
wired. After a short comparison of views, 
it became evident that there was uo great 
difference of opinion between them as to What 
should be done ; and the details of the settle- 
ment were disposed of with a facility which, , 
considering the difficulties connected with it, 
and the length of time already consumed by 
the trial, was surpi . It was agreed that 
six persons, who wore proved to have been 
prominently engaged in the two cases of 
stoning, should be beaten with the largo 
bamboo ; three of them 80 blows each, two 
others 60 each, and one 40 blows; and tho 
local constables—Tipaos of Kwo-poo, and 
Wha-yen—to be degraded from their offices 
after receiving eighty blows each. 

It was the ‘Taotai’s opinion ‘that a violent 
plundering of the house had not been clearly 
proved, and he proposed that the persons who 
entered the house, and had possession of the 
donkey, be imprisoned until they return in 
fall an’ equivalent in money for the lo 
sustained by Mr. Corbett according to his 
valuation, amounting in all to 375 tacls, the 
money to be delivered within 15 days, the Tao- 
tai to guarantee the payment of this ainount, 
It was further agreed that any accusations or 
lawsuits growing out of, or connected with 
this difficulty shall be suppressed, and that all 
the accused should be made to enter into a bond 

Corbett’s personal safety, while he re- 
in Chi-meh. ‘The Taotai promised also 
to issue a full and stringent proclamation, 
giving the history of the ease, stating how 
was settled, aud threatening severe punish- 
ment upon any one who may dare to enga, 

ilar outrages in the future. ‘The details 
is proclamation were exceedingly sa 
factory, and a rough draft: of it is to be 
mitted to Mr. Sheppard for his approval be- 
fore it is issued. 

To-morrow at 10 a.m, all the culprits aro 
to be called Lefore the ‘Taotai, who is to tell 
them that, as a matter of clemency, most of 
them have been pardoned, and after an ad- 
monitory lecture is to bind them to keep the 

, and to stand. responsible for Mr, Cor- 
Betts safety hereafter, in tho district of Chi- 
meh. After this the persons to be punished 
are to be taken Ly the u-shan magistrate to 
his temporary lodgings in Chefoo, where he is 
to have them beaten in the presence of Capt, 
MeDougal, W. A. Cornabé, Esq., and Rev.

All this business was finished in less than 
two hours, to the satisfaction of all parties 
concerned, excepting of course the poor fellows 
who are to suffer to-morrow. ‘The interview 
closed with mutual congratulations, and ex- 
pressions of kind feelings, 
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It is to be hoped that the conditions of the 
settlement will be faithfully carried out, in 
the spirit in which it was made, and that the 
excitement and apprehensic which now 
prevail so extensively in the interior may be 
allayed, and that the people may be 
restrained from executing their threats of 
revenge and retaliation against the native 
Christians, 

Mach credit is due to Mr. Sheppard fr his 
energy and promptness, and judicious firm- 
ness, together with hie suavity and kindness 
towards the Chinese, which he has shown 
throughout the trial: The Taotai also de- 
served no slight pais forthe manner in which 
he has conducted tl ifficult case. Though 
doubtless his sympathies were, as was natural,

Settlements reported amount to 35,000 
pieces for the week, at ‘Tis. 1.64 a 1.71 for low descriptions ; Tis. 1.76 a 1.80 for mediums ; Tis. 1.87 @ 1.89 for good; and Tis.{1.93 a 
1.97 for Dewburst’s Zagle, For G and 7-Ibs. Goods scarcely any market as existed, and prices—more especially for the common classes 

* of the latter weight—are nominal, But 9.10 a 9,12-Ibs. Shirtings have been in very strong favor, and the few pieces of Dewhurst’s Eagle 
remaining in Shanghai are being retailed at Tis. 2.70 per piece. Stocks of honest cloth are exhausted ; and yet buyers “to arrive” 
within a week or 10 days are few and very timorous. ‘The demand is unusual at this season, bu¢ it seems well sustained ; and merchants, 
mavy of whom come from the distant province of Kwei-chow, have evidently not yet completed their orders. 

White Shirtings.—0f theso, sellers have predominated, and prices close unsteadily with a downward tendency.

"As yet, particulars of only 32,000 pieces have been made public, but it is believed that the actual Sulos aggregate noarly 
twice that quantity, ‘The range of prices paid has been from ‘Tis. 1.61 a 1.70 per piece, and the closing quotations may 
bbe stated on the basis of Tis. 1.66 for Horse and Jockey; Tle. 1.66 a 1.70 for Stags; and Tis, 1.76 @ 1.77 for Dewhurat’s best Bagles;— 
of which last, however, there is not a piece in Stock. Low counts are almost unsaleable. Mexican 7-lbs.—82 inch—at Tis. 1.40 and

‘These teay 
also, though of superior quality to'last year’s, are fully Tis. 2 dearer. It is evident that most of the purchases have been made for price 
and for immediate shipment, to supply the London Market with something else than the high-cost Tea sent from Hankow so far, 

‘There is little business doing here at present, and buyers apparently hold off for a fall in prices such as shall bring them on a par at 
least with those of last season. 

‘There is not much Tea here as yet of very fine quality, and there can be no doubt that the best Toas of the first crop have gone 
forward from Hankow, 

‘The market is weak to-day, with a downward tondency.
